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Special Agent in Charge Karl Dissly, Kansas City, telephonically 
advised that local authorities in Jackson County, Missouri, had charged 
DePugh, the head of the Minutemen,(a paramilitary organization whose 
avow ed purpose is to fight when the Communist take over the United States) 
with | | These girls allegedly 

were held by DePugh for a period of approximately two weeks and, 
according to the story told by the girls, they effected their escape on 
June 19, 1965. The girls were not taken outside of the state of Missouri. 

Local authorities afforded the two girls a polygraph test and 
this tended to confirm the fact that they were held against their will. 
DePugh reportedly told the girls that he wanted them to use their sex 
against Communists who are highly placed in the U. S. Government. 

Local authorities of Jackson County, Missouri, have attempted 
to locate DePugh without success. They have asked for assistance from 
the Bureau under the Unlawful Flight Statute. In this connection the 
District Attorney has also requested the U. S. Attorney to authorize 
the issuance of a warrant under the Unlawful Flight Statute based on / 
the local charge of kidnaping. According to Dissly, the U. S. Attorney/ 
will authorize the issuance of a warrant under the Unlawful Flight M 
Statute. If this action is taken, immediate steps will be instituted/// 
to effect the apprehension of DePugh.

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover advised that numbered 
among those arrested were alleged members of the "Minutemen, ” a 
secret anticommunist group whose aim is to combat the communists 
"after” they take over this country. Mr. Hoover advised that the 
arrests were made on the basis of a complaint filed by an Agent of the 
FBI in Seattle, Washington, this morning. The complaint alleges that 
the arrested men planned to rob three banks in Redmond, Washington, 
today and had also discussed the robbing of a bank in Des Moines, 
Washington. In addition, they allegedly planned to dynamite the Red¬ 
mond, Washington, power plant and police facilities as diversionary 
tactics immediately prior to the planned robberies.

Good Police Work 


The arrest last Friday of a seven- 
man gang, accused of a bizarre plot to 
dynamite the Redmond City Hall and a 
power sub-station as a prelude to bank 
robbery, resulted from what may stand 
as some of the best law enforcement 
work in this region’s history. 

According to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the scheme was uncov¬ 
ered by an informer who managed to 
infiltrate one of the suspects’ planning 
sessions. 

If the plot had succeeded there is life* 
•'tie doubt that it would have brought 


death or serious injury to a number of 
persons. 

The suggested link with the extrem¬ 
ist Minuteman organization is a fasci¬ 
nating facet of the case. Amplification 
of this aspect must await trial of the 
defendants. 


WHATEVER the outcome of the 
case in federal court, the excellent pre¬ 
ventive police work of the Federal Bu¬ 
reau of Investigation, in cooperation 
with the Redmond Police Department,

For the past month, Walter Peyson and I have been hunted by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

The supposedly legal government of the United States has declared 
that we are fugitives from justice. The fact is that we aro fugitives 
from injustice. 


We are fugitives, not because we made machine guns, or robbed banks 
or kidnapped little girls. We are fugitives because we dared to openly 
oppose those traitors in our own government who have destroyed our 
Constitutional Republic and are rapidly replacing it with a bureaucratic 
dictatorship. We are not criminals - we are political refugees in our 
own land. 

For eight years the Minutemen have attempted to alert our fellow 
Americans to the vast extent of communist infiltration and subversion 
within our federal government. For seven years the leaders and known 
members of this organization have been subjected to constant harassment 
by various agencies of that government - including the F.B.I.-, the 
Internal Revenue Service, and the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division 
of the Treasury Department. 

I have been accused of income tax fraud, kidnapping, carrying 
a concealed weapon, illegal posession of machine guns, illegal 
manufactuning of machine guns, illegal posession of bosbs and bombshells, 
illegal transportation of firearms, and contributing to the delinquency 
of a minorc- Each of these accusations has been false. Hany were the 
result of deliberately planned frame-ups. 

In most cases my innocence has already been proven - but at o. 
terrible price in time, money, effort, heartache, and nervoua''energy. 


In other cases the- U.S. District Attorneys have obtained 
convictions through the use of perjured testimony and pa id-professions.! 
witnesses. Friendly witnesses were threatened into silence while 
financial supporters were intimidated. Following conviction the federal 
court has sentenced us to long prison terms on charges where other 
first offenders received only fines or suspended sentences. These casos 
might also bo reversed by higher courts if enough more time and 
money could be found to fight on effectively.- 

During all this time I have been the victim of vicious smear 
and rumor campaigns. My family, has been subjected to constant harassment.

My co-workers have been threatened, blackmailed, intimidated, and 
arrested on false charges* In some cases, F.B.I. or A.T.T.U. agents 
have called on their employers over and over again until they finally 
lost their jobs* 

Our offices have been burglarized* Our phones have been tapped. 

Our mail has been opened* Our homes have been illegally searched. 
Thousands of dollars worth of cameras, guns, tape recorders, money, 
and other personal possessions have disappeared into the pockets of the 
searching officers. 

• A few weeks ago a federal grand jury was called in Seattle, 
Washington. The lay members of such grand juries have little knowledge 
of legal procedures'. They are easily led to any desired verdict by 
the one sided testimony presented by the smooth talking District 
Attorneys, suave F.B.I. agents, and glib tongued professional stool- 
pidgeons willing to tell any story - for a price* 

From such one-sided "evidence" (including a "doctored 17 taps 
recording) the Seattle grand jury was persuaded to indict several 
members or supposed members of the Mlnutemen on the ridiculous charge 
of "conspiracy to rob banks". In spite of the fact that Walter Payson 
has not been in the state of Washington for six years and I havn't 
been there ±n more than a yea7', we were also indicted a3 co-conspirators. 


After learning this from confidential sources of our rr-a, wy 
contacted attorneys in Seattle and asked them to arrango terms by which 
vre could turn ourselves in and make bond. These attorneys were promised 
that, if we gave ourselves up voluntarily- we would be arraigned promptly 
and set free on $7,500*00 bond each pending trial* 


My wife began trying, to raise the $1,500.00 bondsmans foe. Before 
this could be done, however, our informant discovered that this was only 
a trap to draw us in. The amount of bond had actually been sab at : four 
times the amount stated— ?/»0 ? 000.00 for just two defender M.. (, liU 
professional bondsman who had already agreed to make the bend decided, 
after a call from the F.B.I., that he could not do so. This v.n a a tactic 
not unfamiliar to us as federal agents had done the same tiling, in 
Kansas City when one of our members needed to make bond there.. 


A second bondsman was found who agreed to post the bond, proviaod 
the full amount was secured by property in addition to his 000*00 
non-returnable fee. Once again our families set out to mortgage their 
homes and all they owned to guarantee bonds.- Once again a call from the 
F.B.I. and this bondsman backed out also. 

By this time the full extent of the plot against us had boon 
learned* A long series of conspiracy charges were to be presented against 
us - one after another after another*. Sooner or later the day would 
surely come when we were financially, physically, and mentally exhausted* 
Unable to defend ourselves in court any longer, a life-long series of \ 
prison terms would be the inevitable result* 











During most of this time the F.B.Io kept the fact that they wore 
looking for us a carefully guarded secret^ but, after a couple of vooka, 
they began to apply their customary pressure tactics* A3 usual* they 
started by picking on those who fro re least a^le :rr tKrrdofond the m3 elves • 

Their first victim to 3 Walter Peyson’s Trifo y Lindg^ nll F.B.I* agents 
can be very courteous to the general public* They can bo so polito in a 
court room or in .some la'.vyers offlco* They can bo very hateful to on 
eighteen year old girl v?ho hardly vroighs a hundrod pounds and is oapocting 
her first baby* 

Among the collateral which my arm wif 0 had intended to plodgo too 
a majority ownership in the small chemical company which oh:- and '»y family 
have helped to build during many years of hard work?. After school then 
other children have gone out to play* our children came to the plant to 
help mix powders* or fill bottles, or label cans* It is their business as 
much as it is mine* It Trill be my families only scurco of income in 
case I am killed or imprisoned* 

Under a government that encourages indolence* my family has proven 
that industry and hard work still have their cr»m rewards* liy father fought 
in the first World War so that families like mine could start buainossos 
of their own* 15y oldest son fought in Viotnnm to pro servo that right for 
the few vrho still cherish it* I will not ask them to give it up just so 
that I might remain free- a few weeks longer* 

There is a point beyond which no man con bo pushed and still 
maintain his self respect* Walter Pcyson and I have reached that point. 

Wo no longer choose to submit docilely to this kind of legal pee oocution* 
Neither do we intend to crawl into some hola and hide* We will defend 
ourselves and what we believe in by other tactics* 

We realise that the odds against us arc formidable - two r.vn against 
thousands of federal agents* I have heard some of those agents aay before* 
"Wo ! ra just doing what vnro told," That may bo 305 but. our r"-’fa in 
losing its libe-ty because too many federal agents, local poller-, and 
average citizens arc "just doing vliat thoy arc told" <• 

This docs not menu that rro feel sorry-for ourselves/>c-l sorry 
instead for those millions who have already fmight, Mod., -end OS ,-d ho keep . 
this nation free ~ tills nation that now teeterfi- esu the briar of diuastor* 

We feel sorry for the half million American boys who ha" f u b--en pushed 
(not led but pushed) into the Vietnam death trap. They arc allovtod to

On 2-20-68, true bill indictments were re¬ 
turned against five of the original subjects (the other two 
are going to be tried on the basis of informations) . In 
addition, indictments were also returned against De Pugh and 
Peyson, the two top officials of the Minutemen organization. 

SAC Dissly advised that De Pugh and Peyson have 
both been out of town (they live in Kansas City) and their 
present whereabouts is not known. SAC Dissly, was instructed 
to advise the Bureau, if possible, befbr^/theyrare arrested; 
and simultaneous arrests of Peyson and'$e:i*brgfr*would be 
desirable. He will keep the Bureau immediately advised of 
developments. SAC, Dissly assured the Bureau he has adequate

Later I was active in Virginia as a member 
of the Klan. Late in January, 1967, while in Kansas City, 
Mo., I telephoned Robert Bolivar DePugh at the Patriotic 
Party headquarters in Independence, Mo., identified myself 
as a "friend from Virginia" and said I wished to meet with 
him. DePugh obliged and a time and a place in Independence 
was agreed upon. A snow storm the night before our 
scheduled meeting prevented DePugh from keeping the 
appointment, so I telephoned him in Norborne, told him that 
I had to return to Virginia the next day, and asked if it 
would be all right if I drove up to Norborne to see him. 
DePugh agreed. I arrived late in the afternoon and 
immediately called DePugh at the Biolab Corporation office. 
DePugh told me to meet him at a restaurant in town. He 
came in alone. He was cagey. I could tell he didn’t 
trust me, I tossed out the names of various Klansmen- 
Minutemen in the East, told him they were "burying stuff" 
for the Minutemen but that the organization was very weak 
in the Pennsylvania-Virginia area, and commented that 

Iwas "of f his rocker.” As I discussed details 
about I IDePugh seemed to gain confidence in me. 

I showed DePUgh my United Klans of America credentials but 

was unable to find my Minutemen identification card-it 

was still packed in one of ray suitcases. I talked of my 
dissatisfaction with the Klan, that it wasn’t active enough 
in the right ways, that it was taking people’s money. I 
also told DePugh that I had had a run-in with the top 
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Klansman in Virginia, I said I wanted to get involved 
with the right organization, and from what I r d seen and 
heard, the Minutemen were just that. I said we've got to 
prepare to fight right here, just as the colonialists 
did. He was lapping it up all the way by now. I said, 

"What can I do?" He said, "It f s up to you. You can come 
here and work if you want, or you can go back to Virginia 
and form a resistance network." I told DePugh I had to 
return to Virginia. DePugh said, "Okay, 1*11 get you some 
of our literature." But first, DePugh wanted to see if I 
was being followed. He told me to sit in the restaurant 
five minutes after he left, then get up, walk around the 
block, and if I were being followed, two men would pick me 
up in a car. If not being tailed, I was to drive to 
another restaurant where we would resume our conversation. 

I walked around the block, climbed into my car, drove 
around Norborne for about 15 minutes to see if I was being 
followed by the Minutemen and then proceeded to the second 
restaurant. In about five minutes, DePugh and a slender, 

dark haired, dark-complexioned man drove up in a ,- 

Volkswagen. The young man was in tr oduced to me as \ _ 

and I was introduced to I bsT f , which DePugh 

inadvertently later changed tc " DePugh then became 

more specific about what the head o± ; a Minutemen "resistance 
network" was supposed to do. I was supposed to go back to 
Virginia, and set up a resistance network to actively begin 
fighting. The new strategy was to involve isolated acts of 
violence, starting around September, 1967, and timed to 
appear as a reaction to the rioting he expected this summer. 
The decision on what to do and exactly when to do it was 
fairly well left up to the individual leaders. He talked 
about things like planting bombs in police stations, city 

halls, state buildings, sniper activity - although he 

didn*t say against whom-and even a bank robbery. I 

know it sounds crazy, but he said they could stage a bank 

robbery and when all the police got there-they would 

kill them. We l d have a machine gun on the roof top, plant 
bombs and set them off by remote control, he said. This 
would incite the people to fight the police, who were the 
enemy of the people. He said this would show the people 
it could be done. DePugh told me the Minutemen already had 
run through a simulated bank robbery in Kansas City, taking 
all the necessary steps up to turning in a false alarm but 
not including the actual killing. I just took it in stride. 
I showed no surprise or apprehension or anything. Nor did 
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I act enthusiastic about anything. DePugh also said that 
political assassinations would be necessary, mentioning 
Hubert Humphrey, Arthur Goldberg, Earl Warren and Robert 
Kennedy, for instance, but not President Johnson. DePugh 
also outlined how critical points of communications and 
electrical power around the country could be seized or 
disrupted. He said we*d have to overthrow the present 
government and install our own political arm. DePugh gave 

me half of a dollar bill-serial number J56077322A- 

and told me a courier would use the other half to identify 
himself to me when he arrived some time in the future with 
instructions. I was to stay in Virginia only as long as 
it took to set up a network of from 15 to 20 people, and 
then move to Kansas City where I would continue to run the 
network through an assistant, who would be the only member 
of the network who would know my true identity. When I 
returned to Kansas City, he said, I was to insert a Help- 
Wanted ad in the Kansas City Star for several days. This 
would be my signal to the Minutemen that I was back in 
town. DePugh suggested that I move into a certain 
apartment complex in South Kansas City, taking a particular 
apartment that would enable me to keep a parking lot under 
surveillance. I have later learned that the apartm ent

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its present 
headquarters are Norborne,Missouri. Robert B*' DePugh, Norborne, 
Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization.DePugh has stated the membership of the 
"Minutemen" to be in excess of 35,000 members, however, confidential 
sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 members. Statements 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization indicate 
its purpose to be the resistance to,and exposure 6f,the spread of 
Communist influence within the United States, for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of any 
foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; and 
resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions con¬ 
tained articles concerning the "Minutemen 1 ',wherein it was stated that 
members of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing 
guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other 
firearms. DePugh has publicly stated the "Minutemen" as an organ¬ 
ization does not buy or store arms or ammunition; however, individual 
members are urged to maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional right. "Minutemen" has given instructions in the use 
of explosive'compounds from such readily accessible ingredients 
as common fertilizer, ammonium nitrate. Robert DePugh, along with 
his close associate Walter Patrick Peyson and Troy Haughton, West 
Coast Regional Coordinator, were convicted in U.S.District Court 
of violation of the Federal Firearms Act. Allwere sentenced to 
prison and all are free on bond pending their appealss to the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police .Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen",charging them with "conspiracy 
to commit arson",and "Illegal possession of firearms". An inventory 
of firearms seized as a result of these arrests included 115 rifles, 
26 handguns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank 
gun and an unknown quantity of ammunition. 

"'In Apirl, 1966, DePugh stated the "Minutemen" organization 
was then .dividing itself into two bodies; One group to be members 
who have been ,a able to maintain their identity in complete secrecy 
from the public and government investigative agencies,and the other 
group to be made up of members who have been publicly identified and 
who will become active in the Patriotic Party. The first group will 
go completely undergound and will continue to emphasize intelligence 
activities and resistance warfare training programs. The first nat¬ 
ional convention of the Patriotic Party was held July 3 and 4, 1966, 
at Kansas City, Missouri,with DePugh acting as chairman. About 300 
individuals attended this convention. The second annual convention of 
the Patriotic Party was held July 2,3, S 4, 1967, Kansas City,Kansas, 
with approximately 240 persons attending. DePugh resigned as National 
Chairman at the convention,however, he stated he would continue in an 
advisory capacity. The delegates, at DePughVs urging, endorsed 
former governor of Alabama, George Wallace and William Penn Patrick, 
millionaire cosmetics manufacturer of San Rafael, California, as 
president and vice president candidates in the 1968 elections.

On the last night, 
the plans were changed to bypass the police departments 
but instead use diversionary tactics by setting fires to 
two barns with molotov cocktails and blowing up the • 
electrdclc power for the entire town ofc Redmond. 

DE PUGH and PEYSON were not physically members 
of the gang that were actually going to rob the banks and 
these two were not named as subjects in the original complaint 
filed by Seattle on 1/26/68. 

At the time of the arrest "of the seven subjects 
in Seattle, on 1/26/68, after the gang had started to 
assemble for this strike at the banks, and through subsequent 
use of search warrants, many firearms, thousands of rounds 
of ammunition, molotov cocktails, dynamite, brass knuckles, 
gas masks, and other paraphernalia were seized, along with 
documents detailing each man's duties and the fact that each 
member was expected to help DE PUGH "build the organization 
and consequently rewin our country." 

FEDERAL PROCESS OUTSTANDING 


On 1/26/68, seven of the subjects, which did not 
include PEYSON and DE PUGH, were arrested on the basis of a 
complaint filed at Seattle charging them with violation of 
T18, USC, Section 371, Conspiracy to Commit Bank Robbery.

REPORTED MINUTEMEN PLANS 

Information has been independently received 
from separate sources who have close knowledge of the 
MINUTEMEN organization that in the summer of 1967, at 
a MINUTEMEN training camp in Colorado, DE PUGH advocated 
robbing banks and committing other crimes to finance the 
MINUTEMEN underground. These same sources have revealed 
that the MINUTEMEN have 19 or 20 "strike teams" throughout 
the United States who are responsible for carrying out 
assassinations, bombing assigned targets, and committing 
larceny, burglary, robberies, and bank robberies.

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The MINUT.EMEN reportedly have definite plans 
to kidnap the former USA in Missouri who prosecuted 
DE PUGH for violation of the Federal Firearms Act; they 
reportedly plan to kill persons who were witnesses in that 
trial, as well as ATTU and FBI Agents; they reportedly 
plan to kill all informants or members of the MINUTEMEN 
who cooperate with Federal officials; and one source has 
said that if DE PUGH is arrested again, the strike teams 
will immediately begin killing all -the Federal officials 
they can over the United States. 

OTHER PERTINENT INFORMATION - 

One source has reported that DE PUGH goes 
well armed; thatDS PUGH is guarded 24 hours a day by 
men in automobiles; that DE PUGH usually has a pistol on 
his person; that DE PUGH has hand granades; that DE PUGH 
has rifles in his automobile and reportedly this automobile 
has air vents so a guard can hide in the trunk. 

PEYSON is currently a possible suspect in the 
bombing of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, D.G., on 
2/21/68, and WFO has instructed that when PEYSON is located, 
he should be questioned concerning his whereabouts early 
morning of 2/12/68.

ALL OFFICES: 

The Bureau has instructed that all offices immediately 
contact informants and reliable sources having knowledge of 
MINUTEMEN and right-wing organizations and activities for 
information regarding whereabouts of DE PUGH and PEYSON so 
that these two persons can be apprehended at the earliest 
possible moment.

Dear Fellow Americans: 

In a special bulletin we told you the U.S. Supreme Court just ruled 
that, the National Firearms Act requiring registration of machine guns is 
unconstitutiori"’. This is a tremendous victory for those who believe in the 
citizens' rig' 1 ;: co own and bear arms. This also almost guarantees a reversal 
in the conviction of Minutemen leaders sentenced to several years in jail on 
Conspiracy to.violate; this act. They now have a chance to re-argue their case. 

Our joy, however, has been dampened considerably by a recent report 
that Minutemen leaders, Mr. DePugh and others.,.. are to- be indicted with conspiracy 
to- rob several banks In the state of Washington. Conspiracy has vast implica¬ 
tions, according to the law, and we feel this charge is made mostly to once 
again get these leaders in jail and in a position where they are completely 
useless to the cause. We may never know accurate details of this charge, but 
we do know our enemies will take every chance to stop these leaders from carry¬ 
ing out their work. 

The organization has made great strides' in the last several months. 

They have tightened security and have offered almost continuous training sessions. 
They have disseminated information that patriots can get from no other source. 
They, have released information that Cuba is supporting "black power" in this 
country and they are giving weapons to build up this group. The Minutemen have 
also helped patriots by advising what they should do in case of riots, how they ___ 
can best take care of themselves, and defense materials they can make and keep 
on hand. The organization has continued to. build its intelligence files and 
are making lists of subversives available to law enforcement agencies. We have 
gained a lot of support in this endeavor and the need for such knowledge is 
becoming very evident to those whose duty it is to protect the American people. 

Although the Minutemen have been outlawed in the state .of New York, 
they have become stronger and have agreater following since members there were 
arrested for attempting to show the people that communists were practically 
working at their doorsteps. 

As times get worse, more and more people will look to the Minutemen 
organization for help. Let's keep our organization strong and its leaders free. 
Let's,, hold to the basic principles and aims of freedom and liberty and- not be 
sidetracked by issues thrown at us by the enemy. Stick to your guns, as we are 
freedom's last bastionI 

SUPPORT THE ORGANIZATION in faith and deed. Please send as large a 
contribution as possible which will be used in these leaders' defense as they 
see best. This is the advice of the Executive Council, and since I will not 
have another chance to contact them again, I am signing this message. Please 
send your contribution in the enclosed envelope, and continue working according 
to the directives of the organization.

The Kansas City Star newspaper, edition of September 
'2, 1966, contained an article captioned ’'Schizoid £abei for 
DE PUGH." The article continued that a 22-year oici report of 
psychiatric examination of ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH, leader of the> •- 
Minutemen organization, was made a matter of public record in 
’ U. S. District Court on September 2 , 1966 . 

This psychiatric examination was conducted while 
•DE PUGH was in the U. S. Army in 1944 and the examination 
resulted in DE PUGH's discharge for medical reasons. The 
report was made public in a document filed by RUSSELL MILLEN, 

U. S. Attorney, as information to support the Government's 
request that DE PUGH be examined again by 'a psychiatrist before 
standing trial’on a Federal Grand Jury indictment accusing him 
of conspiring to violate the National Firearms Act. 

The article continued that the U. S, Attorney stated 
that at the time of DE PUGH's arrest, the arresting officers 
took from him two live shotgun shells, recovered a fully- 
loaded double-barreled sawed-off shotgun from the car in which 
.he was riding, and recovered a fully-loaded .38 caliber pistol 
from his briefcase. The U. S. Attorney stated that as titular 
head of an organization known as the Minutemen, DE PUGH has 
published, or caused to be published, and distributed material 
advocating bizarre and violent action against numerous and 
sundry persons. The article continued that DE PUGH joined the 
Army on August 23, 1943, and was discharged for medical reasons 
August 31, 1944. The Board of Medical Examiners recommended 
his''discharge regarding him as unfit for military .service. 

Other observations about DE PUGH at that time included the . 
following: ‘'Soldier is unable to perform duty due to anxiety, 
nervousness and mental depression. This condition is chronic 
and for three years has been attended with vague auditory 
hallucinations and mild ideas of reference. (According to the 
report) DE PUGH has had vague hallucinatory experiences for past 
three years. In a crowd, he seems to hear someone call 'DE PUGH* 
but can't identify the caller. No visual hallucinations were 
elicited. He has ideas of reference in that he believes .that 
the other soldiers in his barracks talk about him. There ‘is a 
paranoid trend to his thinking. He believes he is superior to 
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mosc of the instructors at the radar school, except that they 
may know a little more than he does in their specialty. 
3elieves that many of the .facts in the text are wrongo”

1961, contained an artlcle - in which it stated that ROBERT BOLIVAR 
DE PUGH, Norborne, Missouri, who formerly resided in Independence, . 
'Missouri, was the leader of a newly formed guerrila-fighter 
organization calbd the Minutemen. According to the article, 

DE PUGH headed a loosely-knit group often^men who, 13 months 
ago, banded together to form the organization. 


The-Kansas City Star , a daily newspaper published in 
Kansas City, Missouri7”^ its January 23, 1967, edition on • 
page 1 carried an article captioned "DE PUGH Out As Chief", 
written.by HARRY JONES, JR., a feature writer for the newspaper. 
The article states, that members of the Minutemen organization 
will receive letters the week of'January 23, 1967, announcing 
that ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH is resigning as their national 
coordinator and turning the organization over to a secret leader¬ 
ship.* DE PUGH in the article said his resignation meant he 
would avoid contact or communication with the future, unidentified 
leaders of the organization, that the new leadership will come 
from what he called the; Minutemen’s "executive council", a 
"croup of seven men to whom he has been answerable since the 
founding of the organization in 1960. Future, directives will 
be issued in the name of the executive council and it is doubtful 
if any one leader will be identified as such. 

According to the article, DE" PUGH is quoted as stating 
•>the Minutemen organization must operate entirely in a clandestine 
manner from now on because, of the determined efforts ox the 
"Communist-Socialist conspiracy" to destroy the Minutemen. The 
article continued that DE PUGH will continue to have a platform 
- on which to make his views known, hov/ever. While free on appeal 
bond, he will continue to work in behalf of the Patriotic 
. Party, a minuscule political organization he was instrumental 
in^founding last July 4 at a convention in Independence, Missouri. 
He carries the title of its temporary chairman. 
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The Kansas City Star newspaper edition of Hay, 1, 1967, 
contains an article captioned "Minutemen Undergo Reorganization 
as'De Pugh 'Returns*". The article stated that the announced 
resignation of ROBERT DE PUGH from the militant righ^-wing. 
Minutemen organization which he founded in 1960 did not last 
very long - if, in fact, it ever actually occurred. The 
article continued that efforts are now under way to reorganize 
the Minutemen into numerous small underground "resistance 
networks" all over the country. DE PUGH now says that he 
decided a few weeks ago to go back on the Minutemen*s 8-member 
executive council placing him back in the position of its only 
publicly identifiable member. 

. STATEMENTS BY DE PUGH 


In April, 1966, ROBERT DE PUGH authored a small book 
titled, "Blueprint for Victory." In the foreword to this book, 
he expressed himself as follows: 

^ ' "Ohr nation has reached a point of no return - a 

.point beyond which the American people can no longer 
defend their freedom by the traditional' means of 
politics and public opinion. 

> "Our next task is both obviou's and urgent: we 

mu§t find new and more effective means by which the 
enemies of freedom can be resisted and ultimately 
defeated. If we fail in this task, then future 
Americans for generations to come will live in 
slavery. 

"American patriots must act quickly. We must stop 
supporting, the U. S. Postal Service with plaintive 
letters to disinterested congressmen. We must stop 
wasting time on routine rallies and speaking tours. 

We must stop wasting money bn fancy headquarters and 
elaborate offices. We must stop the petty competition 
that now exists between conservative organizations. 

"We must develop a coordinated plan of action. We 
must know what we are fighting for as well as that 
which we are fighting against. We must build a firm 
philosophical basis for our actions and beliefs. We 
must call on the best minds available to examine man’s 
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proper relationship to government. Only from a sound 
philpsophical base can we find the necessary courage 
to continue a battle against seemingly impossible odds* 

"We must have the wisdom to avoid wishf unthinking 
and find courage to face the facts - somber as they 
are. Our nation has been occupied by the enemy. Today 
the chains of slavery lay lightly on our people but 
with every passing day the chains become stronger and 
the American people are more tightly bound. We must 
either break these chains soon while they are yet weak 
or else we must face an uncertain future , frightful 
to behold. 

"Never in all of recorded history has a people 
saved themselves from tyranny through political 
means alone.’ .We must study past resistance movements 
‘•to learn which tactics are successful and av.oid those 
that are futile. We must study the methods which our 
enemies are using against us and we must use their 
k'own .stlategBS against them. We must investigate every 
opportunity and seize on every possible advantage. 
Nothing short of total effort can hope to succeed." 


On page*66 of this book, DE PUGH explains why he advocates 
the need for armed groups, such as the. Minutemen. His statements 
in this regard are as follows: 

"Some feel that our existence'gives the movement a 
bad name and diverts money into the purchase of guns and 
ammunition that might better be spent on other things. 

. "There are several good reasons why at least the 
willingness to engage in armed defense is essential to 
any hope of victory. At this time I’ll discuss only 
one of these reasons. 

"The well informed conservative has no doubt that 
many dedicated communists and outright traitors exist 
within the high departments of our federal government. 

We must realize also that many of.these public officials 
are only dupes. They do not consider themselves either 
as communists or as traitors. These are the idealists 
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-{moral cowards) who will accept any possible alternative 
to a physical defense of their honor and 4heir country. 

"These people think of our national policies in 
terras of three alternatives.; 

"1. Atomic warfare (they are so hypnotized by ’the 
bomb' that they automatically equate its. use to the com¬ 
plete annihilation of the human species). 

'"2. A never ending state of armed defense. This is 
unacceptable to the idealists because it requires money 
which they simply must have for their various welfare 
programs. 

"3. Peaceable surrender, A negotiated surrender - 
with disarmament, equality, abundance and peace for all - 
that appears to the. idealist as the solution to all our 
problems. So great is the idealist’s confidence in his 
'‘own intelligence that he would never doubt for an instant 
that his beautiful dream is either impractical or 
impossible, 

"One* necessity for armed citizens ’ defense is quite 
simple - we must show these idealists that peaceable 
surrender is not one of their alternatives, 

"Vie must convince them that if the government will 
not protect this nation against communism, then the 
people will and can. Vie must convince them also, that if 
this should happen they will be caught right in the middle. 

"There-is, of course, a fourth alternative. Our 
.government might use the methods of clandestine warfare 
that the communists have used so safely and surely. 

That would never occur to our starry-eyed idealists 
simply because it might prove successful. We might even 
win and that would simply be unthinkable! 

"To those who insist that only the government has 
the money, people and arms for such a task we must recall 
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again that the government has nothing except what it 
first takes from the people* The strength of this nation 
5 f is not in Washington,' D* C* It is within the ^hearts of 
one hundred and eighty million loyal Americans^ that cur 
real strength lies*". ** . 

KC T-i advised that at a Minutemen training session 
held near Evergreen, Colorado, during the latter part of 
August, 1967, DE PUGH made a statement, to the effect that "the 
, revolution will come when we reach the point where we decide 
no longer to tolerate .the encroachment of power and decide to 
take oyer the government*" DE PUGH indicated that guerrilla 
staging areas may be in Pennsylvania, North Carolina or in 
Colorado - the most important consideration being terrain high 
enough to make helicopter transport impractical* DE PUGH 
stated that the organization must build a base of support, and 
that the most important way or doing this is through a "cause*" 
"The cause must be something that the government, cannot adopt 
'without giving us what we want* The government will eventually 
■fall*^ There are 20 of us here tonight and the government's 
days are numbered." 

Source advised that DE PUGH would destroy the United 
Stares Government through its revenue system* DE PUGH said 
that they 'could disrupt the normal processes of government 
by attacking its ability to retaliate, "‘We will disrupt and 
destroy the effectiveness of bureaucracy*" DE PUGH contended 
that the Minutemen could file several thousand fake, income 
te, returns aha disrupt their computer system* "We could rile 
at. just about the peak of the rush on April 15th." DE PUGH 
• in >'cated that phony returns under fictitious names and fraudu- 
and erroneous claims could cause a jam in the computer 
S’, stem.* Also by filing false duplicate returns for certain 
people the latter would soon turn against their government.

\ -:as City Star , newspaper, furnished a three-page memorandum 
j v *nad received in the mail from ROBERT DE PUGH on that date, 
memorandum, which is in the form of an "Underground News 
B: list in" from ROBERT DE PUGH, is as follows :

"The supposedly legal government of fchJe United 
States has declared that we are* fugitives from Justice. 

The fact is that we are fugitives from injustice. 

"We are fugitives, not because we made machine 
guns, or robbed banks, or kidnapped little girls. We 
are fugitives because we dared to openly oppose those 
traitors in our own government who have destroyed our 
Constitutional Republic and are rapidly replacing it with 
a bureaucratic dictatorship. We are not criminals - 
we are political refugees in our own- land. 

"For eight years the Minutemen have attempted to 
alert our fellow Americans to the vast extent or communist 
infiltration and subversion within our federal government. 
For seven years the ieaders and known members of this 
•# organization have been subjected to constant harassment 
by various agencies of‘that government - including the 
F.B.I., the Internal, Revenue Service, and the Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Division of theTrsasury Department. 

"I-have been accused of income tax fraud, kidnapping, 
carrying a concealed weapon, illegal p oses sion of machine 
guns, illegal manufacturing of machine guns, illegal 
posession of bombs and bombshells, illegal transportation 
oFTTrearms,- and contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor. Each of these accusations has been false. Many 
were the result of deliberately planned frame-ups. 

"In most cases my innocence has already been proven - 
but at a terrible price in time, money, effort, heartache, 
and nervous energy.- ■ 

"In other cases the U.S. District Attorneys have ob¬ 
tained convictions through the use of perjured testimony 
and paid professional witnesses. Friendly witnesses 
’were threatened into silence while financial supporters’ 
were intimidated. Following conviction the federal court 
has sentenced us to long prison terms on charges where 
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other first offenders received only fines or suspended 
sentences. These cases might also be reversed by higher 
courts if enough more time and money could be found to 
fight on effectively. 

"During all this time I* have been the victim of vicious 
smear and rumor campaigns. My family has been- subjected 
to constant harassment. My co-workers have been threatened, 
intimidated, and arrested on false charges. In some cases, 
F.B.I, or A.T.T.U, agents have called on their employers over 
and over again until they finally lost, their jobs. 

"Our offices have been burglarized. Our phones have 
been tapped. Our mail has been opened. Our homes have 
been illegally searched. Thousands of- dollars worth of 
cameras, guns, tape recorders, money and other personal 
possessions have disappeared into the pockets of the 
searching officers. 

"A few weeks ago a federal grand jury was called in 
^Seattle, Washington. The lay members of such grand juries 
have little knowledge of legal procedures. They are 
easily led to any desired verdict by the one sided 
testimony presented by the smooth talking District 
Attorneys, suave F.B.I, agents, and glib tongued professional 
stool-pidgeons willing to tell any story - for a price. 

"From‘such one-sided ’evidence’ (including a ’doctored’ 
‘■tape recording) the Seattle grand jury was persuaded to 
in'dict several members or supposed members of the Minutemen 
on the ridiculous charge of 'conspiracy to rob banks’. In 
spite of the fact that Walter Peyson has not been in the 
state of Washington for six years and I h avn *t been there 
in more* than a year, we were also indicted as co-conspirators. 

"After learning this from confidential sources of our 
own, we contacted attorneys in Seattle and asked them to 
arrange terms by which we could turn ourselves in and make 
bond. These attorneys were promised that, if we gave our¬ 
selves up voluntarily, we would be arraigned promptly and 
set free on $7,500,00 bond each pending trial. 
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"My wife began trying to raise the $1,500.00 bondsmans’* 
fee. Before this could be done, however, our informant 
discovered that this was only a trap to draw us in. 

The amount of bond had- actually been set at four times 
the amount stated — $60,000.00 for just -two defendants. 

One professional bondsman who -had already agreed to make 
the bond decided, after a call from the that he 

could not do so. This was a tactic not unfamiliar to us . . 

a.s federal agents had done the same thing in Kansas City 
when one of our members needed to make bond there, * 

. "A second bondsman was found who agreed to post the 
bond provided the full amount was secured by property 
in addition to his $6,000,00 non-returnable fee. Once 
again our families set out to mortgage their homes and 
all they owned to guarantee bonds. Once again a call from 
the F.B.I. and this bondsman backed out also. 


■t "By this time the full .exrent of the plot against us 

'*■ had been learned. A long series of conspiracy charges 
were to be presented against us - one. after another afrer 
another. Sooner or later the day would surely come when 
we were financially, physically, and mentally exhausted. 
Unable to defend ourselves in court any longer, a life¬ 
long series of prison terms would be the inevitable result. 


"During most of this time the F.B.I. kept the fact 
that they were looking for us a carefully guarded secret; 
but, after a couple of weeks, they began to apply their 
customary pressure tactics. As usual, they started by 
picking on those who hp^s *h1p. to Hpfpnri vp.ft.

Neither do 
we intend to.crawl into some hole and hide. We will de¬ 
fend ourselves and what we believe in by other tactics.

"We realize that the odds against us are formidable - 
two men against thousands of federal, agents. I have heard 
some of these agents say before, f We’re just doing what 
we’re told.’ That may be so; but our nation is losing its 
liberty because too many federal agents, local police, and 
average citizens are ’just doing what they are told.’ 


"This does not mean .that we feel sorry for ourselves. 
We,feel sorry instead for those millions who have already 
fought, bled, .and died to keep this nation free - this 
nation that now teeters on the brink of disaster.

Potential For Violence and 
Accuisition of Firearms 
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DE PUGH advised 


that he was considering a 


type of bomb which would explode after a car had stopped 
rather than when it started and he claimed there were several 
advantages to this type of bomb* He stated this type of bomb 
would make the victim think "that was really closer they almost 
got me",'or it could still get the victim if he entered the 
car within a few minutes after leaving it. DE PUGH- also 
.described a delayed-action bomb tied to the underside of a 
car. ,He stated the pin would be pulled from the bomb when 
the car began to move and the explosion would occur following 
a delay some distance from the victim’s home. Another type 
of explosive device described by DE PUGH was one which would be 
triggered by movement, of the car. He also stated several 
sticks of dynamite and a detonator cap could be stuck up the 
exhaust pipe of a car and while the car was in operation heat 
would build up in the exhaust pipe setting off the detonat£“ ferral/Consult 
cap far from the spot where the car originally stood. 



DE PUGH indicated to| |that he had installed 

in'his own personal car a small extra battery attached to the 
electrical system which battery maintained a constant charge 
on the electrical system even though the ignition was turned 
off. DE PUGH felt that anyone attaching an electrically 
detonated bomb to his wiring would find the device exploding 
in his face as soon as connected. 

On April 6,1967, KC T-2 advised that he was present 
when DE PUGH spoke at the Miami Womens* Club on April 4, 1967. 
According, to the informant, DE PUGH’s speech was to the effect 
that the communists have taken over the Government of the 
United States, and are presently taking over the industries and 
utilities, and ultimately there will have to be fighting in the 
streets. According to the source, DE PUGH indicated the commu¬ 
nists have controlled our Government for a number of years. 

DE PUGH named the Secretary of State as a Communist, and said 
-that Senator‘EVERETT DIRKSEN is dominated by the communists, 
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as are a majority of the U. So Senators* DE PUGH stated it is 
the coming of the street fighting phase of the Communist take¬ 
over that the Minutemen are preparing for* He urged that 
everyone own a gun for this purpose and said that anyone can 
buy a shotgun at the hardware store, and can cut off the. 
barrel at home. He said the National Rifle Association would 
help anyone learn how to use a gun and asked those" present 
to fight any additional legislation limiting the purchase of 
guns. He also suggested everyone should have secret hiding 
places in their homes to hide themselves or other items when 
tne Communists come to search. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper, edition of June 25, 
1967, contained an article captioned "Gun Plan Deal by 
Minutemen." The article states that the'Minutemen organisa¬ 
tion is offering its members plans showing how to construct a 
fully automatic sub-machine gun, weighing approximately three 
pounds. The members of the militant right-wing organization 
are^ told in a letter from ROBERT DE PUGH, head of the Minutemen, 
'that the full plans with illustrations will be mailed to anyone 
who donates $20.00 or more to the "Patriots Legal Defense fund." 
The article continues that at least part of the fund will 
presumably be used to help pay for the appeal of the conviction 
of. DE PUGH'and two other Minutemen in U. S. District Court, 

Kansas City, last November. They were convicted of National 
firearms Act violations that involve possession of unregistered 
sub-machine guns. 

KC T-3, advised that at a Minutemen Training -.Session 
held July 6, 1967, at Reading, Pennsylvania, DE PUGH'acted as 
one of the instructors, at which time he gave the following 
instructions:. He said that one way to avoid having a gun traced 
to the bullet it fired to assassinate someone is to put a 
piece of plastic tubing on a .270 bullet and fire it from a 
10.06 rifle. The gun cannot be traced because the 30.08 will 
not leave any grooves on the smaller bullet. A good way to get 
another person in trouble is to shoot a small bore rifle, belong¬ 
ing to the person into a pile of cotton, retrieve the bullet 
and reload it. Then fire it at a person whom you want to 
assassinate through a tube of plastic in a 30.06. Alert the 
police to the fact that the person to be framed owns a rifle 
cf the caliber of the bullet that killed the person. When the 
colice check the framed man's rifle for the grooves, it will 
.patch up with the grooves -in the bullet that killed the man. 
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f way to avoid detection in an assassination attempt is to file 
grooves in your rifle after you use it to kill someone*. -.This 
will change the 'grooves in the bullets that it fires* 

One bad thing about automatic pistols is*-that in 
addition to leaving.rifling grooves in the bullet ,^'it also 
leaves a distinguishing mark in the place where the hammer 
strikes the shell casing. 

A fairly good silencer can be made from a plastic 
bottle. The bottle is filled with plastic bags* The bullet 
is then fired through the bottle. An eight ounce bottle is fine 
to use as a silencer for a .22 pistol. 

The nekt lecture, on poisons, was also given by 
DE ?UGH. He said there are many poisons available, made with 
simple chemicals. The secretary could place poison into a cup 
-of coffee for her boss who is in reality a Communist* The most 
deadly poison known is botulism toxin, ‘One quart, dumped into 
the•$jew' York City water supply would kill the entire population* 
In selective assassinations one should use poisons that will 
kill just that one person* Anti-freeze will kill „a man* 

Nicotine alcohol, the 50th most deadly poison, can be easily 
made;,. Powder a pack of cigarettes into a bowl of water, boil 
gently, filter out solid material. Evaporate the water in 
trays. The residue is nicotine* Dissolve the residue in 
alcohol. Remove that part of the residue that does not 
dissqlve, Evaporate the remaining alcohol, leaving yellow 
crystals. These are pure nicotine. One crystal of this will 
kill a man; It dissolves in coffee easily* Jimson weed is a 
good poison. It causes heartblock, A symptom of this sort will' 
not usually cause suspicion unless the victim is eighteen years 
old*. The growing tips of the cherry tree contain cyanide. 

DE PUGH said that flash paper on which to keep 
records and to-be destroyed if necessary could be made by mixing 
a' solution of potassium or sodium nitrate with water in a one- 
half gram chemical to one cc of water solution. The papei' is 
then dipped into this solution* When it dries, it will buj’n 
at cne touch of a spark. 

The same source advised that on this date, DE PUGH 
gave a lesson on explosives and harrassment devices. He said 
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sabotage should not inconvenience good^ loyal Americans. 
Administrative sabotage is ruining the 'country. An example 
is Secretary MC NAMARA’s signing away of the many strategic 
bases that were set.up to protect the United States-. If a 
hershey bar or sugar is placed in the gas tank of si car, the 
engine will cease to function. There are commercial, military 
.and improvised explosives. Each group in the Minutemen should 
get a supply of explosives to have always'on hand. Dynamite is 
easy to .obtain. It is easily obtained in Southern Missouri. 

. One hundred pounds of ammonium nitrate mixed with one pint of 
* \ fuel oil makes a good explosive.- Another is made by mixing 3/4 
pounds of potassium permanganate with one-fourth pound sugar. 
This is placed in small amounts in an ashtray. When an ash is 
placed in a tray, the person’s hand will be blown off or he 
will be blinded. 


The Kansas City Star newspaper, issue of October 7, 1967, 
contains an article captioned,‘ "D£ PUGH Would Dot U. S. with 
Arm.v,JPaper Says." This article states that ROBERT BOLIVAR 
DS PJ$H, leader of the right-wing Minutemen organization, says 
group hopes to establish- arms caches, 20 miles apart throughout 
the nation, the Denver Post reported in a copy-righted article. 

The article quotes DE PUGH as stating "Our objective is to have 
the whole nation divided up into sections with every (Minutemen) 
band having its. own cache of guns. .... Every weekend when our 
members get their pay checks they stop by the gun store and then 
by the grocery store." 


The Post said it, obtained the interview by telephone 
•with DE PUGH in Independence, Missouri.

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(hinutemen) could stage a bank robbery and when all the police 
got there, they would kill them; that it would be possible, 
to have machine guns on the rooftop, plant bo rrbs., and set them 
off by remote control. DE PUGH, according to'j saaa 


the .Hinutemen had already run through a simulated bank robbery 
in Kansas City, taking all the necessary steps up to turning 
in a false alarm, but not including the actual killing. 

DE PUGH also told, source, that political assassinations 
would be,necessary, mentioning HUBERT HUMPHREY, ARTHUR GOLDBERG, 
EARL WARREN, and ROBERT KENNEDY for instance, but not President 
JOHNSON. DE PUGH also outlined how critical points of communi¬ 
cations and electrical .power around the country could be 
seized or disrupted. 

On December 12, 1967 , KC T-4 informed that on December 


5 0 1967, [ l a member of the Hinutemen and 

three otner individuals, believed to be Hinutemen~members, 
left Seattle, W ashington , to have a meeting with WALTER PATRICK

account at the First National Bank of St* Joser>h* Missour i, 
about March 3, 1955, using the name oi l He b6

the regular conditions of probation for DE PUGH and PEYSON, 
they.-were not to become members of any group that teaches or 
encourages acquisition, transfer, or manufacture of firearms 
in violation of federal laws. 

Attorneys, for the above defendants have filed 
• appeal motions before the Eighth Circuit Court: of Appeals, 

St. Louis, Missouri. As of March 26 , 1968, the Appeal Court 
.has not ruled in this case. 

ROBERT DE PUGH was also indicted by a Federal Grand 
Jury in Kansas City, Missouri, on September 30, 1966, for 
violation of the National Firearms Act. The indictment charged 
he. had transported handguns from Des Moines, Iowa, to Kansas 
City, Missouri, in January 1966, while under a State indictment 
for possession'of "bombs and bombshells." 

On January 31, 1967, DE PUGH appeared in U. S. • 
District Court, Joplin, Missouri, before U. S. District Judge 
ELMO HUNTER and entered a plea of nollo .contendere to charges 
ol transnorting a-handgun from Des Moines, Iowa, to Kansas 
Cr£y, Missouri, sometime between July 23 and August 20, 196S, 
in violation of the Federal Firearms Act. At this time he 
received one year sentence to be served concurrently with the" 
prior sentence of four years received on a violation of the 
National Firearms Act.

On February 21, 196?, attorneys for BE PUGH tiled 
motion of appeal before Judge HUNTER based upon their con¬ 
tention che federal indictment was. based on a faulty state 
indictment. 

The state indictment was issued after a-, complaint was 
riled July 7, 1965, in Magistrate Court of LOUIS J. WAZUCH, 
charging BE PUGH with the kidnapping of two young girls, 

16 and 21 years of age. He surrendered to Jackson County 
authorities on July 9, 1965; and on August 16 , 1965 , a Jackson 
County, Missouri, grand jury indicted DE PUGH on charges of 
possessing "bombs and bombshells 1 ' and contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor. He was .freed on $2,000- bond. The 
charge of contributing t'o the delinquency of a minor arose 
out of the kidnapping charges. The possession of "bombs and 
bombshells" indictment grew out of a raid of BE PUGH’s print 
shop, 613 East Alton Street, Independence, Missouri, by the 
Jackson County Prosecutor’s Office and the Independence Police 
Department on July 9, 1965. In this raid 200 one-pound sticks 
of .dynamite, live hand grenades and various detonating devices, 
including booby trap detonators, were found. 

On February 20, 196$, ROBERT BE PUGH and 'WALTER PEYSON, 
along with seven others were indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, 
Seattle, Washington, with conspiracy to commit bank robberies 
in the Seattle, Washington, area. A Federa.1 warrant was 
issued on the same date.

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 196&. Its present 
'•.aaaruarters are Norborne,Missouri. Robert B. DePugh, Norborne, 
Missouri, has been publicly identified as the National Coordinator 
of the organization.DePugh has stated the membership of the 
"Minutemen" to be in excess of 35,000 members, however, confidential 
sources state this figure is greatly exaggerated and that a more 
true estimate would be between 800 and 2,000 members. Statements 
by DePugh and literature distributed by the organization indicate 
its purpose to be the resistance to,and exposure of,the spread of 
Communist influence, within the United States; for the formation of 
•a guerrilla or underground organization to combat the troops of any 
foreign. powers which might eventually occupy this country; and 
resist passage of laws which would regulate private ownership of 
firearms. 

. > The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions con¬ 
tained articles 'concerning the "Minutemen",wherein it was stated that 
members of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing 
guerrilla tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades, and other 
firearms. DePugh has publicly stated the "Minutemen" as- an organ¬ 
ization does not buy or store -arms or ammunition; however, individual 
members are urged to maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional right. "Minutemen" has given instructions in the use 
of explosive compounds from such readily accessible ingredients 
as common< fertilizer, ammonium nitrate. Robert DePugh, along with 
his close associate Walter Patrick Peyson and Troy Haughton, West 
Coast Regional Coordinator, were convicted in U.S.District Court 
of violation of the Federal Firearms Act. Allwere sentenced to 
prison and all are free on bond pending their appealss to the 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri. 

On October 30, 1966, the New York City Police Department 
arrested 19 members of the "Minutemen",charging them with "conspiracy 
to commit arson",and "Illegal possession .of firearms". An inventory 
of firearms seized as a result of these arrests included 115 rifles, 

26 handguns, 8 automatic weapons, 3 bazookas, 2 mortars, 1 anti-tank 
gun''and an unknown quantity of ammunition. 

In Apirl, 1966, DePugh stated the "Minutemen" organization 
was then dividing itself into two bodies: One group to be members 
who have been able to maintain their identity in complete secrecy 
from the public and government investigative agencies,and the other 
group to be made up of members who have been publicly identified and 
who will become active in the Patriotic Party. -The first group will 
go completely undergound and will continue to emphasize intelligence 
activities and resistance warfare training programs. The*-first nat¬ 
ional convention of the Patriotic Party was held July 3 and 4, 1966, 
at Kansas City, Missouri,with DePugh acting as chairman. About 300* 
individuals attended this convention. The second annual convention of 
the Patriotic Party was held July 2,3, S 4, 1967, Kansas City,Kansas, 
with approximately 240 persons attending. DePugh resigned as National 
Chairman at the convention,however, he stated he would continue in an' 
advisory capacity. The delegates, at DePugh*s urging, endorsed 
former governor of Alabama, George Wallace and William Penn Patrick, 
millionaire cosmetics manufacturer of San‘Rafael, California, as 
president and vice president candidates in the 1968 elections.

The Kansas City Star newspaper of 4/15/68, contained 
“article stating the conviction of ROBERT B. DE PUGH for 
interstate transportation of a’ firearm while under indictment 
on a state felony charge was up held by the Eighth Circuit 
Court of Appeals, St. Louis, Missouri on 4/15/68. 

As the Bureau is aware, DE PUGH was indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury in Kansas City, Missouri on 9/30/66, for 
violation of the Federal Firearms Act.’ The indictment charged 
he had transported hand guns f rom Des Moines, Iowa to Kansas 
City, Missouri in January 1966, while under a state indictment 
for possession of ."bombs and bombshells". 

As a result .of this indictment, DE PUGH on 1/31/67, 
appeared in U. S. District Court, Joplin, Missouri, before 
U*. S. District Judge ELMO HUNTER and “entered a plea of nolo / 
contendere to the charges of transporting- a hand gun from Des»'

On July 14, 1969, Kansas City T-2. made available 
an undated letter signed by ROBERT DE PUGH, bearing the 
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letterhead "Minutemen Underground Headquarters" and with the 
salutation, "Dear Fellow Patriot." In the letter DE PUGH 
commented concerning the Minutemen Strike Team Training Prbgram, 
and enclosed for the recipient an application for membership 
for Strike Team Training. 

Questions appearing on the Strike Team Application 
concerned the willingness of the applicant to participate in 
assassinations and raids of Communist or Socialist Headquarters 
or camps in the United States, and also" the possibility of 
participating in'organized bank robberies. 

On July 14, 1969, Kansas City T-2 made available 
a letter written by ROBERT DE PUGH, who stated in the letter 
that he had been spending a good part,of his time while in 
' the Minutemen Underground writing a sequel to "Blueprint For 
Victory"— a booklet he prepared in 1966. He also states that 
morale - is'.; high among the underground workers and that the 
entire Minutemen Organization has "tightened up" and become 
more professional during the past several months. He also 
states that each member should remain loyal and patient and 
continue to work on their own training activities until the 
time arrives that they can work together more closely toward 
the cause of liberty. The letter enclosed for the recipient^ a 
magnetic tape of a message from DE PUGH as National Coordinator 
of the Minutemen and he introduces himself on the tape and 
indicates that it should be used as a June, 1969, meeting tape. * 

He, in the tape, states that "for more than a year now we have, 
experienced a situation that is absolutely unique. Never in 
modern times has a group of average American citizens operated 
as a clandestine resistance movement against-the dictatorial 
bureaucracy that we still refer to as the United States , 

government." He also stated "There have been a few occasions 
in which individual patriots refused to meekly surrender to be 
imprisoned because of their political beliefs 'and instead went 
into hiding." He also stated that "To keep the location of 
ourselves and our various offices and workshops undetected 
this long has required constant security vigilance." 

On July 15, 1969, Kansas City T~3 furnished several 
items received by him on July 14, 1969, one of which was a 
handwritten letter by DE PUGH in which he comments about a book 
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that he was then preparing. He states that the book begins 
with the idea that there are two theories as to why our nation 
is going down hill—the "Conspiratorial Theory" and the 
"Environmental Theory." He states that the "Environmental 
Theory" briefly reviews the rise and fall of several other 
nations and civilizations—Egypt, Persia, Ancient India, Greece, 
Rome, and so forth—pointing out how they also fell to ruin 
from within. 


In the.'book he states the rise and fall of the 
United States is reviewed in detail—Colonial years, Revolu¬ 
tionary’V/ar, 'Formatory years, Middle years, Modern Times. 

He continues that our own country is compared with others of ■* 
the past in light of the theory of cultural evolution . The 
' "Conspiratorial Theory"—Communist conspiracy—Jew conspiracy— 
Fabian conspiracy—and so forth are then reviewed in great detail 
to try to demonstrate the interplay of forces between conspiracy 
and cultural decay. He continues that his main thesis is that 
conservatives are fighting "windmills" because they do not 
understand their country, its origin, or even themselves. He 
states that "in ’Blueprint For Victory’ I said we need a firm 
philosophical base. This book will try to provide it."

"Q - What do you think of (for O'Neal) the 
Minutemen (for DeFugh) the Black Panther Party? 

"DePugh - If the Panthers had been ready and 
waiting for the race riots of the '60s to occur, they could 
have greatly increased the resulting damage. If such had 
been the case we might be living in a totalitarian nation 
today because there are many in our present government who- 
would welcome such an opportunity to declare martial law, 
suspend the constitutional guarantees and cjuickly complete 
the building of the police state. In my opinion the Black 
Panthers can not possibly achieve their intended purposes. 
There are basic principles, axiomatic to the nature of 
resistance'warfare, that make it impossible for a black 
revolution to succeed in this country. 

"O’Neal - The Minutemen organization is one of 
the illustrations of what fascism is all about. This racist 
organization clarifies many positions that the United States 
government apparently supports (belief in resorting to 
genocidal tactics to deal with people who have socialist- 
communistic inclinations* belief in the suspension of 
American citizens.’ civil and human rights, Afro-Americans, 
Chicanos, ^etc.) ftith many supporters in high governmental 
positions,'the Minutemen may be the U. S. government's last 
line of defense against the ever-escalating revolutionary 
struggle inside Babylon. 

"Q - Has your political ideology changed any 
since going to prison - going into exile? If so, how? 

"DePugh - My basic ideology has not changed but 
it has dehpended considerably. Three years ago I felt 
intuitively that ,my ideological defense of private property 
and individual responsibility was correct. Now I feel 
confident that my : philosophy is logically derived from and 
firmly based on valid natural laws and basic principles of 
science. 

"O’Neal' - The only definite change that has 
occurred in my political ideology is the strengthening of 
my convictions as' a result of study and personal observations.

• • "Q - What is your opinion of the manner and 
methods the federal government employs in dealing with 
extremist organizations such as the Panthers and Mihutemen? 

"DePugh - Our government has been generally quite, 
successful at infiltrating new political organizations, 
neutralizing the original leadership and having their 
infiltrators t^ke over. This is sound counter-insurgency 
procedure'and even though we were expecting it, the Minutemen 
were not entirely able to prevent it. The biggest reason 
why our organization is acting in a dispersed phase at 
present is to resist further infiltration. From my 
conversations with Panther members now in Leavenworth and ' 
Atlanta I suspect the above 'described tactic has been 
devastating to the Black Panther organizational structure. ’ 

J'O'Neal - It is quite obvious that the 
governmental position when dealing with revolutionaries is 
the same,'whether-they' re dealing with revolutionaries at 
home or in foreign lands, e.g, Vietnam. The government’s 
tactical 'search and destroy' missions reserved for 
revolutionaries in rural Vietnam or in urban Babylon, have 
proven unsuccessful as is evident in the ever increasing 
numbers of revolutionaries and their supporters at home, and 
the U. S. government's withdrawal after defeat in Vietnam. 

These tactics are not in conjunction with those used when ’ 
dealing with such organizations as the Minute-men, Ku Klux Klan, 
etc. ,' because those organizations do not present and do not 
pretend to pose a threat to the established powers. The 
inhumane, unlawful treatment meted'out to those fighting for 
liberation in America is not unexpected. We realize that if 
the government dealt with us ill any other manner, we would 
not be doing our job, but this does not detract from the 
inhumanity and barbarity of their attacks. 

V "Q - Would you give capsule opinions on the 
following, individuals: President Nixon, Hubert Humphrey, 

Mao Tse-tung, J. 'Edgar Hoover, Teddy Kennedy, George Wallace, 
Angela Davis, Edward Muskie, Spiro Agnew?

I owe you two apologies. One for not writing sooner and the other, 
for not writing personally. There arc literally thousands of people with 
whom T. want to re-establish communications. There* are many hundreds that 
X need to thank personolly for the help they have given my family during 
the four years I have been in prison. Without the strong legal defense 
made possible by your donations to the Patriots' Legal Defense Fund my 
sentence would have been much longer. Without the support of my friends, 
parole would have been impossible. » 

Needless to say I have been swamped with things tq do, decisions 
to make and work that required niy immediate attention. I have also had 
many visits and phone calls (all of them very welcome) to occupy my fir-st 
few days at home. , “ . 

I hope that you will realize how terribly overworked my family! has 
been during my absence. It has taken all that my wife and song could do to 
keep our business going. My parents are 80' years old and fatigued from the 
long fight. They have done the best they could to keep in Couch with, those 
who have supported our efforts., Continuous harassment has made it impossible 
for my family to accept volunteer help iri filling orders, answering correspond 
encc, keeping our mailing lists current, etc. etc. You will not wonder that 
they have fallen behind. 

In the event that you may have ordered 4 any literature or similar 
material during niy absence and have not. received it by this time, please- 
send me the details of your order and X will try to supply the missing, 
material. 

Life in prison is not easy. Still I want to assure you that I have 
not been harmed by it either physically or mentally. I was treated neither 
better nor worse than any other convict in the federal penitentiary. 

* In addition to the usual conditions of parole, I am not allowed to 

travel outside of the Western half of Missouri. I had expected, that I would 
be forbidden to engage in any political or organizational activity but no 
such restriction has been imposed., I have no doubt however, that I will be 
watched very closely and the slightest slip on my part could result in a 
prompt return to prison. 

These conditions will continue until October 1980 unless I can 
succeed in new legal challenges of my original convictions. I do-hope to 
begin such action as soon as time and money permit. 

During my last two years in Atlanta penitentiary, I was able to keep 
reasonably well informed on current events. Each prisoner is allowed to 
subscribe to one newspaper from his home town. Thus, from other prisoners, 

I was able to obtain and read all the major newspapers and news magazines. 

My family also made every -effort co keep me informed. I am sorry to say that 
the threat of a communist world dictatorship seems considerably greater today 
chan it did four ycm?2a ago. There is no-reason to believe, that the rulers 
of the Soviet Union arid Red China have weakened the slightest in their ex¬ 
pansionist tendencies. It is' certainly alarming co hear our Secretary" of 
Defense refer to them as "reasonable men who seek, a lasting peace." In our 
own nation, misguided liberals ns well as outright subversives work for our 
national destruction. 






Our notion's ability to defend' itself against the communist .menace 
has never been at a' lower ebb. * In 'spite of our obviously weakened national 
defenses, the present administration has continued to:reduce our Armed- Forces, 
eliminate military bases and allow our present equipment to become obsolete. 

Our government has, made agreements with the Soviet Union which gives that 
enemy nation a three to one superiority in the number of intercontinental 
ballistic, missiles and a 20 to one superiority in the total explosive force 
of their atomic warheads. Our own navy is ‘being reduced: while the Soviet 
Union continues to build up their naval forces with startling rapidity. 

We must not forget the statement made .years ,ago by the Soviet official, 
Dimitri Manuilski, "War to’the hilt between, communism and capitalism is - in¬ 
evitable. . . To. vln tye shall need the element of surprise. The bourgeois 
will have to be put to sleep. So 'we shall begin by launching the most spectac- 
ular peace movement: on record. The capitalistic countries,, stupid and decadent, 
will rejoice to cooperate in their own destruction. They will leap at another 
chance to be friends. As sopn as their guard- is down, we shall smash them 
with our clenched- fists." 

I fear that many of our fellow citizens have been lulled; into a 
sense of false security by the trade agreements and similar peace overtures 
that have been'made. by our government officials during the past two, years. 

I do not .need to tell you that our nation's economy is in shambles 
or that inflation 1 is one of the"greatest threats to our national security. 

I do not need to tell you that taxes are the greatest -single cause of infla¬ 
tion. Yet our government officials tell us, that the best way to fight infla¬ 
tion is to raise taxes even further. 

There is one thing at least, which I have gained from four years in 
prison. I, have had time to think. I am anxious to share my thoughts with 
you in detail but space will only permit a few casual comments at this time*. 

For the past thirty years, knowledgeable American patriots have 
spent, a lot of Cheix*' time and money on education-- in trying to alert -others 
to'the communist-socialist conspiracy. I used to think that these efforts 
were mostly-a waste- of time and money. Now I think differently. As, 1 look 
through old copies of Human Events, American Opinion, Common Sense, the 
Thunderbolt and other right-wing publications, I read many articles predict¬ 
ing our nation's fall by 1970 or before. Here we are at 1973. We're still 
in the fight. It might have all been over by this time except for the massive 
amount io£ material which various right-wing groups,have published during the 
past, few decades. \ ' 

Just ninety days ago I felt that all hope was lost so far- as a third 
political party was concerned. The Watergate situation lias proven otherwise. 

The opportunities for a third party movement have never been greater. 

Today, there arc many millions of Americans: who could hot bring them¬ 
selves to vote for any candidate which Che Democrats are likely to-. nominate 
in 1976. At the sarnie cinie, they have been -dismayed at the : duplicity and 
arrogance of high' Republican- officials involved in die Watergate scandal..

During my 17 months as a fugitive I’ had some glimmer' of r wh?.t: it: 
might be like for the average citizen, trying' Co. evade and survive under the 
occupation - of a totalitarian government; Silver coins*;are not "worth much: in 
the middle of a wilderness area.. TO' think thr.t a communist government will 
allow identified patriots to live, snugly hidden, away on land 'they have purr 
chased themselves, leisurely sprouting alfalfa seeds is not very- likely. I 
hope that l ean soon provide iny fellow patriots’ with sounder' suggestions. 

While in prison 1 wrote two books which- 1 think can be .powerful 
tools-- perhaps I should say weapons-- in the fight’ wot. now face., My first 
objective will be to get one of these, books published. lb will be. titled 
BEYOND THE IRON MASK. It includes my own.experiences - and observations while 
in prison-- which, were much different than, you might think. It provides a 
forum for discussing the real problems which are the root of our national" 
malaise. It could also provide extremely useful information for other 
patriots that might, find themselves behind prison walls-- an event not. -so far 
fetched as some might assume.

While in prison I met a surprising number of people who had done 
their part for the patriotic cause and had also been sent to prison on trumped- 
up charges. These people differed from myself only in the fact that they have 
not had friends to continue the fight for them and their cases have not rer - 
ceived -even the limited publicity of my own. I cannot, in .good conscience,, 
forsake those patriots with whom I once walked the prison yard and dreamed 
together of the day’we would' again be free. As soon as I can raisc the .money 
to do so-, I intend to begin legal action in their behalf 1 . 

Publication of this' book 'Will help them, as well as the patriotic 
movement generally. My goal is to- have-BEYOND THE,' IRON MASK published in 
enormous numbers and reach the widest possible percentage of the voting 
American public. To do this will require a considerable amount of money--’ 
not merely for .publishing, but for advertising and distribution* as well.

DE PUGH seemed concerned not to do anything 
that would harm his parole and said he was not going to 
ask his parole officer for any consideration. He said 
he was going to write articles, publish his book, and 
keep up his correspondence. 

During the weekend DE PUGH did not discuss or 
bring up the topic of a guerrilla underground group nor 
did he discuss weapons and ammunition, but he did comment 
that no one should dispose of or destroy any weapons or 
ammunition they may have.

Military Record 


A review of the U, S, Army service records for ROBERT 
BOLIVAR DE PUGH, Serial #17 175 190, indicated he enlisted in 
the' U. S. Army on December 1, 1942, and entered on active 
duty on the same date at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas. He was 
honorably discharged on August 31, 1944 , as a Private First 
Class at Fort Monroe, Virgi nia, upon an approved Certificate 
of Disability for Discharge F 
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He had no foreign service. He was awarded, the Good- 
Conduct Medal, the American Campaign Medal, and the World War II 
‘Victory Medal, 

His character and efficiency ratings ranged from 
satisfactory to excellent, and there is no record of courts- 
martial or absence without official leave. 
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Mental Stability 

The Kansas City Star newspaper, edition of September 
2, 1966, contained an article captioned ’’Schizoid Label for 
DE PUGH*’’ The article continued that a 22-year old report of 
psychiatric examination of ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH, leader op the ? 
Minuteraen organization, was made a matter of public record in < 
U, S® District Court on September 2,' 1968, 

This psychiatric examination was conducted while 
DE PUGH was in the U, S. Army in 1944 and the examination 

resulted in DE PUGH's discharge for medical r easons. The _ 

report was made public in a document filed by I I 

U, S® Attorney, as information to support the Government ’s 
request that DE PUGH be examined again by a psychiatrist before 
standing trial on a Federal .Grand Jury indictment accusing him 
of conspiring to violate the National Firearms Act® 

The article continued that the U® S® Attorney stated 
that at the time of DE PUGH’s arrest, the arresting officers 
took from him two live shotgun shells, recovered a fully- 
loaded double-barreled sawed-off shotgun from the car in which 
he was'riding, and recovered a fully-loaded <>38 caliber pistol 
from his briefcase® The U® S. Attorney stated that as titular 
head of an organization known as the Minutemen, DE PUGH has 
published, or caused to be published, and distributed material 
advocating bizarre and violent action against numerous ^ and 
sundry persons® The article continued that DE PUGH joined the 
Army on August 2 3, 1943 , and was discharged for medical reason s 
August 31, 1944, I

If 
anyone challenges these orders, DE PUGH merely states 
that the orders come from the ."Executive Council", which, 
according to DE PUGH, is above him and is the final authority

She stated DE PUGH does not trust or confide in 
fanyone within the organization.

■ The Kansas Citv Star , daily Kansas City, Missouri, 
newspaper, edition of October 23 . 1961, contained an 
article in which it stated that ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH, 
•Norborne, Missouri, who formerly resided in Independence, 
Missouri, was the leader of a newly formed guerrilla-fighter 
organization called the Minutemen. According to the article, 
DE PUGH headed a loosely-knit group of ten men who, 18 
months ago, banded together to form the organization. 


In April 19,66, ROBERT DE PUGH authored a small 
book titled "Blueprint for Victory". In the foreward 
to this book, he expressed himself as follows: 

"Our nation has reached a point of no return - 
a point beyond which the American people 
can no longer defend their freedom by 
the traditional means of politics and 

public opinion. 
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"Our next task is both obvious and 
urgent: we must find new and more 
effective means by which the enemies 
of freedom can be resisted and ultimately 
defeated. If we fail in this task, 
then future’ Americans for generations 
to come will live in slavery. 

"American patriots must act quickly. 

We must stop supporting the U.S. Postal 
Service with plaintive letters to 
disinterested congressmen. We must 
stop wasting time on routine rallies 
and speaking tours. We must stop 
wasting money on fancy headquarters 
and elaborate offices, We must stop 
the petty competition that now exists 
between conservative organizations. 

"We must develop a coordinated plan 
of action. We must know what we are 
fighting for as well as that which 
we are fighting against. We must 
build a firm philosophical basis for our 
actions and beliefs. We must call on 
the best minds available to examine 
man’s proper relationship to government. 
Only froma sound philosophical base can 
we find the necessary courage to continue 
a battle against seemingly impossible 
odds. 


- "We must have the wisdom to avoid 
wishful thinking and find courage to 
face the facts - somber as they are. 

Our nation has been occupied by the 
enemy. Today the .chains of slavery 
lay lightly on our peoole but with 
every passing day the chains become 
stronger and the American people are 
more tightly bound. We must either 
break these chains soon while they are 
yet weak or else we must face an uncertain 
future, frightful to behold. 
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"Never in all of recorded history has 
a people saved themselves from tyranny 
through political means alone. We must 
study past resistance movements to learn 
which tactics are successful and avoid 
those that are futile. We must study 
• the methods which our enemies are using 
against us and we must use their own 
strategies against them. We must 
investigate every opportunity and seize 
on every possible advantage. Nothing 
short of total effort can hope to 
' v -- succeed."

On page 66 of this book, DE PUGH explains why he 
advocates the need for armed groups, such as the Minutemen. 
His statements in this regard are as follows:

"There are several good reasons why at 
least the willingness to engage in armed 
defense is essential to any hope of 
victory. At this time 1*11 discuss 
only one of these reasons. 


j' ;U "The well informed conservative has 

no doubt that many dedicated communists 
and outright traitors exist within the 
high departments of our federal govern- 
. ment. We must realize also that many 

of these public officials are only dupes. 
They do not consider themselves either 
as communists or as traitors. These 
> are the idealists (moral cowards) who 
will accept any possible alternative 
to a physical defense of their honor 
and their country. 
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"These people think of our national 
policies in terms of three alternatives: 

"1. Atomic warfare (they are so hypnotized 
by 'the bomb' that they automatically 
equate its use to the complete annihilation 
of the human species). 

"2. A never ending state of armed defense. 
This is unacceptable to the idealists because 
it requires money which they simply must 
have for their various welfare programs. 

"3, Peaceable surrender. A negotiated 
surrender - with disarmament, equality, 
abundance and peace for all - that appears 
to the idealist as the solution to all our 
problems. So great is the idealist's 
confidence in his own intelligence that 
he would never doubt for an instant thai 
his beautiful dream is either impractical 
or impossible. 

"One necessity for armed citizens''defense is 
quite simple - we must show these idealists 
that peaceable surrender is not one of 
their alternatives. 

"We must convince them that if the government 
will not protect this nation against 
communism, then the people will and can. 

We must convince them also, that if this 
should happen they will be caught right in 
the middle.. 

"There is, of course, a fourth alternative. 
Our government might use the methods of clan¬ 
destine warfare that the communists have 
used so safely and surely. That would never 
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occur to our starry-eyed idealists simply 
because it might prove successful. We 
might even win and that would simply be 
unthinkable! 

"To those who insist that only the government 
has the money, people and arms for such a 
ft;,, . task we must recall again that the government 
! " has nothing except what it first takes from 
, the people. The strength of this nation 

is not in Washington, D.C. It is within 
the hearts of one hundred and eighty million 
loyal Americans that our real strength lies."

her - On April 4, 1967, ROBERT DE PUGH spoke at the 
Miami Womens' Club, Miami, Florida. DE PUGH's speech 
was to the effect that' the communists have taken over 
the government of the United States, and are presently 
taking over the industries and utilities, and ultimately 
there will have to be fighting in the streets. DE PUGH 
indicated the communists have controlled our government 
'for a number of years. DE PUGH named the Secretary of 
State as a communist, and said that Senator EVERETT DIRKSEN 
•Ls dominated by the communists, as are a majority of the 
■UTS. Senators. DE PUGH stated it is the coming of the street 
fighting phase of the communist takeover that the Minutemen 
are preparing for. He urged that everyone own a gun for 
tHis purpose and said that anyone can buy a shotgun at the 
hardward store, and can cut off the barrel at home. He said 
the-National Rifle Association would help anyone learn how 
to use a gun and asked those present to fight any additional 
^Legislation limiting the purchase of guns. He also 
suggested everyone should have secret hiding places in 
their homes to hide themselves or other items when the 
communists come to search.

The Kansas City Star newspaper edition of 
June 25, 1967, contained an article captioned 
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"Gun Plan Deal by Minutemen." The article states that the 
Minutemen organization is offering its members plans 
showing how to construct a fully automatic sub-machine 
gun, weighing approximately three pounds. The members of 
the militant right-wing organization are told in a letter 
from ROBERT DE PUGH, head of the Minutemen, that the full 
-plans with illustrations will be mailed to anyone who 
donates $20 or more to the "Patriots Legal Defense Fund." 

The- article continues that at least part of the fund will 
presumably be used to help pay for the appeal of the conviction 
of DE PUGH and two other Minutemen in U. S. District Court, 
Kansas City, last November. They were convicted of National 
vFirearms Act violations that involve possession of un¬ 
registered sub-machine guns. 

At a Minutemen training session held July 6, 

1967, at Reading, Pennsylvania, ROBERT DE PUGH acted as 
one of the instructors, at which time he gave the following 
^instructions: 

l>- . . 

■j ■ He said that one way to avoid having a gun traced 

to the bullet it fired to assassinate someone is to put a 
-piece of plastic tubing on a .270 bullet and fire it from a 
f-30.06 rifle. The gun cannot be traced because the 30.06 
will not leave any grooves on the smaller bullet. A good 
way to get another person in trouble is to shoot a small 
bore rifle belonging to the person into a pile of cotton, 
retrieve the bullet and reload it. Then fire it at a 
person whom you want to assassinate through a tube of plastic 
in'a" 3 0.06. Alert the police to the fact that the person 
to be framed owns a rifle of the caliber of the bullet 
'that killed the person. When the police check the framed 
man's rifle for the grooves, it will match up with the 
grooves in the bullet that killed the man. A way to avoid 
detection in an assassination attempt is to file grooves 
in your rifle after you use it to kill someone. This 
will change the grooves in the bullets that it fires. 

One bad thing about automatic pistols is that 
in addition to leaving rifling grooves in the bullet, 
it also leaves a distinguishing mark in the place where 
the hammer strikes the shell casing. 
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A fairly good silencer can be made from a plastic 
bottle. The bottle is filled with plastic bags. The bullet 
is then fired through the bottle. An eight-ounce bottle is 
fine~to use as a silencer for a .22 oistol. 

The next lecture, on- poisons, was also given by 
d(E -PUGH. He said there are many poisons available, made 
iwith simple chemicals. The secretary could place poison 
into a cup of coffee for her boss who is in reality a 
communist. The most deadly poison known is botulism toxin. 

One quart, dumped into the Mew York City water supply, 
would kill the entire population. In selective assassinations 
one should use poisons that will kill just that one person. 
rAnti-freeze will kill a man. Nicotine alcohol, the *50th 
most deadly poison, can easily be made. Powder a pack of 
cigaretts into a bowl of water, boil gently, filter out solid 
material. Evaporate the water in alcohol. Remove that part 
of the residue that does not dissolve. Evaporate the 
remaining alcohol, leaving yellow crystals. These are pure 
.•nicotine. One crystal of this will kill a man. Tt dis¬ 
solves easily in coffee. Jimson weed is a good poison. It 
causes heart block. A sympton of this sort will not usually 
cause suspicion unless the victim is 18 years old. The 
"growing tips of the cherry tree contain cyanide.

According to the statement, DE PUGH said 
they (Minutemen) could stage a bank robbery and when all 
the police got there, they would kill them; that it would 
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be possible to have machine guns on the rooftop, plant 
bombs and set them off bv remote control. DE PUGH, according

simulated bank robbery in Kansas City, taking all the 
^.necessary steps up to turning in a false alarm, but not 
^-including the actual killing. DE PUGH also stated that be 

political assassinations would benecessary, mentioning b7c 

HUBERT HUMPHREY, ARTHUR GOLDBERG, EARL WARREN and ROBERT 
KENNEDY, for instance, but not President JOHNSON. DE PUGH 
also outlined how critical points of communications and 
electrical power around the country could be seized or 
•^disrupted.

During the last part of February and first 
part of March 1955 , DE PUGH stated he became financially 
involved and to temporarily relieve the situation, he opened 
a checking account at the First National Bank o f St. Joseph.

His modus operandi was to come to St. Joseph', 


Missouri, early each morning when the banks opened, and cash 
a check on either his personal account at Independence or on 
the Biolab Corporation account at Raytown.

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DE PUGH said that about a week after opening the 
two accounts at St. Joseph, Missouri, he opened two accounts in 
Kansas City, Missouri; one at City Nat ional Bank and Trust 
Company of Kansas City : , in the name of and 

another at the Co mmerce Trust Com pany or Kansas City, 
using the name of j 


DE PUGH said he continued to manipulate these 
accounts; but stated that the checks were presented for pay¬ 
ment in from one to two days and that in order to prolong the; 
period of time that the checks took to clear, he opened an 
account on March. 23 , 1955, at th e Exchange Natio nal Bank of 
'Atchison, Kansas, in the name of On or about 

March 30, 1955, DE PUGH deposited irt this bank a check in the 
amount of $125.00, which he had drawn on the City National 
Bank a nd Trust Compan y of Kansas City, Missouri, and had

The United States Attorney at Kansas City, Missouri, 
‘offered the opinion.that the above facts do not constitute a 
violation of the Interstate Transportation of Stolen Property 
Statute.

DE PUGH and PEYSON were charged with possessing a 
German-made submachine gun without having paid a $200 tax 
on the making or altering of the firearm. They were also 
charged with possession of a .45 caliber Thompson submachine 
gun, a German-made submachine gun, and a .45 caliber M-3 
submachine gun, 

1 PEYSON and two others spent, a week 
digging a 5’ x 5' x 5' hole under the floor, of a closet of a 
house in order to bury the .50 caliber machine gun in it.

,,, On January 17, 1967 , Judge ELMO B. HUNTER of the 

U'i S. District Court, Kansas City, Missouri, sentenced DE PUGH 
to four years in prison, followed by five years on probation. 
WALTER PEYSON was sentenced to two years in nn'snn and three 

ypans fin nrnhatinn.1_ _| was Sentenced 

_Judge HUNTER said in addition to 

the regular conditions of probation for DE PUGH and PEYSON, 
they were not to become members of any group that teaches or 
encourages acquisition, transfer, or manufacture of firearms 
in violation of federal laws. 
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Attorneys for the above defendants have filed 
appeal motions before the Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals, 

St. Louis, Missouri. As of March 26 , 1968 , the Appeals 
Court has not ruled in this case. 

ROBERT DE PUGH was also indicted by a Federal Grand 
Jury in Kansas City, Missouri, on September 30 , 1966, for 
Violation of the National Firearms Act. The indictment 
^charged he had transported handguns from Des Moines, Iowa, 
to Kansas City, Missouri, in January 1966, while under a 
.State indictment for possession of "bomb and bombshe'lls." 

On January 31, 1967 , DE PUGH appeared in U.S. 

^District Court, Joplin, Missouri, before U.S. District Judge 
>ELM0 HUNTER and entered a plea of nollo contendere to charges 
of transporting a handgun from Des Moines, Iowa, to Kansas 
City, Missouri, sometime between July 23 and August 20, 1965, 
in violation of the Federal Firearms Act. At this time he 
received one year sentence to be served concurrently with the 
?prior sentence of four years received on a violation of the 
.-National Firearms Act.

On February 21, 1967 , attorneys for DE PUGH filed a 
.motion of appeal before Judge HUNTER based upon their con¬ 
tention the federal indictment was based on a faulty state 
indictment. 

*V 

The state indictment was issued after a complaint 
was filed July 7 , 1965, in Magistrate Court of LOUIS J. MAZUCH, 
charging DE PUGH with the kidnapping of two young girls, 

16 and 21 years of age. He surrendered to Jackson County 
^authorities on July 9 , 1965; and on August 16, 1965, a Jackson 
County, Missouri grand jury indicted DE PUGH on charges of 
possessing "bombs and bombshells" and contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor. He was freed on $2,000 bond. The 
charge of contributing to the delinquency of a minor arose 
out of the kidnapping charges. The possession of "bombs and 
bombshells" indictment grew out of a raid of DE PUGH's print 
shop, 613 East Alton, Independence, Missouri, by the 
Jackson County Prosecutor's Office and Independence Police 
Department on July 9 , 1965. In this raid 200 one-pound sticks 
of dynamite, live hand grenades and various detonating devices, 
including booby trap detonators, were found. 
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On February 20, 196 8 , ROBERT DE PUGH and WALTER 
PEYSON, along with seven others, were indicted by a 
Federal Grand Jury, Seattle, Washington, with conspiracy 
to commit bank robberies in the Seattle, Washington, area. 

A Federal warrant was issued on same date, which was subsequently 
dismissed. 

Material was received from national headquarters 
of the Minutemen by letter postmarked Kansas City, Missouri, 
September 17, 1968, This material consisted of a two page 
mimeographed document entitled "Survival or Victory" by 
BOB DE PUGH. This document classifies Minutemen members 
into two groups: those who are "victory minded" and 
those who are "survival minded." 

It contains the following paragraphs':^: 

"The 'survival minded' member may presume 
that Walter Peyson and I went underground to save our 
own necks. The 'victory minded' member will realize 
that if we had wished to do so, we could have spent 
more money on bail bonds and attorney's fees and could 
have been living comfortably at home right now. 

"The 'survival minded' members will probably 
feel that their homes are somehow more important to 
them than our homes are to us. They may even delude 
themselves into feeling somewhat superior because they 
are fulfilling their obligation to their families 
while we are 'neglecting' obligation to our families. 

"A 'survival minded' member might decide 
that I don't love my family as much as he loves his. 

The 'victory minded* member will realize that just 
the opposite is true. The fact that I love my family 
so very much is precisely the reason why I am willing 
to give them up to do my part in helping all the other 
families of America to remain free. 

"During the last few months, as political 
fugitives, we have had several occasions to ask other 
members to take calculated risks themselves in helping 
us continue the direction of the national organization. 

The difference in behavior by 'victory minded' members, 
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as opposed to 'survival minded' members has been glaringly 
apparent. The former have literally jumped at any 
opportunity to be of help. The latter have done mental 
gymnastics to gracefully avoid any risk to their own 
security or personal welfare."

An undated letter was made available bearing the 
letterhead captioned "Minutemen Underground Headquarters" 
which was signed by BOB DE PUGH. This letter was addressed 
to "Dear Fellow Patriot." DE PUGH apologizes for not 
having written sooner but goes on to explain that every single 
letter is a problem to have mailed in such a way that it 
’cannot be traced. He states, "The fact that we have been 
able to carry on our organizational activity at all is quite 
an accomplishment when you remember that the FBI has 
solved many a case by tracing one sheet of paper." 

He stated in the letter that for 6 months he has successfully 
'eluded an all out manhunt by the FBI, Alcohol and. Tobacco 
;Tax Unit and the CIA. He continues that for the first two 
months just to survive and stay free was about all he could 
hope to do. He closed the letter by stating that the full 
• time underground section is rapidly growing and that he is 
sure that he would be able to work more closely with the local 
units in the future.

jhas received a letter apparently written by ROBERT B. 

DE PUGH, in which he stated he is presently in hiding some¬ 
place with a "staff" of more than 20 full time workers. 


This staff, DE PUGH wrote, is "doing the same b7c 
kind of work for the same kind of reasons" as have the 
several dozen publicly known members of the Minutemen in 
the past. 


A special directive from underground headquarters 
was received where DE PUGH set forth a "Assignment of 
Psy-War Project $51", and a pamphlet captioned 
Psy-War Project 51 which sets forth instructions and 
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detailed drawings on the construction of mortar type 
explosive devices which when constructed according to 
the instructions, would shower thousands of leaflets over 
a considerable area. The special directive assigns the- 
recipient the duty of constructing three or more, of these" 
mortars or cannons and setting them off by a certain 
specified date. In a handwritten note also included with 
the instructions DR PUGH requested that these devices be 
constructed and exploded at the earliest possible date.

"Three years and seven months after he was 
captured at gunpoint in New Mexico by FBI agents, 

Robert Bolivar DePugh, the 49-year-old founder of the 
rightist Minutemen organization, was granted parole 
this week by the U.S. Board of Parole in Washington. 

"DePugh, of Norborne, Mo., has been sentenced 
in September 1970 to nine consecutive 10-year sentences for 
violations of 1968 federal gun control laws. He 
had been sentenced to four years for bomd jumping earlier 
the same year. They were to be served concurrently." 

In the Kansas City Star issue February 27 , 1973, 
under the heading "DePugh Still Eligible to Rejoin 
Minutemen", the following article appears: 

"Washington-There is nothing in the conditions 
attached to the parole of Robert Bolivar DePugh that would 
prevent him from participating in the Minutemen organi¬ 
zation, the Justice Department said today. 

"DePugh, 49, of Norborne, Mo., was granted a 
parole yesterday by the U.S. Board of Parole after serving 
little more than half of an 11-year prison sentence for 
violations of the federal gun control laws. 

"DePugh*s parole includes all of the customary 
conditions about working regularly, not associating with those 
who have a criminal record, reporting to a probation officer 
monthly, not drinking excessively or using drugs and not 
possessing firearms without written permission of the 
parole board. The only special condition is that he cannot 
travel outside of the judicial district without approval 
of the Board of Parole. 

"DePugh is at the federal penitentiary at Atlanta. 

It is presumed he will return to Norborne, which,'is in 
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the Western District of Missouri of the U.S. District 
Court. So he would have to remain in that district unless 
he received approval to leave. 

"He will be released April 30."

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The current issue of "Liberty Letter" (Number 149, 
dated September 1973), a publication of Liberty Lobby, 
Washington, D.C. announces a "National Strategy Seminar" 
to be held in Kansas City, Missouri, October 19-21, 1973 . 
ROBERT B. DE PUGH, who is described in "Liberty Letter" 
as "former Minutemen head", is to be honored by a banquet 
at 7:00 p.m. on October 20, 1973, as part of the program. 

A reception for DE PUGH, at which he is to autograph copies 
of his new book, will be held at 7:00 p.m. on October 19, 
1973 , and DE PUGH will act as moderator at a "Survival 
Seminar"’, which is to be held from 8:30 a.m. to 12 noon 
on October 21, 1973.

It is noted that Liberty Lobby is a private 
organization with headquarters at 300 Independence Avenue, 
S.E., Washington, D.C., which is engaged in publicizing and 
promoting conservative political objectives. 

The Liberty Lobby held its annual convention in • 
Kansas City October 19-21 ? 1973 , as scheduled. An article 
appearing in the Kansas City Star newspaper, October 21, 1973, 
summed up the meeting. The article stated in part that 
ROBERT DE PUGH, 50-year-old founder of the paramilitary, 
right-wing Minutemen organization, was the principal speaker. 
He warned an audience of about 500 attending a testimonial 
banquet for him last night of the dangers of world 
dictatorship. 

Speaking at the Muchlebach Hotel where the 
Liberty Lobby is holding its third national convention, 

DE PUGH, of Norborne, Missouri, said technology is so 
advanced today that if a world dictatorship were to take 
over it would have the power to maintain itself indefinitely. 

It would be able to do so, DE PUGH said, with 
advanced techniques in "persuasion, brain-washing and 
public control the likes of which STALIN and HITLER 
never dreamed could exist." "This is one fight we 
cannot afford to lose", he said. 
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As for his own role in the fight, DE PUGH left 
the audience entirely unsure of his plans for the future. 

JIM HARRIS, leader of the United Klans of 
America, Inc, CUKA) in Ohio, and several Klan associates 
personally met with ROBERT DE PUGH, former Minutemen 
coordinator, on October 19-21, 1973 , at Norborne and 
Kansas City, Missouri, in conjunction with DE PUGH being 
honored as "guest of honor" at the national convention of 
"Liberty Lobby", a conservative political group, which con¬ 
vention was held at Kansas City from October 19-21, 1973. 

The UKA was chargered in 1961 in Georgia. 

Its aims and purposes are the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. It is the 
dominant Klan group in the south with 
headquarters at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and is currently active in several 
states. 

On May 29 , 1973 , a source advised that 
the UKA is active in the southwestern 
Ohio area and has no permanent head¬ 
quarters. It is completely operated 
under authority of Jim Harris, Imperial 
Representative for the UKA in Ohio. 

This group as affiliated with the- parent 
organization, which was its national 
headquarters at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

Even though this convention started at 1 p.m. 
on October 19, 1973 , at the Muchlebach Hotel in Kansas City, 
DE PUGH only appeared Friday night, October 19, 1973, 
and at the banquet held Saturday night, October 20, 1973. 

DE PUGH made no speeches but instead made himself 
available to autograph copies of the book entitled 
"Can You Survive?". It was reported that 10,000 copies 
of this paperback book were brought here from Washington, 
D.C. 
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It would be difficult to estimate the total 
income DE PUGH derived from the sale of this book, 
however, a guess of 450 to 500 would be close to the number 
of copies sold. 

Prior to DE PUGH's appearance at this event, he 
met with JIM HARRIS, mentioned above, and four or five 
Klan associates, During this meeting he was dressed very 
poorly and continually "pleaded poverty" as to his current 
economic status. DE PUGH indicated he was not charging a 
fee for his above appearances and would not accept any 
financial remunerations as such. 

Actually, DE PUGH has no interest in the Liberty 
Lobby group, but seized upon this situation as an 
opportunity to advertise and promote his soon-to-be 
' released book entitled "Behind The Iron Mask", which deals 
with prison reform. With this advance publicity concerning 
this book, DE PUGH feels the income he will personally 
collect in the form of royalties will be more than 
sufficient to finance legal fees to remove restrictions 
of his current parole status or even possibly remove him 
from parole completely. At this time, this is DE PUGH 1 s 
scheme and plan.

When a person is arrested and imprisoned 
for participation in some patriotic cause, 
the first thing to realize is this: 

Imprisonment does not put an end to your 
usefulness. There is always some small way 
in which you can help contribute to the .cause 
of freedom even under the most -adverse circum¬ 
stances. You have a moral duty to do so; 
Imprisonment does hot mean that for you the 
. fight is over. A realization of this fact will 
considerably reduce the damage to your morale 
if and when such an event should occur. 

"The imprisoned patriot, like the captured 
soldier, should never cease in his efforts to 
gain his freedom again. It must be remembered 
however, that the circumstances of a political 
prisoner are much different from those of a 
military combatant that may be captured by an 
enemy military force. To the captured soldier, 
escape is the only possible way of returning to 
friendly forces before the end of hostilities. 
For the political prisoner, other alternatives 
are available. For so long as a bureaucratic 
dictatorship wishes to maintain the facade of a 
legitimate government, it is necessary for them 
to keep up some pretext of a fair and equitable 
system of justice.

When a prisoner fights his case' long 
enough and hard enough through the courts, 
the Department of Justice may eventually 
decide that his further imprisonment is not 
worth the further publicity involved." 

Chapter 16 is entitled "Resistance Warfare", and 
is. taken from Army field manual 31-31 entitled "Guerrilla 
Warfare and Special Forces Operations." 

In Chapter 18, which is entitled "Some Final 
Thoughts on Survival", it states the following article 
appeared in the 1966 issue of "On Target": , 

"As I read it again, seven years later, 
there is little I would change." 

This chapter makes specific recommendations to the 
patriot who is thinking of buying one or more guns for family 
protection of survival. De Pugh states that once again, this 
is meant for the reader having little experience with firearms. 
This chapter sets forth the following: 

"It's true that the .22 lacks the ’shock' 
effect of a more powerful cartridge, but this 
is largely compensated for by the ease of 
putting a well placed shot into heart or 
brain. When needed a second well aimed shot 
can be fired quicker from a .22 than from 
a more powerful weapon.

"As a deadly weapon, their effect can be 
greatly increased by using hollow point bullets fired 
with poison. If needed, the hole in the point 
can be opened up further with a small drill. 

Sodium or potassium cyanide are two fast acting 
and easily obtainable poisons. Pharmacists or 
medical doctors will have ready access to 
succinyl choline or tubocurarine which are 
excellent when used in powdered form. If nothing 
better is available ordinary household lye 
(thirty cents for a pound can at your local 
grocery store) will do nicely." 

"For a small 'hideaway* gun the .25 Browning 
automatic is unsurpassed.- A man wearing slacks 
and sport shirt can easily carry one of these 
in his side bants pocket without its ever 
being noticed. Quality of material and work¬ 
manship on all Browning firearms is excellent." 

"SEMI-AUTOMATIC MILITARY WEAPONS. These 
include the .30 caliber carbine, the 30-06 
Garand, and the M-14 in. caliber 7.62 Nato 
and the M-15 in. caliber .223. 

"The carbine has already been discussed 
and is a nice little weapon within its 
limitations. If used, the effectiveness can 
be improved by pulling the solid case bullets 
from military ammunition and replacing them 
with soft nosed hunting bullets that 
are commercially available. 

, "Garand rifles are still available from 
some mail order companies specializing in army 
surplus weapons. Their condition varies from 
poor to very good and buying one by mail is 
a gamble. The price is from $70.00 to $90.00." 
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The final chapter, 19, of the book entitled "Survival 
of Victory" states as follows: 

"It is not easy to foretell what the future 
may bring to our country and its people. 

"Most American patriots agree that the 
situation is going from bad to worse but 
there the agreement ends. Some foresee a long 
continued runaway inflation. Others expect 
a severe depression to occur soon. Some 
anticipate race riots and revolution from within; 
others fear a surprise attack by foreign 
nations. Some anticipate an existence of 
chaos and anarchy while others anticipate 
future Americans living under oppressive 
dictatorial government control. 

"In this book I have tried to emphasize 
the necessity of preparing for any and every 
eventuality. Survival preparations which might 
be quite adequate in one situation could prove 
to be wholly inadequate in other circumstances. 

■' "I have also tried to emphasize that 

personal survival can never be more than a 
.temporary solution. A lasting opportunity to 
survive and to be free cannot be achieved 
without the ultimate defeat of those who are now 
planning and working by the most insidious means 
to destroy our nation, our people and our heritage 
of western civilization. 

"What is our real objective—survival or 
victory? Survival is but a fleeting state of 
affairs that exists only from one minute to the 
next. Victory is the lasting achievement with 
rewards that extend to ourselves, our children, 
and to generations of Americans that are yet 
unborn.

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"In the two hundred years since American 
' patriots began their fight for liberty, eight 
generations of United States citizens have worked 
and sacrificed and fought to preserve this nation 
as a free and independent republic. What of our 
generation? Will history record that ours was 
the generation that gave up? That let down? 

That abandoned the fight? 

"We all despise those traitorous government 
bureaucrats who are deliberate attempting to 
sell our nation out to the enemy. But what of 
ourselves? Will our guilt be any less than 
theirs if we prove too lazy, too complacent or 
' too selfish, to successfully meet the challenge 
which our enemies have thrust upon us?"

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KATHY MELCHER: Robert DePugh, former and I assume 
current head of the Mxnutemen organization, how many 
members were there in your organizati<on before your 
arrest and imprisonment and how many are there now? Ifere 
you lost members? 

ROBERT DE PUGH ; I imagine we have lost members so 
far as official members are concerned, but the officially 
counted organization was always a small part. In other 
words, we did not have at any time, an organization 
where we had a roster of members. We had affiliates 
of affiliates of affiliates. 

KATHY MELCHER : You had a mailing list, did you not? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: We kept mailing lists of some of our 
key people, of some of our band leaders and so forth, 
but basically, we kept only enough that we could 
influence the organization ideologically. We never 
attempted to maintain a real close day-to-day command 
of the organization. 

KATHY MELCHER: No hardcore members like anywhere 
between a thousand and two thousand members estimated? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: It wouldn’t really be possible to say 
that, no. 

JOHN PRICE: I want to go back to something I was 
reading in the early stages of the book that Harry 
Jones wrote about you, which, to me, I was curiously 
reasoning behind it in which you were quoted as having 
said we don’t want to influence anyone politically. This 
was in the formulative stages of forming the organization 
and I was wondering why not to the degree that to stem 
the tide of advancing Communism is why not try to get 
within the system, either through elective position, or 
appointed positions In Government to influence those 
readers who make the decisions that USSR Is being the 
antithesis of what they ought to be doing. 

*■ 

ROBERT DE PUGH: It was simply because we felt that it 
was not possible for a small group of people such as we 
were to have any significant effect and therefore, we 
felt -that we should use our very limited amount of time, 
people., and money in other areas. 
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JOHN PRICE; It seems plausible and it’s been alleged 
over the years that Communists have worked themselves 
inside the government to affect decisions and the 
like. Does it seem plausible that they would have more 
affect than would sympathizers? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Well,' working from my meaningful, 
intentional point of view,.they probably would, although 
the sympathizers probably exist in far greater number 
so their collective influence is just as detrimental 
as that of the intentional Communist. 

JOHN PRICE ; Do you think it’s possible, or do you 
believe that our so-called growing detente with the 
Communist bloc is a further extension of your concerns 
in the 1960’s? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Yes, it’s an extension of our 
growing concern. The Communists in all of their 
propaganda efforts .have emphasized the fact that they 
must establish a pretense of peace'ful coexistence if 
they’re going to be able to take our nation by surprise 
and I think that this will ultimately sooner or later 
be their intent. I think that ft is only a matter of time 
until the Communists themselves unlease the most 
massive military offensive against us of which they 
are capable. 

JOHN PRICE: Youtre against then, basically, any kind 
or detente? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : I dont think. . . 

JOHN PRICE: Public relations whatever you might want to 
calT'TT?— 

ROBERT DE PUGH: I- don't think that a detente is 
possioie wnen. you are dealing with people that are 
as ideologically immobile as the Communists are. They 
are not going to move in our direction. They may . 
pretend too. Any meeting of the minds will necessitate 
a change on the- part of the American people. 

KATHY MELCHER: Who’s going to make that change? How’s 
that change going to come about? Are you involved, in that? 
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ROBERT DE PUGH; No, our efforts are very meager in 
this field. WEen I say any change that will come about, 
will come about due to the continued persuasive propaganda 
from the Communists directed at the American people and 
at their government to try to lull us to sleep to cause 
us to lower 1 our guard. 

KATHY MELCHER: In an article that appeared in the 
"Star" and I believe this was the same one that was 
written by Harry Jones, you said that there was no place 
today in the scheme of things for the Mi’nutemen 
organization as it existed in the 1960's. Its 
members are sitting and waiting individually or in 
groups. What are they waiting for? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : For a change of public opinion. Or 
change of political climate to the point where we can 
exist without having the general public feel that we are 
alien to them. When the time comes that the American 
people recognized that their philosophy is our philosophy 
and that our objectives are their objectives, then we 
will be able to operate with greater efficiency. 

KATHY MELCHER : Any hints of a trend this way? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: I think so. I think most people 
of a liberal political persuasion applauded the 
Watergate occurrences and probably felt that this was 
going to cause the public opinion to move to the left. 

My observations are the public opinion is moving to the 
right and that Watergate is one of the things that is causing 
this move. When I say to the right, I mean the people, 
to me, right-wing is in opposition to big, massive 
centralized government, and I think the American people 
are becoming increasingly distrustful and opposed to 
large, massive, centralized Bureaucracy, therefore, they 
are becoming more right-wing. 

JOHN PRICE: But it's unique, though, isn't it, in that 
tile -Federal 1 government , despite this growing opposition 
which I don't think anybody would be extremely against 
reducing the size of the government because that 
decreases the outlay and theoretically the taxes the 
Government continues to grow. City, state, Federal. 

Either in employees or in expenditures. 
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ROBERT DE PUGH ; Well one of the ancient Greeks made the 
observation that Democracy cannot last forever because 
as soon as the people discover that they can vote 
themselves greater and greater handouts, they will do so 
and ultimately, the voters will bankrupt any Democracy, 
and throughout history, all of these democracies have 
ultimately been surrplanted by some type, of dictatorship 
and I feel that that is what is going to happen ultimately 
here in the United States. 

JOHN PRICE : Are you in an objective sense inviting the 
apathy of the people and people themselves more so 
than the leaders? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : We’re all to blame. We have all 
contributed to the cultural decay of our country, but 
I do believe that there are some people that are more to 
blame than others. I think that civilization has 
literally been betrayed by the educational system, by 
the schools, the churches, by the news media, by 
those people who have set themselves up as guardians, as 
the keepers of our culture. The average man has very 
little that he can do to influence his neighbors compared 
with the television set that they all sit and listen to 
and watch. So the indictment has to be leveled at those 
who have the power 'to manipulate public opinion. Not 
at those who are unfortunately often manipulated. 

KATHY MELCHER: You know, sitting here, listening to 
you. and watching you, after having read about your 
very reactionary actions back in the 60’s, I’m thinking 
of something that Harry Jones asked you and I want to 
ask you too. You’ve been called both a con man out 
for money and a Communist. You’re turning, off sounding 
alot to me, like a moderate, very moderate man in alot 
of respects, a kind of philosophy that alot of Americans 
could hook into. Are you a con man? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Maybe a little bit, just a little bit, 
because.they say that every successful salesman is and 
I’ve been a salesman of one kind or another most of 
my life. But if you want to say a con man that has 
profited from his endeavors, then no, I have not 
profited personally to the slightest degree in any of 
my political activities. 
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KATHY MELCHER ; Not even reaped the good feelings of 
seeing some of your things put into action? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Well, not yet, but I would like to 
one oi these days. 

JOHN PRICE; I wonder, did you choose the name from, you 
know, the Minutemen of 1776, that kind of thing? 

ROBERT DE PUGH ; No, we chose the name after John 
Kennedy gave a speech in which he said this nation needs 
an army of Minutemen. 

JOHN PRICE: Does the Minutemen exist now in any kind 
of semi-tormalized structure as it did in the 60*s when 
you were actively involved in leading it? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: It exists in a state of suspended 
animation. One might say that it does not exist, 
except that you cannot use that term in describing 
something that can be called back into existence on 
a moment's notice. 

JOHN PRICE : You're saying it's sort of lying there in 
a dormant state more-or-less? 

KATHY MELCHER: Sounds to me a little bit more like on 
alert. Ufo you pass information and exchange information 
among yourselv.es. I recall the statement that you came 
out with about the American revolutionary army and I'm 
curious to know as to whether, do you? 

ROBERT. DE PUGH: Yes, we have tried to keep the 
intelligence gathering arm of the Minutemen fairly active 
so that we can keep our fingers on the pulse of the 
political activity both in the left and in the right 
wings. 

KATHY MELCHER: What about the American Revolutionary 
Army? You said that it probably did not exist or you 
did not know of it. . . and that the person that kidnaped 
regiment.in Atlanta was (unintelligible) 

ROBERT DE PUGH: No, I don’t think there was any such 
organization in Georgia at that time. Over a period of 
years, I’ve known of two small groups that used that 
name, it's a kind of catchy name that everybody might 
think up on the spur-of-the-moment, you know, but I 
doubt seriously that there was any organization beyond 
the extent of two or three people. 
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KATHY MELCHER.; What about organizations like the 
Symbionese Liberation Army? We had no idea that that 
organization existed until,, well, the killings prior to 
the recent kidnaping and then the kidnaping of Patricia 
Hearst. How many organizations like that bent on 
violence, sort of that go back to the 60’s are there 
in existence in the United States?' 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Well, we have in our files probably four 
or ±-ive~ thousand. Some of them large and some small. 

Some of them active and some of them relatively 
inactive, but the number of organizations both on the 
left and on the right is very extensive, of course this 
is one part of the weakness of both the left and the 
right because both arms of the political spectrum are 
very fragmented among themselves and both the left wing 
and the right wing spend about as much time fighting 
within as without. 

JOHN PRICE: That's one thing that I suspect may be in the 
minds of a lot", of- people that if there is going to be a 
downfall of this country persay, that it is going to 
be the battle, the ideological battle between the left 
and right, because it has the potential for sowing 
the seeds of distrust and hate and fear. 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Well, this could be true either in 
the local sense of the word or in the international 
sense of the word. It really makes no difference 
to the ultimate outcome whether this is widespread 
anarchy or an international type of conflict. The 
ultimate end is going to be the same and it will be 
the end of civilization as we have known it whether 
or not the human species will survive> long enough to 
build a better world remains to be seen and something 
perhaps our great-grandchildren will have to worry about. 

KATHY MELCHER: Now, one time you talked about the 
possibilities of biological germ warfare. What do you 
think about it? Is there a definite possi'Mity now 
even more so than nuclear holocaust? 
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ROBERT DE PUGH: I think it has become a. greater 
possibility since this country has abandoned its offensive 
potential in biological warfare, we have surrendered 
the field, so to speak, to the Communists. Right 
today, the Communists, if they launched an atomic attack 
Against us, they could expect an atomic, attack in return. 
If they launched a biological warfare attack against 
us, we have nothing with which to retaliate, except 
nuclear weapons which our leaders would be very rdhictant 
to use in such a situation. 

JOHN PRICE : Do you feel are we any less militarily 
prepared on a broad scale now than we were in the 60’s? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Relatively speaking, we definitely 
are. The, for example, the comparison between the 
United States Navy arid the Navy of the Soviet Union, if 
you consider the number of ships, the age, the average 
age of the ships, I think about 70% of our navy is 25 
years old or more whereas only 10% of their navy is 
25 years old or more, so we assume that they’re using 
more modern weaponry, more sophisticated guidance 
systems and so forth. 

KATHY MELCHER: Do you have people abroad gathering 
intelligence? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: No, we are friendly with other right 
wing organizations in other nations with whom we exchange 
such information. 

KATHY MELCHER: What about the neo-Facist group? Are 
you with them at all? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: We maintain contact with them. We 
maintain contact with some very far left organizations. 
There are times when individuals within these different 
organizations may disagree politically and yet we think 
that each one may think the other is a very fine fellow 
personally and when there are times we can do each 
other favors, naturally, they feel it’s to their advantage 
to trade information or they wouldn’t do it, we feel 
it’s to our advantage to trade information or we 
wouldn’t do it, but occasionally a trade is made. 
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KATHY MELCHER: What's our greatest threat? Communist 
expansion or infiltration in our own United States 
government? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Well, the Communist expansion could 
not be much of a threat if it wasn’t for the infiltration 
into our own government. 

KATHY MELCHER : So our number one enemy may be the U.S. 
Government? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Those within the United States 
government who seek to destroy our government as a 
Constitutional Republic. 
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On Friday, March 8, 1974, KMBC Television, 
Channel 9, affiliated with ABC at 1:00 pm on the 
"Etcetera" program, Robert DePugh, head of the 
Minutemen organization was interviewed by telecasters 
Kathy Melcher and John Price. "Etcetera" is a daily 
panel discussion shown locally in the Kansas City 
area . 

The Minutemen is a paramilitary group 
organized in June, 1960 by Robert B. DePugh 
in Norborne, Missouri, as a resistance to the 
spread of communism in the United States by 
use of guerrilla tactics. DePugh was 
recently paroled after serving three years 
in a Federal penitentiary for violation of 
the Federal Firearms Act. 

The Patriotic Party has been the 
political arm of the Minutemen. 


The interview is as follows:

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KATHY MELCHER : "... 1960’s might be viewed as 

a period of political turmoil, riots, and demonstra¬ 
tions. Following the assassinations of John F. Kennedy, 
Martin Luther King and Robert F. Kennedy, the nation 
emerged in polarities ultra-left and ultra-right. 

Remember the 1964 election it was liberal Lyndon Johnson 
versus conservative Barry Goldwater and on the extremes 
of the political spectrum, the Weatherman on the left 
and the Minutemen on the right. In 1968 "Kansas City 
Star" reporter Harry Jones wrote a book entitled, 

"Minutemen", a serious book, it delved into the 
character of the group identifying it as anti-Communist, 
a dangerous underground army, building up large stores of 
arms, training themselves in'guerrilla warfare, believing 
the Government was being taken over by a communist 
conspiracy and so preparing for a patriotic rebellion 
against the United States Government. In 1969, the 
national leader of the Minutemen, Robert Bolivar 
DePugh was sentenced to prison for Federal Gun Law 
violations and bond jumping. Last Spring, DePugh 
was released. As for the Minutemen and their activities 
we’re no longer sure of what they’re up to and since his 
release from prison, Robert DePugh has intimated perhaps 
a change in strategy, perhaps of hope and realization of 
that organization’s goals. We want to talk about that 
.organization today because there are alot of conservative 
sympathizers in this country and because there is no 
one like Robert Bolivar DePugh. And that’s true, you 
were named after Simon Bolivar, the man who liberated, what, 
five south American countries? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Right. 

KATHY MELCHER: That’s interesting and that you, yourself, 
sort of . . 7 When did you come to political consciousness? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: So long ago that I can’t really remember 
when it was. I remember discussing my ideologies with 
my grandmother when I was in junior high, perhaps even 
before then. 

KATHY MELCHER: And even at that time, did she feel that 
there was a cpmraunist threat in the world? 
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ROBERT DE PUGH : She felt that it was developing and this 
was the threat that we would ultimately have to face after 
World War II. 

KATHY MELCHER : About World War II, what were your feelings 
about Hitler's facism and the kind of facism that was in 
Italy at the time? Do you feel that it was as dangerous 
as Communism or were they sort of equally dangerous? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : No, I felt that the ultimate danger 
lay in the .tremendous Asiatic block that Communism 
potentially represented. I felt that facism was a minor 
thing, really, in comparison when we accept the total 
problem over a span of several decades. I felt at that 
time that the United States perhaps made a mistake in 
destroying Germany so completely and therefore, 
weakening the barrier to further Communist expansion 
throughout the Eastern European countries. 

KATHY MELCHER : Then you think that facism the Germans 
that are Nazis and the Russians would have kept on 
fighting each other, maybe reached a stalemate, something 
like that? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: I think that probably in retrospect 
most people would,agree that that would happen, but 
prior to World War II, when very few were saying that, 
then we were considered ultra-right extremists. 

KATHY MELCHER: What prompted the founding of the 
Minutemen organization? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Well, after several years and alot c»f 
thought, alot of studying by those of us who were original 
in the forming of the organization, we reached a place 
where we felt that perhaps public opinion and politics 
no longer were- going to really serve that purpose in 
this country. In other words, we felt that the tide can 
no longer be turned by simple, political action and that 
if this was true, then ultimately, sooner or later, 
some more forceful means would be necessary. 
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KATHY MELCHER: Now by more forceful, what were the goals 
of the Minutemen when you first established the group? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Our original thinking was that there 
might come a time when a loyal government of the 
United States, a Constitutional Republic, representing 
the people would find itself in conflict with the 
Asiatic nations and that perhaps a civilian res JLS-tance 
movement could operate in cooperation with the lejc JLt±mate 
armed forces of this hat i on as the. y__ha.ve»4-n~ma.nv^ot her 
mnfcfritaaxy-ron^lri*^ ory. It was only after 

several years existence within the Minutemen that we 
gradually developed a feeling that perhaps many people in 
our own government were overly sympathetic to the 
Communist philosophy and we began to have doubts as to 
just whether or not our own government was going to 
properly defend this nation. 

KATHY MELCHER: Now by overly sympathetic, you weren’t 
exactly saying that there were perhaps people in Govern¬ 
ment who were Communist infiltrators or anything like 
that were you? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Well, I don’t think people can make 
a mistake all of the time and I think that we did have 
people in Government, perhaps we do have today who, 
through their actions over a period of years certainly 
give the appearance of being Communist infiltrators. 

Surely, Robert McNamara, for example, could have done a 
better job during the years that he was Secretary of 
Defense. My point of view is that he literally disarmed 
this country, and left us greatly weakened in the face 
of the greatest military threat that our nation has 
ever faced. Now this doesn’t necessarily mean that 
he is a deliberate Communist or a Communist sympathizer, but 
I think that he must have been very poorly advised when 
he kept Adam Armalenski (phonetic) as his chief 
assistant, a ,man who wrote in the yearbook of a Harvard 
school annual to the effect that he hoped Communism 
would succeed in surrplanting the form of government and 
whose parents have long history of Communist affiliation. 

Now if I had a very key position in government, and if 
I were not overly sympathetic to Communism, I think I 
could find a more dependable man than Adam Armalenski 
was to serve as ray principle assistant. 
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ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH 


KATHY MELCHER : It’s interesting, you were quoted 
as saying that Lyndon Johnson was a Communist, himself. 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Well I think I must have been misquoted, 
because I certainly don’t remember making such a statement. 

KATHY MELCHER : What are your feelings about Lyndon Johnson 
with regard t'o Communism? Do you think that he was 
overly sympathetic? 

ROBERT DE PUGH : Well in retrospect again, in comparing 
him with the Kennedy’s for example, Lyndon Johnson seems 
like a pretty good right-winger, you know. ,At least, he 
did maintain, I would say, a strong military stand. I 
think that he did the best he could under the circumstances. 
I would also be inclined to think that he was a political 
opportunist in some respects, but most politicians will 
qualify for that too. 

KATHY MELCHER : What‘ about the Kennedy’s? 

ROBERT DE PUGH: Well, it’s hard for me to reconcile 
the more recent statements and actions by some of the 
Kennedy’s with the position that John Kennedy took, for 
example, when he was in Congress or that Bob Kennedy 
took when he was an assistant to Joe McCarthy, the 
infamous right-winger, but I understand that at one 
time at a banquet, where Joe McCarthy was the guest of 
honor, the host insulted Senator McCarthy and Bob Kennedy 
was so affronted that he got up and walked out. Now 
this is the early history of the Kennedy clan and as I 
say, it’s hard to reconcile some of the statements that 
John F. Kennedy made as a Congressman with the abrupt 
betrayal, I would say, of the Cuban refugees who were 
attempting to retake their homeland at the Bay of Pigs 
invasion or with the statement made by Bob Kennedy at one 
time that we should send blood to the Viet Cong. All 
with the tenacity that Ted Kennedy seems to show to 
consistently take an anti position with any of his 
fellow people in Government that are strongly desirous of' 
maintaining a military power, maintaining the United 
States as a military power.

The value of this book 
lies in the fact that* Carroll Quigley was for many years a member of that 
"elite" segment of our society that consider themselves above the laws' and 
morals xrtiich regulate we common human beings. Throughout this 1,348 page 
book, the perceptive reader will find numerous,bits of information that 
explain the inner workings of the conspiracy and the. kind of thinking which 
Is exercised by those people who consider themselves part of the "elite". 

This is not easy reading but it is perhaps, essential reading' for those who 
consider themselves in depth students of the conspiracy.

The Minutemen is, a paramilitary group, 
organized in June I960, by ROBERT B. 

DE PUGH in Norborne, Missouri, as a 
resistance to the spread of communism 
> in the United States by use of guerrilla 

tactics, DE PUGH was recently paroled 
after serving three years in a Federal 
penitentiary for violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. 

The -Patriotic Party has been the political 
arm of the Minutemen, 

MINUTEMEN ACTIVITIES . 

ROBERT DE PUGH, national coordinator of the 
Minutemen organization,, has written a book entitled 
"Can You Survive", which he described as a guideline 
for resistance to tyranny for you and your family. 

This book is published by the Noontide Press, PO Box 
76062 , Los Angeles, California 90005., copyrighted 1973. 

The first printing .was in October 1973 . The book has* 
'Library of Congress catalog car<l number 73-89738. 

In the book, DE PUGH states that many books on 
the general subject of survival have been written, however, 
'they are of very little value for a person who has been 
forced to keep himself hidden in a remote area .for months 
or perhaps years. Also to modern patriots, the word 
survival takes on a broader meaning. 
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"We must consider, not only physical survival, 
But economic survival and most important of 
all, philosophical survival. This book will 
consider survival of all three types and the 
many problems involved, 

"In considering subjects so diverse, an 
inquiry is justified as to the credentials 
of the author. 


"Regarding physical survival, I have had 
the usual U. S. Army training in survival 
techniques and I've read dozens of books on 
the subject. Most instructive of all were 
the seventeen months during which I evaded an 
all-out manhunt, by law enforcement authorities, 
federal, state ana local. About one year of 
this time v&s spent in wilderness areas -.of 
the United States. This included part of 
one bitter cold winter hear 12,000 feet 
elevation in the mountains of Colorado and 


part of one summer /in the biasing hot desert 
of south central Mew Mexico. It was during 
this time that I developed severe doubts 
as to the value of most books that have been 
written on the subject of wilderness survival." 


"My political beliefs today are almost 
exactly the same as they were thirty years 
ago. Wien I lived in poverty they did not 
change. >7hen I was wealthy, they did not 
change. Through four utterly demoralizing 
court trials , they di‘d net change--not even 
when those I had befriended took the witness 
stand and testified against me. During four 
yeaf3 in prison,, including one long, lonely 
year in solitary confinement, there was not 
one single, instant in vhich I doubted the justice 
of ray 'cause, I have had some experience also, 

•in philosophical survival." 
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"In order to assemble this book in about 
thirty days time, it has been necessary for 
me to draw extensively on articles that I had 
written in the past, and from various Minutenen 
bulletins and publications. I have quoted 
extensively from other authors, scr-eti7n.es 
critically and often with favor. In doing 
so; I have deliberately referred to certain 
'books that have been widely read by American 
conservatives so as to evaluate the advice 
they contain in the light of my own experiences.” 

In Chapter 3 of the book, entitled "Big Brother 
is Here", it states as follows: 

"The enemies of America have already 
penetrated deeply into our federal government 
and many state governments. Should the -time 
corse that they attempt a complete authori- 
■ tarian occupation of these United States, 

•they might easily begin’ by finding soine excuse . 
to declare martial law.” 

Chapter 10, which is entitled 1 "If You'ret * 
Arrested", includes,,the following: 

* „ { 

"The code or conduct for American fighting 
men states that when captured, it is the duty 
of each combatant to attempt an escaos which 
will permit him to rejoin his own forces - and 
thus again be able personally to participate 
in further offensive action, against the enemy. 
American patriots must assume a similar. ■ 
attitude. V/e must new allow our enemies to 
keep us inactive, either by frightening us 
into such inactivity or by propagandising 
us to the belief that such activity is not 
worth the danger involved. • . . 
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"During the last decade we ha%’e seen a 
sizable number of American patriots arrested . 
and imprisoned because of their willingness 
to .'defend their own. beliefs and prepare 
sincerely for a defense of our American 
heritage. »ve must assume that such, arrests 
.and imprisonments will occur even more 
frequently in the years immediately ahead. 

When a person is arrested and imprisoned 
for participation in seme patriotic cause, 
the first thing to realize is this: 

Imprisonment does hot put an end to your 
usefulness. There is always some small way 
in which you can help, contribute to.the causa 
c£ freedom even under the meet adverse circum¬ 
stances. You have a moral duty to co so, 
Imprisonment does not mean that for you the 
fight is over. A realization of this fact will 
considerably reduce the ‘damage to your morale 
,if and when such an event should occur. ; 

"The imprisoned patriot, like the captured 
soldier, should never cease in hi3 efforts to 
gain his freedom again. It must be remembered 
however, that the circumstances cf a political 
prisoner are much different from those of a 
military combatant that may be captured by an 
enemy military force. To the captured soldier, 
escape is the only possible way of returning to 
friendly forces before the end of hostilities. 
For the political prisoner, other alternatives 
are available. For so long as a bureaucratic 
dictatorship wishes to maintain the facade’ of a 
legitimate government, it is necessary for then 
to keep up some pretext of a fair and equitable 
system of justice. !!ake no mistakes about it, 
the United States Department of Justice now has 
the power to imprison any- ordinary citizen they 
may choose and keep that person-imprisoned for 
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the rest of his life no matter how law abiding 
he night be.. This dees not mean, however, 
that the alternatives of a legal defense are 
hopeless for even the ,nost outspoken political 
prisoner. When a prisoner fights his case,long 
enough and. hard enough through the courts, / 
the Department of Justice may eventually 
decide that his further imprisonment is not 
worth the further* publicity involved." 

Chapter 16 is entitled "Resistance Warfare", and 
is taken from Amy field manual 31-31 entitled "Guerrilla 
Warfare and Special Forces Operations." 

In Chapter 18, which is entitled "Some Final 
Thoughts on Survival", it states the following article 
appeared in the 1966 issue of "On Target": 

"As I read it again, seven years later, 
there is little I would change."

: This chapter makes specific recommendations to the 
patriot who is thinking of buying one or more guns for family 
protection, of survival. De Pugh states that once again, this ' 
is meant for, the reader having little experience with firearms 
This chapter 3ets forth the following: 

"It’s true that the .22 lacks the *shock* 
effect of a more powerful cartridge, but this 
is largely compensated for by the ease of 
putting a well.plccea shot into heart or 
brain. When needed a second well aimed shot 
can be fired quicker frcia a .22 than from 
a more powerful weapon. 
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"As a deadly weapon, their effect can be 
greatly increased by 'using hollow point bullets fired 
with poison.’ If needed, the hole in the point 
can be opened up further with a snail drill. 

Sodiuza or potassium cyanide are two fast acting 
and easily obtainable poisons. Pharmacists or 
*medical doctors will have ready access to 
succinyl choline or tubocurarine which are 
excellent when used in powdered form. If nothing 
bettor is available ordinary household lye "

"Most American patriots agree that the 
situation is going from bad to worse but 
there the agreement ends. Some foresee a long 
continued runav&v inflation. Others expect 
a severe depression to occur soon. Some 
anticipate race riots and revolution from within; 
others fear a surprise attack by foreign 
nations. Some anticipate an existence of 
chaos and anarchy while others anticipate 
future Americans living under oppressive 
dictatorial government control.

"We.all despise those traitorous government 
bureaucrats * who are deliberate attempting to 
sell our nation out to the enemy.

Since ve have been given a couple months delay in the increased 
postage rate I ; ll take advantage of this respite to send another form 
letter to many of my close friends that;.I cannot find time to write per¬ 
sonally half as often as I would like to. 


First of all, I must apologize once more for the long delay in the 
publication of. Beyond the Iron Mask. It takes a long time to set the 
type and arrange paging on a 420 page book. Part of the fault has been 
mine because we have mailed the proof copies back and forth several 
times for me to read these proofs. -Because I have been so busy with other 
activities, I have not always sent them back as quickly as I should have. 


The proofs have now been given a final approval and the book is paged 
up ready for printing. Cur publishers tell us that the actual printing 
will take about three weeks and then this material must be sent to the 
bindery which will require about two weeks longer. Once bound it will 
probably take a week for these to be shipped to Norborne from the bindery 
near Detroit, Michigan. All told, I guess it will be another six weeks 
before we will have them to actually send out to you. We expect to have 
the new Directory of Patriotic Organizations about this same time and I 
hope we can ship both copies together to those who have ordered both— we 
need to save postage any >place we can. 

We are now caught up with our production of VitaVim tablets and 
Minutemen Survival Tabs and are now shipping out orders the same day they 
are received. •

'Nowadays., most chemicals, pharmaceuticals and many wholesale food items 
v require a continuous search to buy even minimum quantities.

At'the manufacturing level', most vitamins are. customarily sold in 
■ 100 kilo drums and a manufacturer would ordinarily refuse to sell part 

of a drum under any circumstances. Recently, I phoned one of the lar¬

■ drums. The man on their order desk simply laughed and said, "Sorry, we 
don*t have two hundred'kilos of vitamin C in o'ur entire warehouse."

Under these circumstances most 'purchases must be made by telephone

to have its credit checked or even take time to send a certified check

... in this manner, Biolab Corporation has done all of the purchasing so far 
for-the VIVA Company. This leads us *to our,, second problem.

advised me that if we are 'not very careful the IRS might choose - not to 
recognize VIVA as. a separate tax entity from Biolab Corporation.' This 
.could'result in paying two different taxes on ( the same profit and possi¬ 
bly even a third t£x when the investors try to bake some of their, profit 
‘out of the company for their own use. This problem,would not have 
•arisen except for the unusual business and economic- crisis that our 
nation faces at-this time and needless to-say; it would not be a-problem 
except for the fact that VIVA has proven to be „an exceptionally profitable

To avoid any possibility of double taxation; our attorneys have 
suggested that we should do three .thing's: (1) Make it a matter - of 
record that VIVA Company - is acting as a partnership - prior to the time 
of final incorporation, (2) File a certificate of limited partnership 
with the County Recorders office as, soon as possible and (3) Minimize 
further purchases of, VIVA Company .'supplies through the. Biolab Corpora¬

■ Getting taxed once on our honestly made profits is bad enough and 
getting taxed twice is something we will all want "to"avoid. I. have 
therefore asked our attorneys to draw up a suitable, certificate of 
limited partnership and a copy will be- sent to you for your signature 
within the next few days. One thing that-does make this troublesome is 
the fact that.each-partner 1 s signature must be notarized. I hope that 
you will arrange to have this done and return the certificates to me as 
soon as possible. This will not effect bur ultimate objective and will, 
•not influence the number of shares which you will ultimately own when 
VIVA is recognized as a separate corporation. '

A few weeks ago I wrote to you'that VIVA now had all the working 
capital we could use effectively. Under normal circumstances this 
would still be true today but I believe that it will be wise for us to 
maintain a greafter than normal supply of raw materials on hand. This . 
will be especially true if VIVA must order these products directly, and 
In view of the rapidly increasing costs of such material. 

■ ■- ... . 

Frankly, I have been surprised at the rapid increase in the whole¬ 
sale level of many- food and drug products these past few months. For > 
example, the price of coconut oil increased four hundred percent during 
1973 and in February of this year the Philippine government placed an ■ 
additional 107. export tax on coconut oil'. Soybean oil has increased 61% 
since January 1st of this- year and the wholesale price of cane sugar has 
increased 81-percent. If some of'the people who invested in silver last, 
year had invested in sugar, coconut oil or vitamin C their profits would 
have been greater than has been the case of silver and furthermore, they 
would have a commodity on hand which they can. sell any day of x the week 
without, paying any brokerage fee to do so. .

•I must admit that the fast increase in sugar prices caught me by. 
surprise. I had been watching, the sugar market and had made inquiries 
as to future availability. From what I -was told a- few months ago, I 
feel certain that the "sugar- shortage" must be at least ,in part contrived.% 
The supply-demand ratio simply'does not justify such a rapid increase in 
wholesale sugar prices." It is interesting to note that' this rapid.increase 
takes place at a time when Mr. Kissinger is promoting the idea of renewed 
-trade -vith-Cuba. • No-doubt the”pro-cdmmuni'sts will soon be trying to 
'convince the average American housewife that recognition of Castro will 
reduce the price she must pay for sugar at. the grocery store.' ^ 

During the time that sugar prices have increased by 70 percent, the - 
price of milk solids has increased by only 20 percent. I have reason to 
believe however, that the price of'milk solids is going to-go up very 
fast during the next few months. Two of the three major suppliers of 
this -product are no longer selling to industrial accounts as -they can 
make more money selling their limited supplies under their ; own brand 
name. An executive with our present 1 supplier tells me that, they ex¬ 
pect the situation to be very tight during the latter "part of this year. 

In fact, he has advised" me (wisely, I believe) to purchase, all that .we. 
expect to use this entire year before the last of April. To do this we 
will have- to buy in carload lots of 40,000 pounds each. ’ The present 
price of dried milk is 76$' per .pound' -so we are talking about purchases’ 
in excess of $30,00,0.00. '

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>As, to future-prospects,- I think we can expect rapidly increasing 
sales of both Survival Tabs and VitaVim tablets.' Most of our sales so 
far h'ave come from one' original mailing of sales literature plus per¬ 
sonal contact by individual patriots. Only during the past few days 
have "bur Survival Tab advertisement's appeared in the American Mercury, 

Tax Strike News, True Mews and several other publications. Only one 
other organization (Sons of Liberty) has really made a fu.ll- sales 
effort on behalf of the Survival Tabs- and the results they have ob- 
sj^tained have been extremely good. The articles and ads which they have 
placed in their publication, Christian Vanguard, are bringing*in* 
seyeral orders every day and the, commission check which ,1 sent to 
them this month exceeded $700.00. As we begin to feel the response 
from all these other advertisements the sale of Survival Tabs should 
increase,considerably. ' > • 

Increasing cost of raw materials have.forced us to raise the price 
of Minutemen Survival Tabs from $5.00 to $6.50 and as these raw material- 
prices continue to increase, additional future price increases will be 
required. I do not - anticipate that this will be any real problem. Most ‘ 
of a one hundred, bottle; order to Arizona was'recently sold at a gun show 
there for $10.50 per bottle. We have market tested this product in 
sporting goods store's at $9.50 per bottle without noticing any sales re- 
. sistance to this price^ The $6.50 price at which-we are now selling to 
our fellow patriots is in effect a wholesale price and we-can raise it 
when necessary to maintain a reasonable profit margin. 

As .you may- have noticed, most of the advertising so far has been- for- 
the Minutemen Survival Tabs.' The VitaVim tablets have received compara¬ 
tively small attention but even so,, they are selling dollar for dollar . 
in equal volume to the Survival Tabs. I have no doubt that - both our sales 
and profits on VitaVim tablets will increase greatly as we begin to give, 
this product additional advertising and sal,es effort. 

. ‘ Many of the raw materials which I have been stockpiling are not 
used in either of the two products we nqw offer for sale. They are 
ingredients which we expect to use in additional .products.that we will 
market in the near future. ' • 

- Last September, I placed orders for-Rutin with every major supplier 
of this vitamin-product, and it was absolutely unavailable. In February, 
five months later T received word that one of these companies had 100 kilo 
which 'they would sell at $19.00 per kilo,. Without hesitation I purchased 
the entire amount and I have already had .opportunity to sell part of this 
Rutin at almost'twice, the price we-paid for it. 

Such are the problems that we now face— problems that can be' turned 
into opportunities by careful planning and hard work. 



Within the next few weeks I will be sending you additional informa* 
about the new products which we-will soon be adding to the VIVA 
•any line.

The liberal news media, during'these past few weeks, has greatly stepped up 

j its anti-gun propaganda. Hardly a major magazine or newspaper has failed to 

1 carry one or more articles-condemning the private ownership of hand guns. 

Columnists and editorial writers look for every possible excuse to bring the * ,■ . 

! gun issue to the subject matter of.their articles.

There* is no doubt that the liberals are looking forward to a great victory 
in the coming congressional elections and they are hoping that this will give 
them the opportunity to outlaw the private, ownership of hand guns entirely. 

This is one issue oh which all conservative organizations should agree but* * 
many patriotic organizations' seem afraid to meet this issue head on. ‘ • 

One patriotic organization,'"The National Association to Keep and Bebr Arms", 
has specialized in this particular part of our fight: Through their excellent 
publication, "The Armed Citizen" 1 they have given other patriots the type ,of - 
material “which*can be used effectively to counteract anti-gun. propaganda. 

Now, I*m sorry* to say, there has been a bad- split within' the leadership 
of this organization. The editor of their newspaper, Dave Tutweiler, has 
recently resigned and, the Board of Directors which is supposed to include nine . 
individuals is now down to fqur. At a time when this, organization ,should: be , * 

operating at peak'efficiency, it is handicapped by divisions of opinion and a 
loss of some of its most valuable ^directors. * , „ 

Another tragic division within the patriotic movement involves the'American ’ 
.Party and', the American Independent Party. For all practical purposes, these two - 
groups were once the same thing. In 1963' both names were used in support of 
. George Wallace and in 1972, both names were used in support. of John Schmitz., 

Now Tom Anderson JLs considered the National Chairman of the .American Party and*' 
Bill Shearer is considered the National Chairman of the American Independent 
Party. Both groups spend far too much time throwing bricks at each other instead 
of. concentrating their efforts against their common enemies. - 

Today there are countless millions of'Americans that are thoroughly disillu¬ 
sioned with both the Democrat and Republican parties. The opportunities for a ' 

third party movement have never been greater but according to the reports that 
I'receive, both'the AP and AIP are gradually losing strength when'they should 
be growing rapidly. Here again we have a tragic example of the results that can j , 

- be expected when'patriots fight among,themselves. -

'Since my release from prison, a great many people have asked me to take sides 
in this quarrel and to lend my support to one group or the other. I have not 
done so and I do not intend to do so. Surely, when the need for unity is so des¬ 
perate,* the participants in this argument .can arid should find a means of resolv- 
ing their differences and working -together as a united third party movement.

The movement focuses its initial attention on the spreading of the 
attitudes and beliefs of the early members of the movement to greater 
portions of the population, thereby, turning discontent into disaffection 
and willingness to participate in resistance activities. 


Small groups then begin to live and work within the dissident 
order and gradually organize into underground elements that conduct 
covert activities to support the resistance movement. ' , 

The factors which inspire a resistance movement may arise interiially 
in an area or country, or they may be created or assisted by 1 out-of-coun¬ 
try* elements which desire to sponsor the movement for their own cause. 
Often another country will lend support to a local resistance movement 
and attempt to control the movement to further its own aims. 

' As elements of the population begin to froup together for covert 
underground operations, the organization of the resistance movement is 
born. Thereafter, as the size of the movement grows, the organization 
develops along clearer and clearer lines. The organization of a resis¬ 
tance force differs from a regular force in thatTit is developed for a 
specific purpose, for specific terrain, and to combat a specific enemy. 

As the purpose, terrain, and enemy differ, the organization will vary. 


The overt guerrilla arm of the resistance movement may vary from 
small groups to large paramilitary units of division or larger size with 
extensive support organizations. Large organizations normally include 
elements for combat, intelligence and counterintelligence, population 
control, and logistic support. . - 

In the advanced stages, guerrilla forces may consist of a regular 
army, regional troops,.and the popular, forces. The distinctions between 
these forces arc based on differences in training, equipment, and mission.

Covert resistance activities normally conducted by the underground 
may include espionage, sabotage, dissemination of propaganda and rumors, 
delaying or misdirecting orders,.issuing false or misleading orders or 
reports of assassination, extortion’ blackmail, theft, counterfeiting, 
and identifying individuals for terroristic attack. 

.The_terroristic element of a resistance movement is normally a part 
•of*the-underground organization. While terrorism will not normally be 
used extensively unless necessary, the maintenance of support for the 
resistance movement will normally dictate its employment.

,! intimidation of the civilian population. It is used both “to coerce indi- 
vidual^s to actively support the movement and to force individuals, to

Since the neutral majority of the population is a prime target 
for counterguerrilla propaganda, the resistance movement will often use 
terroristic measures to ensure that it does not become aligned with the 
forces countering the resistance movement. 


Under the Geneva Conventions, a guerrilla may, in time of war, have 
legal status. When he is captured, he is entitled to the same- treatment 
as a regular prisoner of war if he: -

Sabotage is used to attack the enemy's war waging potential. When 
conducted under a well-organized plan and on a large scale-, it becomes 
one of the guerrilla force's most effective weapons. Sabotage may be 
conducted by the overt guerrilla force, the supporting underground, or by 
sympathetic civilian supporters. In a short time, it is capable of pro¬ 
ducing a marked degree of material and moral disintegration. Its scope 
and application, in relation to both objectives and areas are almost un¬ 
limited. Industry, government, administrative offices, power sources, 
materials, transportation, puoiic services, agricultural production, and 
communication agencies are examples of possible objectives. Methods and 
means used>by the guerrilla force may vary from very common to the most 
unusual. Destruction or removal of cables, machinery, and rails are 
common forms of sabotage,. Explosives in the form of bombs or charges are 
widely used to destroy buildings, bridges, and road beds. 
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1. The^first rule of.^pferrilla warfare is to dispen^^with any rule or- 
set of rules which results in routine or predictable activity. Any tlm$ 
the enemy commander can anticipate what the -guerrilla band will do next, 
he can lay a trap by which^ his superiority of numbers and equipment may 
be brought to bear upon them with devastating effect. 


2. Military action by guerrilla bands cannot achieve maximum effect 
unless intelligence and security capabilities are developed to an equal 
degree of perfection, principally through the cooperation of friendly nori- 

• combatants. #

3. Propaganda warfare is one of the guerrillas most effective weapons. 

It must be waged continuously to demoralize the-enemy, enlist support of 
-the-civilian population, and to justify the existence and actions of the 
guerrilla bands.

4. Each member of the underground movement must be rendered immune to'the 
enemy's propaganda by continuous counter-propaganda. They must realize 

11' that the enemy is certain to spread lies about their leaders, to try'and 
[ break the band up by encouraging petty jealousies and dissensions, to 
make them ffeel .their fight is hopeless, to encourage them to get on the 
’j winning side, to offer mercy and rewards to those who voluntarily surren¬ 
der. Most of all, enemy propaganda will be aimed at destroying the indi¬ 
vidual organization member's faith in the honesty, capability and true

, 5. Surprise is the main element of successful guerrilla warfare. No 
matter how vigilant the enemy may be there will be tines your band can 
take him by surprise.

10, Guerrillas must always fight at a time and place of their own 
choosing, never at a time or place of the enemy's choosing. 



11. Before any raid on enemy troops or installations the guerrilla 
leader must obtain complete and accurate intelligence on the number of 
the enemy on hand, the number near enough to be called on for assistance, 
amount and type of enemy armament, location of sentries, scouts or pro¬ 
tective patrols and all other information that will effect the planning 
or conduct of the raid. 

12. All raids against the enemy must be exactly planned and carefully 

rehearsed. It is often desirable to draw a miniature copy of the enemy 
installation so that all members of the raiding party can play out their 
respective duties several times to make sure they do not forget or become 
confused in the heat of battle. ! ■ t .

13. Everything-that could possibly go wrong must beianticipated and al¬ 
ternate plans made to cope with any Eventuality. '

enemy stunned at least long eneough for them to make a safe retreat.

16. So long as friendly forces of the conventional military are able to 

retain their offensive potential it is expedient for guerrilla forces to 
coordinate their activities with such friendly troops. ■ .

17. Guerrilla bands must always move in secret - their whereabouts must 
always be hidden from the civilian population as well as from enemy troops. 

18. When possible always attack the enemy at places which are distant from 
centers of population as this will reduce the possibility of his making 
reprisals against friendly civilians.

19. If a lone enepy soldier .is way-laid in the city or suburbs, it is best 
to carry his body away where it can be buried and the grave camouflaged 

so his commander will know whether he has been killed or has deserted. 

Take his uniform and hide it carefully where it can be later retrieved.

20. Guerrillas must always operate in-their home territory where they 
have intimate knowledge of their surroundings. If driven from their own 
territory by a superior enemy force they should return as soon as'they

.21, Guerrillas must make every effort to stay friendly-with any civilian 
population in their territory as the civilians may be their best source 
of food, other supplies, or valuable information about nearby enemy forces.

their wounded. This hide-out may be in some large forest or mountainous

-and-be ready -to move quickly and quiet-ly to- another -prepared location in 
case their main headquarters is discovered.

24.. To operate successfully over long periods of time, the guerrilla band 

must have plenty of space in which to maneuver - preferrably a large 
enough area that the enemy is incapable of covering all ofi it. with anti- I.

,25. Guerrilla activity is most suitably conducted in mountains, swamp 
and other types of terrain that are inaccessible to tanks, large gun ( s and 
mechanized forces but with proper strategy at least some guerrilla acti¬ 
vity can be suited to almost any type area—even large cities. Further¬ 
more, due to the widespread use of light weight weapons such as the 
bazooka and recoilless rifle, it must be expected that mountains will 
provide somewhat less protection to guerrillas in future wars than they' 
have in the past. Therefore, it is essential that underground activity 
be directed against the enemy under every possible condition and over the 
widest possible area so as to prevent his concentrating his forces_ for 
a complete ’mop-up* operation in any one district. 

26., Due to their superior forces, the enemy may make several mistakes 
and still fight effectively. For the guerrilla band a single mistake may 
lead to complete annihilation. Therefore every band activity must be con- 
•ducted with extreme caution and complete secrecy. 

27, - Guerrilla forces cannot ordinarily afford to take prisoners. If you 
are-lucky enough'to capture a high-ranking officer or part official he 

may be held for ransom or as a hostage to guarantee against extreme brutal¬ 
ity by the enemy or reprisals by the enemy against the civilian popula¬ 
tion. With extreme caution he may be traded for guerrillas held prisoner 
by the enemy.

28, Guerrillas must be extremely tidy housekeepers. Garbage thrown out 
around camp may attract birds which in turn may alert the enemy. A tin 
can, carelessly tossed aside may catch the sun just right to be seen by 
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a scouting plane. VJhithe march a* broken branchO a thoughtlessly 
dropped match cover may give your presence away to the enemy who could •, 
radio ahead to set up an ambush. I . 

29. Each member of the band must be constantly alert that his own ac¬ 
tion does not give away the guerrilla position to the enemy. Even cigar¬ 
ette smoke can give away, the sentries position to a quietly approaching 
enemy scout. On a dark night the glow of a cigarette can be seen for 300 
yards. With a good pair of binoculars it can be seen for a mile. 

30. A single careless or obstinate member must be allowed to endanger 
the lives of the other members of the band. 

•31. Guerrilla forces cannot afford defeat and are poorly equipped to 
•care for casualties. Therefore, action'against the enemy must be taken 
only under such conditions as insure maximum opportunity for success. 

32. Before any action is taken against the enemy one or more clear paths 
of retreat must be assured.

33. If a guerrilla is killed in action other members of the band should 

try to take his body with them as they retreat. It will become very de¬ 
moralizing to the enemy if he is constantly aware of his own casualties 
but sees no evidence of guerrilla losses. ,

34. If a member of the guerrilla band is wounded then the other members 

must carry him away at all costs—even at the risk of own lives. : This 
is essential both for the. morai of the band but to make certain the 
fallen guerrilla is not tortured into revealing the identity cf his ■ ,

35. Guerrilla forces seldom attempt to occupy territory in the usual 
sense. Instead they seek to dominate the territory by continuous raids, 
ambushes and harassment of enemy troops to such an extent that continued 
occupation by enemy forces is no longer worth the price they must pay. 

36. Success in guerrilla warfare depends largely* on superior mobility. 

37. Close cooperation between different bands is seldom required and may 
be- undesirable. Therefore it is more important that communication be¬ 
tween bands be secure than that it be fast.

38. Each guerrilla band is responsible for its own actions,and bears the 

pain of its own mistakes without drawing other baftds into any calamity 
that may befall it. ,

39. Wien anti-guerrilla activity becomes very intense, large bands should 
disperse into a number of small bands that can hide easier, move faster 
and can filter through enemy lines with less risk of detection.

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General Rules for Guerri '.a Warfare 
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40. There :is a big dilrerence between sabotage and wanton destruction... 
All guerrilla activities must be conducted so as to cause minimal damage 
to provate property. 1 




41 Hit-or-miss sabotage is not nearly as effective as coordinated 
sabotage that strikes systematically at some few essential industries or 
activities vital to the enemy at that particular time. 


42. Targets for raids and sabotage must be carefully selected to achieve 
maximum damage to the enemy with least risk to the guerrilla band. If 
the enemy has an abundance of guns but is low in ammo then burn his ammo 
warehouses.

43. Each military action against the enemy must be planned in such a 
manner that the amount of ammunition and supplies captured are at least 
enough to' replenish the amount expended in that action. 


44. Both offensive and defensive guerrilla activity is vitally dependent 

upon accurate knowledge of the enemy’s strength, location, movement and 
so far-as possible, his intentions which is usually best obtained first 
hand by guerrilla scouts. i !

45. In -the event that troops have settled down in the guerrilla area 
for a long and routine occupation, efforts should be made to determine 
whether or not they are completely loyal to the foreign ideology before 
antagonizing a possible potential ally. 

46. The guerrilla must be continuously imagining himself in the shoes of 
•his enemy. He must get to know how the enemy is likely to react in any 
given situation. He must be able to guess what the enemy commander will 
expect his band to do next. In this way he can often anticipate what 
.the enemy will do. By then acting in some totally unexpected manner he 
can continuously catch the enemy in a series of embarrassing situations. 

47. Guerrilla forces must remain widely dispersed throughout the entire 
area of enemy occupation. They must -never accumulate in large numbers 
in a given area that the enemy can surround and eventually starve them 
out or gradually close in on them,

48. ’Guerrilla forces must be always alert to possible anti-guerrilla 

. action that may be taken against’them and constantly prepared to take 
suitable evasion adtion. ' 

49. The guerrilla bands most essential function is to guarantee its own 
continuation. The very existence of the guerrilla band requires the 
enemy to guard against them and in so doing they are drained of manpower, 
supplies and equipment which the enemy be'needing badly in some other area. 

Clear-cut victory is seldom possible either with or against guerrilla

Putting anything underground should be compared to putting it under 

jwater. Water in the ground, which might come from rain or melting snow, 
'will seep, with pressure, into anything that is not one-hundred per cent 
water-tight. Any water in the ground will seek the course of least re¬ 
sistance, and this will be around and into your cache if it is not proper¬ 
ly prepared. 

I 1 A good cache can be made from a 55 gal. drum which has a clamp on 

,.lid. This drum should be in good condition with no holes or dents. The 
drum must be painted inside and out, when this is dry it is then'coated 
on the outside with roofing tar or pitch. Next the bott.om of the drum 
is. covered with 4 plys of polyethylene plastic and tied tightly with TV 
guy wire about one third up the drum. To cover the sides, heavy tar 
paper is used, - one and a half wraps of it are strapped tightly to the 
•drum with wire. At least a one inch space is allowed at the top so that 
the lid and strap can be put on. This tar paper wrap must be sealed 
with pitch or roofing repair tar, which is a very heavy compound. 



. After the drum is in the hole and the material in the drum, the . 
lid and strap are put on. The lid and strap, of course, must be painted 
and tarred. Next the -lid is covered with-4 plys of plastic and strapped 
tightly to the drum about one quarter the way down the side of the drum. 
The hole is filled to the point where the plastic starts, then a A x 4 
section of wood or cement is put over the lid. ^The hole is then covered, 
and camouflaged. , 

All caches must be placed in areas that will not be developed soon, 
or found by campers, hunters, etc.

All items in the cache must.be greased and wrapped in plastic which 
.in turn must be sealed with tar for at least two or three wraps. 


* 



To remove moisture from the cache, chemicals like calcium chloride 
or copper sulfite should be put into a two quart jar which has a wire 
loop on it. This placed, without its lid, at the bottom of the drum. 

If this cache is prepared properly, there is no reason why it 
couldn't last at least five years.

Ammonium nitrate is a common fertilizer used on farms throughout 
the United States and most foreign countries < It is readily available 
from farm agencies, general stores, fertilizer companies, etc., inmost 
farming communities. 


Most people know that ammonium nitrate can be used as the basis 
for various high explosive mixtures. Little information has been avail¬ 
able as to the best proportion, uses and means of detonating these mixtures. 

i 4 i 

Depending on the method of manufacture, ammonium nitrate may occur 
as flakes, irregular grains, small crystals or small round 'prills'. Any 
of these can be used but prilled ammonium nitrate is the most efficient. 
Fortunately, the prilled type is also the most common. 

Explosive mixtures may be made by mixing ammonium nitrate with such 
organic compounds as fuel oil, powdered coal', lamp black, etc. It's quite 
possible that powdered sugar, starch, and many similar compounds could 
also be. used but further experimentation is needed. Ammonium, nitrate it¬ 
self is-extremely difficult to detonate. , 

, f » I 1 

, , iThe, most common and probably the best all around mixture consists 

of 94% prilled ammonium nitrate and 6% fuel- oil. In this case the term 
fuel oil can include No. 2 diesel fuel, kerosene, light lubricating oil, 
etc. The only requirements are that it be, thin enough to be readily ) 
absorbed by the rather porous prills of ammonium nitrate and on the other 
hand, it must not be so volatile as to evaporate easily.

The amount of fuel oil can vary from 2% to 13% and the mixture 
will still explode provided that a strong detonater is used. Maximum ex¬ 
plosive force is achieved between 5% and 6%. These percentages are fig¬ 
ured be weight. Presumably the best percentage of lamp black or finely 
powdered coal would be approximately the same. 

Because these mixtures are comparatively insensitive they all 
require a rather strong explosive to start, the detonation. In nearly all 
cases a one pound stick (2x8 in.) of 60% dynamite will .suffice. The 
dynamite itself must, of course, be detonated by a suitable blasting cap. 

One stick of 40% dynamite does not have enough power to detonate an am¬ 
monium nitrate-fuel mixture reliably. If this is all that is available, 
three sticks tied together should be used. 

The shape as well as the size of detonater has an effect. For , 
example, if an eight inch stick of dynamite is cut into two four inch 
pieces and these are tied together it effectively decreases the length 
and increases the diameter of the detonating charge. This will increase 
its reliability over that achieved by a single eight inch stick. 

Several other factors effect the efficiency of AN-FO (ammonium 
nitrate-fuel oil) mixtures. Among these are the amount of explosive used

AN-FO mixtures are commonly used in mining rock or ore from large 
open pits. In this application, holes are drilled back into the rock and 
the AN-FO mixture is poured into the hole. Normally, the ammonium nitrate 
and the fuel oil are carried separately to the mine and are mixed together 
just before use. The holes into which the AN-FO mixture is poured are 
usually several feet long; in this case the diameter of the hole has con¬ 
siderable effect on the explosive force generated; A hole diameter less ” 
than three inches will not explode with sufficient force to carry itself 
along the hole bore. Maximum detonation velocity requires that the bore 
hole be at least six inches in diameter. 


In using smaller amounts of AN-FO mixtures, the charge should be 
kept approximately equal in its length, width,'and espth. In practical 
application a container about the size of a gallon paint can is as small 
as .can be used. Charges the size of five gallon can provide much more 
explosive force in proportion to their weight. A small amount of AN-FO 
requires just as strong a primer, to detonate it as does a larger amount.

Close confinement is required to achieve maximum explosive force 
.from AN-FO mixtures. In mining operations the rock surrounding the charge 
iprovides this confinement. To be explosed above ground the AN-FO mixture ' 
should be confined in an iron pipe not less than 3 inches in diameter and 
preferably larger. Since these mixtures are "pushing" type explosive 
rather 'than "s3\attering" type explosives, they must be properly placed to 
.achieve useful work.

I' , ; Moisture content of the ammonium nitrate is very important. This 
chemical absorbs moisture from the air quite easily. After being mixed 
with the fuel oil, it is protected from this to a considerable extent. 

For maximum explosive effect the AN-FO mixture should contain no more than 
/)% water and if the moisture content exceeds 8%, it may not explode at all. 
•If it is suspected chat the AN-FO mixture may be damp, double the size of 
the detuneter, 

For military use, suitable chargers could be made from dry ammonium 
nitrate mixed with the proper amount of fuel oil and then placed in water 
tight containers. These containers should provide some means of quickly 
placing; the detonator into the approximate center of the charge just before 
It Is cal be used. The usual cost of ammonium nitrate is-about $6.00 per 
100 lbs. . - . . -* 


Suppose the objective »->as to destroy a large bridge. A dozen five 
gallon cans of AN-FO v-in Cure are available .to do the job. If these are set 
in the middle of the bridge or between the girders and "exploded" little 
if any damage will .result. In this case a tunnel should be dug through, the 
dirt behind tha concrete abutment at one end of the bridge. Depending on 

the width of the bridge all twelve cans of explosive could be packed 
tigntly together or they could be spaced three or four feet apart. In 
.either case each can should be provided with its own primer and all the 
prime.ro should be provided with its own primer cord, which is tied to¬ 
gether so that all go off at once.

Mercury Fulminate is prepared by taking i00 parts of Mercury; i ., 
Kitric Acid (Sp.C. ,1.40), 740 parts by vol. measure. Dissolve by gentle 
lieat, and when the solution has acquired a temperature, of 130 degrees F., 
slowly pour it through a funnel tube into alcohol (grain) Sp.C. .830. 

Use 830 parts alcohol by 'weight or 1000 by measure. As soon as the 
effervescence is over, and the white funes cease to evolve, filter through 
double paper, wash with cold water and dry. 

Mercury Fulminate is very sensitive to percussion and friction. 

It is used in the manufacture of blasting caps; which uses a mixture of 
80% mercury fulminate and 20% potassium chlorate.

l At the present fuming-or 90% nitric acid T'r 'be purchased 

without question from chemical supply houses. It is generally .available < 
in'il or 7 lb. bottles costing $1.80 p’er/ib, in the latter size. The • J 
higher priced reagent grade materiel is not necessary for our requirements. 


As long as nitric acid is-available commercially in 7 lb. bottles, 
even at close to $2.00 per/lb., it is. easier and better to obtain it in 
that way. A time may come when it nay not be available. Govt, regula¬ 
tions may prohibit its sale vithout^a permit. Under these conditions-, we 
would have to make our own. The more readily available 70% nitric acid 
can be stepped up to 90% acid by means of a distillation and dehydration 
process,' the working details of which are given below. This is not a job 
for inexperienced individuals or amateur chemists! It should be under¬ 
taken only by those who have a thorough knowledge of chemistry and lab 
practices. In addition, certain rather expensive equipment is absolutely 
necessary. The distilling apparatus must be all class , with no corks or 
rubber stoppers used anywhere. Ground, glass joints are the only, permis- 
; sable connections for the assembly of the still. These joints may be 
1 lubricated with a grease which will stand up to hot fuming nitric acid, 
t Such a, grease is Kel-F, made by Minn, Minins & Mfg. Co.

i In a 250 ml. single neck ground joint flask, place 100 ml. (142 , 
grams) of 70% nitric acid. With gentle swirling, slowly add 70 ml. of 
concentrated sulfuric acid, 93% or better. Add a few pieces of broken 
tile to prevent surging and clamp the flask over a wire gauze. Place a 
ground joint still head in the neck.of the flask, and a ground joint 
thermometer (0-150 degrees C.) in the still head to read the vapor temp. 
Connect a suitable, water-jacketed ground joint condenser to the still 
head exit and a ground joint adapter between the condenser and a ground 
joint vented receiver. Vent the receiver to a hood,.or to t’ne'out-of- 
doors. Before starting, make sure that the joints are all well lubri¬ 
cated and are joined tightly together to insure that no nitric acid vapor 
can escape. Start, the distillation by heating gently with a low flame 
under the wire gauze. Adjust the flame so as to keep the mixture boiling 
gently. Nitric acid will start to distill when the thermometer registers 
77 to 80 degrees C. Continue to distill slowly until 60 to 65 ml. (90 - 
97 grams) of acid have been collected or until the thermometer reads 
. 120 deg. C. This first fraction consists of 95-96 % nitric acid and 
.»should be placed in a glass stoppered bottle for storage. 


If distillation is continued, a second fraction of about 10 to 

■ ‘ 15 ml.' of 55% nitric acid will come over. Continued boiling will then ^ 

■ ' serve to dehydrate the sulfuric acid remaining in the distilling flask 

back to 92 - 93%, which after cooling can be used over again for the next 
batch. This dehydration may be necessary if sulfuric acid is difficult >. 
to obtain. However it does not create a hazard in the event that the 
flask should crack or break during heating. The vapor temperature will 
reach 150 deg. 'C. at the completion of the dehydration of the sulfuric . 
acid, so it can safely be assumed that the internal temperature of the 
sulfuric acid is 200 deg. C. or better. 


Larger batches than that outlined above can be run, however, the 
risks of the results ofia cracked flask and other similar hazards must be 
weighed against the advantages of larger* productions. 




Properties: Nitroglycerine (KG) is the most common liquid high 
explosive known today. However, there are many other similar liquid 
nitric esters which have the same explosive properties as NG. Many of 
these have somewhat inferior blasting power to that of KG (a few are su¬ 
perior) but are more stable towards mechanical shock than NG itself. PGDN 
is just one such compound, being at least ten times more stable towards 
mechanical shock than NG. *Under the falling weight test, NG detonates at 
a height of from two to four centimeters using a two kilogram weight. 

PGDN fails to detonate under the same weight dropped from a heighth of 100 
centimeters. It fails to detonate under a 10 kilogram weight from a 
height of 20 centimeters. This difference becomes valuable iiv manufactur¬ 
ing and transportation considerations for an underground organization. 
Accidental explosions are not only bad from the stand point of those in¬ 
volved in the blast, but they-give the authorities evidence that,clandes¬ 
tine explosives are being manufactured. Such information and knowledge 
, could lead to severe restrictions being-put on the sale of, and distri- 
jbution.of certain basic necessities for such manufacture (i.e. Nitric 
| • Acid) , • i 

t j - Another property of PGDN which recommends it for serious considera¬ 
tion by any underground organization is its stability toward storage over 
, long periods of time without suffering-any decomposition. Further, PGDN 
does not freeze as readily as NG, thereby eliminating the hazards of par¬ 
tially frozen NG which is most dangerous to handle. PGDN freezes at minus 
ft-20°C., or minus 49?. This ,means that stocks of PGDN can be buried in 
underground caches without serious danger of freezing, provided they are 
placed below the frost-line. At the other end of the temperature scale, , 
PGDN shows extreme stability. It shows no decomoosition after-25 days at 
75°C. Unlike NG, it does not cause the severe headaches from breathing its 
vapor. Like NG, it can gelatinize guncotton thereby suggesting its use for 
the manufacture of cordite and smokeless powder-like substances. 


* * » 

; As an explosive, PGDN shows about 90% of the expansion of NG in'the 

Trauzl lead block test. By calculation, its energy content is 77% of that 
of NG. It is a highly brisant explosive, however, and has a detonation 
rate of over 7,000 meters per second. Despite its high mechanical insensi- 
'tivity to shock, PGDN is easily initiated by a detonation wave. It can 
be set off with a number 6 blasting cap. 

_ • Propylene Glycol is somewhat cheaper than Glycerine at the present 

' time by about 20? a pound in lots of 40 lbs. PG can be. purchased from any 
chemical supply house for about 60c to 75? per^lb. depending on the quantity 
bought. - Furthermore, the nitration of PG requires less of the mixed Nitric- 
Sulfuric acids. These savings of course are offset by the lower explosive 
power of PGDN, and may well balance out when all economic computations have 
been made. Nevertheless, the greater stability of PGDN toward mechanical 
shock and the lower freezing point far outweigh any other considerations. 

For this reason, all those who have been manufacturing NG, or who have been 
considering doing r should give serious thought to the manufacture of PGDN

1 • The following procedure was carried out by the writer of this re¬ 
port for the preparation of PGDN during a recent experiment. Although 
the preparation was conducted on a very small scale,.there is absolutely 
no reason why larger batches cannot be made, provided they are kept within 
realistic bounds. Batches ten times the size of the one described on 
the next sheet would be reasonable, and would product approximately 180 
grams of PGDN (i.e., 6% ozs. b/w). I

, Preparation of Propylene Glycol Dinitrate: 30 grams of 96% Sul- 

.furic.Acid was.slowly poured with stirring into 20 grams of 90% Nitric 
Acid. A small amount of heat was produce, but it is not excessive and no 
external cooling is required. The 50 grams of mixed acid thusly produced 
has a composition of approximately 36% Nitric Acid^ 57% Sulfuric Acid, and 
7% water. It has a specific gravity of 1.71 at 25°C., and occupies a 
volume of 30 milliliters. ! . , ,

The entire 50 grams of mixed acid was placed in a 100ml glass | 

beaker which in turn was placed in a bath of .ice and water. The acid was 
t s’tirred by hand, using a thermometer. When the temperature of the mixed 
acid had sunk to 10°C., 10 grams of. Propylene Glycol (9.6 ml) was intro¬ 
duced dropwise with good stirring, The rate of addition of the. PG was so 
regulated to keep the temperature of the.mixture between 10 and 15 C. The- 
addition of the PG takes from 20 to 30 minutes, depending on the efficiency 
of the cooling bath, and the rate of stirring. No red fumes were observed 
at any time during the addition. The PG should be dropped directly into 
the acids and not be allowed to splash on the side walls of the beaker or 
on the.stirring rod. Droplets that do so, can start to oxidize and gen¬ 
erate heat creating a hazard. PG is more sensitive to oxidation than 
Glycerine itself, and so a lower nitration temperature is necessary. ’Ni¬ 
trations at 20 C. begin to show some oxidation, and at 30°C. the reaction 
begins to go out of control! IMPORTANT: A large vat of ice water should 
always be kept near at hand when doing any nitrations. If’the temperature 
begins to climb rapidly and passes the upper limit given for the specific 
nitration, the entire batch should be dumped IMMEDIATELY into the vat of 
ice water. The vat should contain at least five times the volume of water 
and ice as there is liquid in the nitrator. Sudden rises in temperature 
accompanied by red' fumes or brown smoke is an indication.that oxidation 
is taking place, and that the batch is about to go out of control. After 
the FG has all been added, stirring is continued-for ,another five to ten 
min. "It is then ready for separation. 




The mixture is poured into a separatory funnel and allowed to stand 
for a few minutes. A sharp line of division will appear when the mixture 
has separated. The lower acid layer of spent acids is carefully withdrawn 
and set aside for further purification before being discarded. The upper 
layer of PGDN is left in the funnel and an equal volume of cold water 
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added to it. The funnel is closed, and GENTLY shaken for about a minute*. 

On standing, the mixture divides into two layers as .before, but this time 
‘the product (PGDN) is the lower layer , It is drawn off into a clean beaker, 
and the water wash layer, which remains in the funnel, is poured out of 
the top of the funnel into another vessel, This washing process is re¬ 
peated two or three more times, each portion of used wash water being added 
to the previous one. The product is then given a wash with dilute Sodium 
Carbonate solution until the solution remains alkaline to Litmus paper, the 
spent Carbonate wash(es) being added to the used water washes. Finally, 
i the PGDN is washed with water again until it is no longer alkaline. When 
drawn off from the final wash, the PGDN will be somewhat milky in appear¬ 
ance due to occluded water. On standing in a warm room for several hours, 
this water will evaporate., leaving a colorless oil having a pleasant 
ethereal odor. 18 grans of product were obtained in the above run.

Before pouring away, the spent acids should be extracted with 
chloroform to remove traces of PGDN.. The same portion of Chlorogorm can 
then be used to extract any traces of PGDN in the water and Carbonate washes,,

The chlorogorm solution should be washed until it is; neutral to litmus be¬ 
fore evaporation, however.

8. ) Use a total immersion Centigrade thermometer in the acids 
in the nitrator.

and give off the red gas of nitrogen dioxide, which is poisonous. Don’t 
allow this to happen.

Unanswered correspondence covers my desk and I’ll write to 
many of you personally when I have time to catch up.’ Meanwhile, by 
this letter, I’ll try to’ bring you up-to-date on some of our recent 
activities. 


A number of new investors have joined Viva Ltd. and we now' 
have adequate financing to meet our anticipated needs. Those’of you 
who have been sent partnership certificates, but have -not yet had them- 
notarized should do so and get them back to me as soon as possible. 

Sales of Minut'emen Survival Tabs and VitaVim tablets arc holding 
up well, with a good amount of repeat business these last few weeks. 

We now have good.supplies on hand of all raw materials. A good inventory 
’of finished products, both Survival Tabs and VitaVim tablets are sitting 
on our shelves and nearly all orders are new bei.ng filled the same day 
they are received. Now that these tax matters are disposed of, I will 
soon get back to the research on new Viva, products which we have in 
progress.

These ads have 
been placed by our-various dealers who (in best free enterprise tradition) 
have gambled their investment on the ads and will derive the profits 
from all sales eh?t result from such advertising. 

Salon Publishing Company,, the second of our ’’Profit for patriots” 
•companies is also making progress. We have our own offset press, plate 
maker, camera, paper cutter, etc. We have recently purchased a two 
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quality first. Biolab Products are prepared from die highest quality ingredients and manufactured to the strictest standards 
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-story brick building 50 X 65 ft. and are now remodeling it into offices 
and plant for our printing operations. A number of new books are planned 
along with other patriotic literature and publications. 1’e hope to be 
doing our own printing within 60 to 90 days—- for the first time since 
ray 1969 arrest and imprisonment for various firearms violations. 


The printing of ’’beyond the Iron Mask” is nov; complete and 
the gathered material has been,sent to the bindery. I recently sent 
off the last changes on the dust jacket art work. Those of you who 
ordered copies of this book will be no more pleased than I, when we 
get them back here and are at last able to make shipment on these. 

Me expect the. ’’Directory of Patriotic Organizations and Publications” 
to be ready at the same time and wi J ll'try to ship them together to those 
of you who have ordered both. 


Next week, i’ll be leaving the state of Missouri (with the 
parole board's permission) for the first time since my release from 
prison a year ago. This trip will be to personally inspect an 30 ton 
injection molding machine which we are considering for the new plastics 
company which is just in the planning stage. Since plastics raw materials 
are in very short supply, (one in ten plastics companies has been shut 
down during recent months) it’s possible, just now, to pick up good used 
equipment at bargain prices. Doing so is, of course, a gamble on raw 
material availability within the reasonable future so we will proceed 
with caution in this area. 


Sandwiched in among all these other,activities, I’ve had a 
series of very friendly and productive visits from leaders of 'Other 
patriotic 'organizations. Me are all beginning to realize that no 
one organization can win this fight alone. A really encouraging trend 
of inter-organizational cooperation is beginning to develop around the 
’’Profit for Patriots” program^ I'll keep you advised of our progress 
in future letters. 

> Certainly our national situation is desperate. Fithout doubt, 
those who seek to enslave us must be rubbing their hands together and 
gloating in anticipation. . . BUT. . . things do not always go as planned- 
for us OR for our enemies. Fith an all-out unselfish, united effort 
I still have faith that bur constitutional republic can be saved. This 
is time for work! For real sacrifice! This is NOT the time to. "play 
'it safe" or to,sit back and see what happens. Let’s all get involved! 

Each and everyone can find something tangible to do which will help

All the large 
commercial banks are charging a prime interest rate of over 11%, and the small 
businessman who needs money for inventory or working capital may frequently 
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'have to pay 12^^o 14% to get the money which (^essential for his.'-continued 
business operations. , , **

The price of vacant land has been driven up .by land speculators to a 

level that"is far beyond that which could be reasonably justified by the 
productivity of the land itself. Thos.e patriots who have kept records of the 
day by day price of silver for the past few months will recognize this "Yo-yo" 
type of fluctuation is a typical indication of commodity price manipulation. 


Under these conditions, patriots are asking-themselves just how they can 
protect their investments and save their money from further depreciation. By 
this time, I’m sure you all know my usual answer to this question: Dpn-’t save

best we can-- it is the only honorable thing to do,

You will also remember that almost every letter which you received from me 
during 1S72 included a request, for donations to our Patriots' Defense Fund. 

•?uch requests -have bear, largely unnecessary for the past three or four months, 

"■The profits -from our. •carious' patriotic 'commercial'-axitivities. have been, in 
..large measure, sufficient'-to help a number of persecuted American patriots with 
their continuing legal defenses. 

During the past three months I have had weekend visits from the top leaders 
of several other anti-communist organizations. In each case these meetings have 
been relaxed, friendly and vary productive, •'’.lowly and quietly, a behind the 
scenes movement, is taking place to improve cooperation and unified action by 
numerous patriotic organizations against our common enemies- in behalf of those 
high standards of Americanism ar.d individual freedom in which we all believe. 

In the following paragraphs I would like to share with you a number of 
recent opinions and observations: 


. '"“"(I) A person who is--very close to-Governor-George * 7 allace informs .us that 
lie definitely will run as the vice-presidential candidate on a democratic ticket 
with Senator Toward Kennedy as presidential candidate if he is given the oppor¬ 
tunity, In fact'.-, that is now his principal hope and ambition— all of his 
present strategy and activities are aimed at achieving such a possibility. For 
the past four years I have been candidly stating my firm opinion that b’allace 
will never again run on a third party. He never made any real effort to build 
a lasting third party movement in this country— he used the third party that 
others built for his own purposes and dropped it like a hot potato when it 
no longer was needed to enhance his own personal ambitions. I know that 
many of you who receive these letters are admirers of George ’.'allace but I would 
be'-lets than honest if I did not give you my personal and candid ooinion-- 
that every dollar given to the I/allace' campaign is at best a-dollar wasted and 
may ir- fact be a dollar spent to help Ted Kennedy become our next president.

KC T-l advised on August 26, 1974, the Salon 
Publishing Company was recently purchased by Robert De Pugh, 
head of the Minutemen organization. 


The Minutemen organization was organized 
in I960, reportedly to resist the spread 
of communism in the United States by use 
of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. De Pugh, 
national coordinator of the Minutemen, was 
sentenced in October 1970, for violations 
of the Federal Firearms Act. At the time of 
his arrest De Pugh was in possession of 
documents concerned with guerrilla warfare 
and other paraphernalia, including hand greandes, 
gun silencers, and a machine gun, De Pugh 
was released on parole during April 1973, 
and in June 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen into a "two¬ 
armed organization." Arm number one was 
to be utlized as a political front organi¬ 
zation to sway elections and control 
local and state political structures. Arm 
number two was to be an underground 
guerrilla organization made up of "strike 
teams." These "strike teams" are to be 
under direct control of De Pugh and their 
existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen state coordinators.

In a forword about the author, it states in 1959 
Robert De Pugh was one of the original founders of the 
Minutemen organization, "an organization of loyal American 
citizens dedicated to the preservation of both national and 
individual freedom and determined to protect this freedom, 
when all other measures fail, by force of arms if necessary. 
Meritorious as this activity would seem to most loyal citizens

there were many people within the government bureaucracy that 
apparently viewed this activity as a threat to their own 
plans. 


"After several years of bureaucratic harassment 
and four court trials and at a cost of over one million of 
the taxpayer's dollars, government agents finally succeeded 
in convicting him of violating the National Firearms Act. 

All this man actualy did was to insist on the rights which 
are guaranteed to every citizen under the Second Amendment 
of our Constitution. Yet, he was sentenced to nine con¬ 
current ten year sentences in the federal penitentiary. 

11 ’Beyond the Iron Mask’ was written during the 
four years that Bob DePugh was actually held in prison. It 
was written under almost unbelievable handicaps.

For 
every hundred people who are sent to prison, ninety-seven 
will eventually be released, This means that in every decade 
over one million people who have been in prison, return to 
live again in our open society. The environment of prison 
affects these people strongly and they in turn have con¬ 
siderable effect on the environment in which you live. 

For this reason alone, every citizen should be concerned 
with matters of prison reform."

Mexico," De Pugh stated: 

"'Well, I'll tell you this,' I answered him, 'Every 
time the F.B.I. has ever raided any ofuour people—or the 
local police either, for that matter—they take everything of 
value they can carry away. Half they will put on the inventory 
of things taken and the rest goes into their own pockets. 

When it comes to thievery the convicts I've met in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary are rank amateurs compared to the average F.B.I. 
agent.'" 


The following conversation occurred at the U.S. 

Penitentiary, Leavenworth, Kansas, soon after DePugh arrived: 

Prisoner; "We followed your case in the 
papers—sorry you got caught." 

De Pugh: "Well, it was my own fault." 

Prisoner; "You gave them a good run for 
their money." 

De Pugh: "Not really...I became overr-confident. 

If I hadn’t let my guard down they might 
never have found me."

"I’ve known of some cases, and heard of others, 
where F.B.I, agents actually contacted the wives of men 
in prison and encouraged them to file for divorce. It’s 
no wonder that such prisoners, if they don’t ’hate cops’ 
when they come to prison, will at least hate the F.B.I. 
before they get out.” 

"It is popular now days to complain that the 
courts are ’tying the hands’ of law enforcement officers 
in their war against crime. Nothing could be further 
from the truth." 

”A crime is generally defined as any act which 
the law forbids, 

"With this in mind, and all other things being 
equal, the number of crimes committed within a certain 
society will be in proportion to the number of acts which 
are forbidden by law. If people are much the same in one 
country as the next, but laws of the first country forbid twice 
as many acts as the laws of a second country, then the first 
country must logically have about twice as many criminals 
as the second. 

"For this reason I believe we need a new 
definition of crime. I would define a crime as some activity 
that differs from natural human behavior to such an extent 
that some other individual is harmed thereby, either in 
his person or in his property. 

"Under my definition, a person who kept a 
machine gun in his home but did not use it to harm anyone 
else has committed no crime. On the other hand, a person 
who smokes a cigarette in the same room with other people, 
thus forcing them to breathe additional harmful pollutents, 
has committed a crime.” 
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"Our nations prisons, jails and reformatories 
are all so crowded that any genuine effort at rehabilitation 
is impossible...Perhaps this would be an opportune time for 
governments at all levels to review the hundreds of thousands 
of laws now in effect to determine the following facts: 

"(a) Is the law reasonably enforceable? If one 
thousand people perform a certain act, held to be a criminal 
act under the law, but only five are found guilty, then the 
value of such a law may be in question. 

(b) Are the effects of the law more destructive 
than the acts which the law forbids? If so, it may not be. 
necessary to abandon the law, A change in the penalty imposed 
may suffice. 

(c) Is the forbidden act truly harmful to society 
and thus a matter of legitimate judicial concern? Legislators 
should not be too quick to believe that mans natural instincts 
and behavior patterns are destructive to social progress. 

To the contrary, every restraint placed upon the free spirit 
adds in some degree to the emotional stress and frustration 
from which the cause of really serious crimes must often arise. 

(d) Is the penalty provided in harmony with the 
nature of the crime? Is it reasonable when.compared to the 
penalties provided for othercrimes, and is it compatible 
with contemporary cultural concepts? 

.(e) Is the law precisely worded and does the 
average citizen who may be in danger of violating it have a 
reasonable chance of knowing in advance of his actions, 
just what the law says he must do, or not do, to avoid its 
penalties? 

Cf) Is the act which the law forbids really 
harmful to the person or property of others? 

Cg) Is there an unnecessary duplication of 
laws governing the same offense? 
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(h) Is. the cost to the taxpayer of enforcing the 
law and imposing its penalties, out of proportion to the 
amount of harm likely to result from the prohibited activity?" 

"There are adequate laws to punish the use of 
firearms to commit crimes. To forbid the possession of any 
firearm by an otherwise law abiding citizen is one example 
of a law more' damaging to society than the act it forbids. 

A man who has never used a gun to commit a crime, but is sent 
to prison for mere possession of a firearm, may be released 
from prison five or ten years later with every intention of 
using the next gun he gets his hands on for illegal purposes. 
Meanwhile, the, government spends millions of dollars a year 
hunting down and convicting those who own certain types of 
firearms and keeping them in prison. This is also money that 
might be better spent in other ways and which might, best of 
all, be left in the taxpayer’s pocket." 

In categorizing various types of convicts, De Pugh . 

states: 


"There are a fair number who must be classed as 
political prisoners although the government is always careful 
to find some non-political reason for arresting and confining 
such people. They range from the far left to thefar right. 
Their political perspective is of no importance. If-they 
oppose the bureaucracy that is reason enough to lock them up." 

"Many of the convicts I have met in the United States 
prisons are unscrupulous, inconsiderate, undependable and 
dishonest. In other words, they are really no different, 
neither better nor worse, than many judges, lawyers, 
policemen and politicians." 

"Although the judge is supposed to be a neutral * 
party to the case, it has been my observation that his 
sympathies almost always lie with the prosecutor. This is 
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not strange when we remember that they draw their paychecks 
from the same account and have had many occasions for meeting 
together and discussing a multitude of other things during 
prior months of years." 

•'The reader may wonder if I am not biased in my 
feelings by the fact that I am now a prisoner myself. 

There are some things in which my observations may be 
affected by my own situations, but this is not one of them. 

"The law requires that the defendant be allowed 
to speak in his own defense before sentence is handed down. 

In actual practice, the judge has inevitably decided the 
sentence he will give—often in conference with the district 
attorney—and it is very rare indeed that anything the 
defendant may say, or that his attorney may say for him 
will have the slightest effect." 

> Part II states: 

"Man can train himself in his conscious behavior 
but only to a slight degree can he change his- basic value 
systems. If a man is to keep his sanity then he must live 
within the limits^ of his instinctual behavior patterns. 

If those instincts conflict too stronglywith the type of 
behavior his culture demands of him, then he must try to 
escape from this dilemma. The path of his escape may be 
considered a violation of the law. 

"In our nation, which has been aptly called a melting 
pot, the weight of this dilemma does not fall equally on 
all our citizens. We differ widely in the nature of our 
inherited behavior compulsions and also in the degree of 
their flexibility. We differ in our value judgments regarding 
alternate forms of behavior. We also differ, due to social 
and economic status, in the type and number of escape options 
that are readily available. 

"The type of crime that is committed does not 
depend directly on the behavior compulsion that is denied 
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or the instinctual pattern that is violated. Criminal 
behavior results from the stress that is created by a 
continued futile effort to live by artificial standards 
that are beyond the limits of our biological adaptability." 

"Most citizens are smart enough to realize that 
if they don’t pay their taxes, then any money or property 
"they own will be seized as payment, Furthermore, if they 
resist confiscation of their property forcefully enough 
they will probably go to jail or get shot. If some citizen 
used force, or the threat of-force, to take money from one 
person and give it to another, that would be robbery, 
punishable by a long time in prison. Yet every year, our 
government officials take money by implied threat of force 
and violence, from harder working citizens and give that money 
to some who are just too lazy to work. Uncle Sam has become 
what we convicts call a ’fence’—a dealer in stolen property." 

"...In fact, many thieves sincerely believe that 
' when they steal from a businessman they are doing him a favor. 

If a thief steals one thousand dollars from a business, the 
owner is out only one thousand dollars. If the thief should 
turn honest and collect his thousand dollars as welfare benefits 
Uncle Sam would take perhaps two thousand from the business man, 
giving one thousand to the now ex-thief and keeping the other 
thousand to pay for his own expense. When it’s all averaged 
out, thousands of thieves stealing from thousands of businesses, 
the thieves are probably right. 

"When government taxation has reached the point 
of bold faced robbery it cannot help but affect the moral 
philosophy of the entire nation. Dishonesty and hypocrisy 
among our government officials is so flagrant as to constitute 
an absolute insult to the people’s intelligence." 

'’Almost every newspaper you pick up now days 
carries one or more articles about some politician, law 
enforcement officer, judge, legislator or government official 
indicted for some crime. When government officials engage in 
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deception and dishonesty how can they expect the average 
citizen to do better than they? After reading some of the 
hypocrisy that flows outCf-rom our seat of government, I 
frankly can’t see how any judge gets up the nerve to send 
a mere common thief to prison. If I were a District Judge 
today, I would be ashamed to cash my own pay check." 

"There is no other part of our society in which 
the forces of cultural decay are more strongly entrenched, 
or have made more rapid progress, than in our ’progressive’ 
school system, 

"....Today our ’progressive* school systems are 
turning out anxious, erratic, almost illiterate graduates 
whose brains contain nothing more than a haphazard collection 
of disconnected facts, impressions and half truths. These 
graduates of progressive education aren’t sure what they 
know and what they don’t know. They have no clear concept 
ofx-hat knowledge is or how it can be used or even how it 
can be acquired. They find themselves turned out into the 
complexity of a technological society, unprepared to earn 
their living in even a primitive village, Is it surprising 
that many of them turn to crime?" 

In response to a remark by an inmate that the 
present educational system3is not working out, but instead 
of educated people they’re turning out a bunch of half-wits, 

De Pugh states: 

"I said, ’Maybe that’s the objective. After two 
or three generations of uneducated high school and college 
graduates, our country will be so weak and confused that 
our enemies can take us over easily.’" 

De Pugh describes the iron mask, an instrument 
of torture used centuries ago and states, "But the iron mask 
takes many forms. For the medieval prison it was literally 
an iron helmet that enclosed his entire head and from which 
he could not escape until his head was crushed by his own hair 
For those of us in prison today the iron mask consists only 
of concrete walls and iron bars but the principle remains 
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the same—leave us here long enough and our own nature 
destroys us. 

"For the average citizen, the iron mask takes an 
even more subtle form—a cage of laws, regulations, taxes, 
debts and obligations that keep him always within easy reach 
whenever his government may desire to punish him. Again, 
the principle is the same." 

"...In whatever form we find it, the iron mask 
is the limit beyond which man cannot be forced to go and 
still be man. It sets the limits of human reality. Beyond 
reality lies unreality. Escape into madness. 

"The illusion of freedom where freedom no longer 
exists. That’s all that there is—beyond the iron mask." 

Part III advises as follows: 

"If prison administrators are to have a reasonable 
chance to reform the criminals entrusted to their care, it 
is first of all necessary that those criminals be arrested, 
tried, convicted and sentenced in strict compliance with 
the law. If the police, prosecutors or judges break the 
law themselves in order to convict the defendant, then how 
is the prisoner ever to gain respect for the law? 1 ^ 

"Even the guilty prisoner, if convicted by perjured 
testimony, falsified evidence or similar illegal means, will be 
infinitely harder to rehabilitate than the prisoner who was 
convicted under due process of law—for reasons which I hope 
are self evident." 

"Honesf^mistakes account for comparatively few 
of the innocent people sent to prison. Such miscarriages of 
justice are most often due to the over-enthusiasm of police, 
federal agents and prosecutors combined with apathy, cynicism 
or prejudice of trial judges and appellate courts." 

"Many police officers will frame a suspect that 
they can't actually catch in the act by making an arrest 
and then pretending to find a concealed weapon, drugs, stolen 
goods, etc., on the man’s person or in his car... 
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and at least occasionally, a completely innocent person must 
fall victim to such tactics." 

"The right to be released on reasonable bond while 
awaiting trial is a constitutional right, oftenabused by the 
courts, and which some people want to limit even further. It 
is an extremely important right, however, to the fair admini¬ 
stration of justice. Suppose, for example, that an innocent 
man is arrested and accused of robbing a bank one Friday 
afternoon at 1:30 p.m. The suspect contends that he couldn't 
have robbed the bank because at that time he was buying 
groceries in a super market several miles away. Furthermore, 
he met another man in the market that he had seen there on 
other occasions and they had a little conversation about 
rising food costs. At the end of the conversation the other 
man looked at his watch and said, 'Wow, it’s 1:30—I’ve got 
to run! 


Two different ways such a case may developed are 
explained. In the first instance, the judge sets a reasonable 
bond and the defendant is released, which enables him to talk to 
and select an experienced criminal lawyer to represent him 
and to personally locate alibi witnesses. 

"Now consider the alternative situation—the^judge 
sets a bond so high that the defendant is unable to make it 
and he must stay in jail till the date of his trial. 

"He explains his alibi to his divorce case attorney 
in the attorneys' conference room of the city jail. The 
conference room is naturally bugged, with a police detective 
and an F.B.I. agent listening into the attorney-client 
conversation, 

"After the conversation is ended the busy lawyer 
must get back to his office, but the F.B.I. agent goes to 
see the cashier at the super market. He shows her a 'mug shot' 
type photograph of the defendant with a number hanging on his 
neck. This at once plants the thought in her mind that her 
customer must be some kind of criminal. 
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"’Ever see this man before? 1 asks the agent. 

"’Yes, he’s a regular customer.' 

"'Ever pass any bad checks here?’ 

"’No, he always pays cash. 

"’Don’t suppose you remember if he was in here 
last Friday?’ 

"’Yes, I think so.' 

"'Don’t guess you remember what time?’ 

"'Well, not exactly.' 

, "’O.K., just checking.' 

•"'Are you looking for him?' 

"’Lady, we’ve got him—for bank robbery I” 1 

’’Later the defendant's attorney talks with the 
cashier, Naturally, she is now suspicious. She doesn't want 
to get involved and she makes no real effort to remember what 
time the defendant was in the store." 


"There are many ways in which a Grand Jury, 
comprised of honest and sincere citizens may be urged or 
tricked into voting to indict a perfectly innocent person 
on the basis of flimsy evidence, hearsay gossip or perjured 
testimony. 


"As just one example—suppose the case involves 
an arrest made on information of a paid police informant. The 
prosecuting, attorney explains, ’Now in this case our information

in the courtroom, there are many more insidious ways in 
which a prosecutor or U.S. Attorney may use illegal tactics 
to convict a man which may be innocent. 


’’One common tactic is to keep hidden any witnesses, 
evidence or information'that tends to indicate the innocence 
of the accused... ,, 


"Oftentimes a government witness gives testimony 
at trial which differs from the first statement he gave 
to the police. By hiding from the jury the discrepancy 
between these statements the prosecutor or United States 
Attorney lets them think that the witness is actually much 
more reliable than is actually the case." 

"All too often the defendant's own attorney may 
contribute to the conviction of an innocent person, either 
by ineptitude, ignorance of the law or because he is too 
lazy or busy to learn all the facts, then prepare and present 
the case properly." 
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"The judge also may frequently contribute to the 
conviction of innocent persons. He may do so by improper 
jury selection, by unfairly ruling on the defendant’s 
pre-trial motions; by denying the defendant a change to 
have witnesses present for trial or by rushing the progress 
of the trial so that the defendant (who has less help than 
the prosecutor) is unable to present his case properly. 

"The trial judge may improperly influence the jury 
with indications of prejudice, He may openly help the 
prosecutor in the conduct of the case. He may improperly 
rule on objections or admission of testimony and such rulings 
are very seldom reversed by the appellate courts. The judge 
may improperly instruct the jury on points of law—or in 
federal courts, the judge may come right out and tell the 
jury he thinks the defendant is guilty.” 

’’There is a popular but completely mistaken belief 
that the courts have ’handcuffed’ the police agencies in 
their .war against crime. Especially in the case of the federal 
police, the F.B.I., A.T.F.D., etc., exactly the opposite is 
true. Even though he is completely innocent, the average 
citizen—even those of some affluence—who once become 
police suspects are in grave danger of being illegally 
convicted. If he does succeed in proving himself not guilty, 
the citizen may still be broken financially and psychologically 
in the process,” 

"Having obtained permission to write this book, 
it now remains to be seen whether or not I will be permitted 
to publish it. If so, it will be the first book ever written 
to contain a description of the federal prison system by 
an inmate who was still incarcerated at the time of writing...” 

"The nation’s news media have tried for some time 
to get permission to interview federal prisoners on an 
individual basis and have claimed that the prison administrators 
refusal to permit such contacts violates the First Amendment 
rights of a free press. With cases pending against them, 
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the U.S. Bureau of Prisons has reluctantly met the news 
media half way. News reporters are now allowed to send 
series of questions to individual prisoners, who may in 
turn mail out their answers to the news reporters." 

"There are many facets of prison reform where 
states have stepped out ahead of the federal prison system. 

In most.state prisons the inmates have for years been 
allowed to engage in a wide range of hobbies and crafts 
which are still prohibited in most federal prisons... 

There are several states that provide better counseling, 
superior work-release programs and vocational training. 
Practically all states have more realistic parole procedures 
than does the federal government." 

DePugh then lists and analyzes both the improvements 
and ways in which prisons have retrogressed, and derives 
the following conclusions; 

Cl) The sources of public funds are not limitless. 

(2) Physical improvements are more easily provided 
than those involving programs and people. 

(3) Within the nation's prisons, vast changes 
have begun which once started, cannot be stopped. 

DePugh also states the inmates themselves often 
hurt their own cause by a hostile and unduly impatient 
attitude and take for granted the ground they have, gained. 

"Let us assume that the present system of state and 
federal prisons must be continued, at least in their outward 
form, for another twenty or thirty years. If they are to be 
made more effective, there is one change that is needed above 
all others. 
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"The benefits that could derive from this one 
change are enormous, The rate of recidivism could be cut 
in half. The number of crimes committed by ex-convicts 
could be cut in half. The jammed court calendars could 
become unjammed. Justice could again become a fair and 
orderly process. A great many of the 135 complaints listed 
in a previous chapter would be automatically eliminated. 

The taxpayers would be saved billions of dollars. A hundred 
thousand families would be reunited. Countless thousands 
of marriages could be saved. Countless thousand_ of children 
would no longer run the streets and might avoid the lives 
of crime that are now virtually forced upon them." 

"I'm convinced that all these great benefits, just 
listed, can be achieved by one simple change in our judicial 
system, This one change, this one most urgent need,, can be 
expressed in just two words—shorter sentences." 

DePugh proposes the following: 

(1) All prisoners, federal and state, now eligible 
for parole and who have served one fourth of their sentence 
or more, should be released as quickly as possible. 

(2) Each prisoner, on the day of his release, 
should be given a minimum of $300 and mailed a weekly check, 
depending on his needs and family situation, for the following 
six months, the amount being reduced as the ex-convict’s 
income raises to meet his needs. 

(3) V7ith two exceptions, the-maximum penalty imposed 
on conviction of any felony should be a four year sentence. 

All sentences should be followed by one year probation. 

An automatic seven days per month good time would be given 
at the beginning of each sentence which could be forfeited 
by violation of prison regulations. All prisoners, by obeying 
the rules, would be released on completion of approximately 
3/4 of their sentences. 
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(4) The first exception to the maximum sentence 
would be for conviction of illegally selling, transporting 
or transferring narcotics or other habit forming or 
hallucinogenic drugs, 

(5) The second exception to the four year maximum 
sentence would apply to those persons who have committed 
crimes involving murder and/or deliberate mutilation 

or torture of another person. 

(6) Within the limits of a maximum four year sentence, 
the courts should sentence each convicted offender to a 
definite sentence of one, two, three or four years. 

C7) This program would reduce both the number of 
people in prison and the number on parole. 

(8) Every- hour a person spends in prison should 
be an hour spent in preparation for release. 

DePugh further recommends: 

Discontinuation of the "adversary system" of trying 
cases in the court room; 

Changes in grand jury proceedings to correct 
bias in favor of the prosecution; 

Abolishment of immunity; 

Trial judges should be alert for cases of perjury 
by police officers and government agents. 
v It is simply unheard of for a government 
agent of the F.B.I., the I.R.S, or the A.T.F.D. 
to be indicted for perjury no matter how 
flagrantly untrue their testimony might be."; 

Action to regulate the practice of private attorneys; 
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The courts should be more receptive to post 
conviction motions based on a claim of 
incompetent counsel; 

Discontinue the practice of law students 
giving legal assistance to prison inmates; 

Sentencing of men to prison for an indeterminate 
number of years—such as five to life—should 
be totally abolished; 

Education of those in prison should be aimed 
at more traditional subjects as languages, 
literature, etc. as vocational training 
does not seem to be of much value; 

More administrative contact with prisoners 
and less group therapy; 

Management of prison hospitals by a staff 
similar to most city hospitals, and not by 
the U.S. Department of Health; 

Greater control of illegal drugs in prisons; 

Crack-down on types of rackets used by inmates 
to make money from other inmates; 

Abolishment of the prison chaplain; 

Elimination of the "strip search" except 
for reasonable cause; 

Expansion of prison libraries; 

Peripheral security of the prison, rather 
than internal security, should be emphasized; 

Fairer classification of federal prisoners 
such as close security, medium security or 
minimum security.

Dear Fellow American: 

Many thanks for your inquiry about the i-inutemen organization 
and its various publications. 


In order to explain the present status of the Minutemen, 

I must first, briefly review the history of this organization. The 
group began as a national organization in 1959 through the amalgamation * 
of various smaller groups that had existed previously. 


At that time-- fifteen years ago—those of us who helped to 
form this organization were of the opinion that American citizens might 
some day be required to fight in the streets 'for their lives and liberty.

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gained such control over our government, news media, educational system, 
both political parties and other national institutions as to make it 
impossible for us to turn the tide through the normal constitutional 
processes of politics and public opinion. 


Since World War II, over twenty sovereign nations have been 
forced to surrender their freedom to international communism. Many of 
then have attempted to throw off this yoke of .slavery by revolutionary 
means. Most of then have failed for reasons xhat a study of communism 
makes obvious. As soon as the communists take over any new country 
they immediately begin a reign of terror. Soies are planted everywhere. 
Rewards are given to those who inform on theix fellow citizens. Soon 
it becomes impossible to organize, train or xecruit an underground army. 

Men become afraid to suggest such a thing, even to their own sons or 
brothers. Every type of supply that might be .used by a resistance movement 
is carefully controlled. Guns are inevitably denied to the bulk of the 
population while the "party members" are all -.heavily armed. 


If this country ever falls under communist domination it would 
obviously be helpful to have an underground army already in existence— 
including sources of supply, chains of command, lines of communications, 
intelligence, propaganda, and security systems. 


Between 1959 and 1965 the Minutemen continued to grow and to work 
toward the achievement of these objectives.. .Still, we felt that our growth 






was too slow ar.d by recruiting in secret we would never obtain the nec¬ 
essary number to be fully prepared in time. For this reason we formed a 
political arm called the Patriotic Party. The -purpose of this Patriotic 
Party was to provide a definite philosophical foundation that might guide 
the American Resistance Movement, to solicit money that was badly needed 
for other supplies and activities, to serve as a -recruiting ground and 
propaganda outlet for the jiinutemen organization. 

The Patriotic Party was received with overwhelming enthusiasm 
of those people who forsaw the need of a third party in America. Even 
then there were millions of American citizens who realized that the 
Democratic Party had died (as a representative of the people) with the 
election of Franklin D. Roosevelt and that the Republican Party had died 
(as a representative of the people) with the election of Dwight Eisenhower. 

The Patriotic Party was the first organization -outside the state of 
Alabama to endorse George Wallace for president- Unfortunately, the Patriotic 
Party also died (as a representative of the people.) when George Wallace 
turned his back on the third party concept and began organizing ‘‘The 
Wallace Campaign", dominated by a small clique of his own political hench¬ 
men. 


During 1967 and 1968 the Ilinutemen organization vas subjected to 
massive efforts at infiltration, harassment, subversion and sabotage both 
by the various communist organizations, by the .A.T.r.D., by the F.B.I. 
and by the United States Department of Justice. Many of our organizational 
leaders were arrested and convicted on various trumped-up charges. In an 
attempt to avoid a similar fate I went into hiding for approximately 
seventeen months but eventually I was captured (in July 1969) and spent 
nearly four years as a'political prisoner in federal Penitentiaries. 

During my absence the Minutemen organization lay dormant— there 
was very little else that our members could do except to keep the organi¬ 
zation intact and stay out of prison themselves. 

Through the continuous efforts of my -family, friends and thousands 
of fellow patriots, I finally obtained a parole in llay, 1973. Since that 
time I have devoted my effort to rebuilding my own business, to paying off 
a mountain of debts and in trying to pick up :the pieces of my own life. 
While on parole my political activities are somewhat restricted and I could 
be sent back to prison for any technical violation of my parole conditions. 
This has' precluded any vast reactivation of the Ilinutemen organization on 
my part. 


Even if these difficulties had not existed, I do not think it 
would have been wise to reactivate the organization during these past two 
years. The vast majority of the American oeonle are still completely mis¬ 
informed as to the nature of our enemies and the nature of those who now 
control our vast government bureaucracy. If .the 'Hffiutemen organization 
,(or any similar organization) begins to show real strength and rapid growth, 
I am sure the .members of such an organization will.Regain be subjected to 
illegal harassment and persecution.

With this in mind it becomes obvious that any further activity 
by the Minutemen (or any similar organization) requires a great deal of 
vigilance to prevent the infiltration of any unreliable person into its 
membership. Means of preventing such infiltration are available but the 
expense of doing so would amount to several hundred dollars for each new 
member. Obviously, this could not be paid for by the $10.00 membership 
fee and $3.00 per month dues that were paid by our members during years 
past. To reactivate the llinutemen organization without this security 
would be disastrous. To obtain the means of assuring such security will 
require sources of income considerably in excess of those obtained through 
dues and contributions. 

By working fifteen hours a day in my own business and by cooperating 
with other patriots in the organization of .still additional businesses 
that can be operated at a profit— we hone to eventually build the necessary 
financial foundation on which further organizational activity can be con¬ 
structed. Until this is done we must all be patient— doing what we can 
as individuals, quietly and carefully sounding out other possible recruits, 
obtaining equipment as may be available in our own. areas. 

We do have hopes that the official llinutemen. newsletter "On Target" 
can resume publication in Che near future.- I am sorry that we do not, 
at this time, have any of the old llinutemen Trainiag Programs or similar 
material available.

Not all of our objectives were actually reached at this meeting 
but the foundation has been laid and I am/certain that all of our stated 
objectives will be met within the next fewweeks. ■ . 

A suitable building has already been obtained and partially staffed 
to serve as headquarters of an inter-organizational communications system. 
This alone is a major accomplishment and :should add considerable to our 
various organizations ability to work together in the future and to quickly 
settle disputes or misunderstandings as they may arise. 

Considerable discussion occurred, on :.the ways and means of weeding 
out those infiltrators and trouble makers ‘that have harassed the patriotic 
movement for so many years. I believe that we will be able to take firm 
and definite steps toward this end as a result of the agreements reached 
during this meeting. 

All those attending agreed that..a definite code of ethics was 
needed by which right-wing organizations could be guided in their deal¬ 
ings and public statements regarding other .patriotic organizations. A 
committee has been formed to prepare a recommended code of ethics and send 
it to all of the organizations represented "this recent meeting for their 
individual approval. 
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ConsiderabV’Sdiscussion occurred regarding possibilities > 
for success by a.Tflyrd Party movement under our national and 

political circumstances. As might be expected, c©nsiderable*.disagreer 
ment did exist as to the possible value of such a political effort and 
as to the many "Third Parties" that presently exist. One point of 
agreement among all those attending was themrgent necessity of coop¬ 
eration between these various "Third Parties" land the various segments 
thereof. 


llany portions of this meeting included very heated discussion 
and none of those attending pulled any punches : whe3 it came to expressing 
their views candidly and completely. I think this meeting did prove that 
the leaders of all right-wing organizations regardless of how far apart 
they may be in their opinions, can meet together :5a a spirit of con¬ 
structive criticism which is to the benefit of all .concerned. Practically 
everyone present agreed that additional meetings <*©* this type should be 
called within the reasonably near future and that the leaders of those 
organizations not represented at this meeting should be strongly urged 
to attend, future meetings of this type. 

All formal talks as well as informal 'discussions were tape 
recorded-- a total of approximately 10 hours., .Tim sure that these can 
be edited dora substantially without changing -their essential content. 

As soon as this is done X will be in contact -with you again as to how 
copies may be obtained.

Already purchased 
is a two story brick building, .30 feet by 05 :feet and we have partially 
remodeled it for this purpose. The first floor has been petitioned off into 
offices for mailing, record keeping and telephone communications. Kitchen, 
and bath facilities have been installed; living quarters are finished for 
three secretaries that will live and work in this building on a full time 
basis. As sufficient money becomes available we hope to remodel the second 
floor also and increase our staff accordingly.

I was sent to prison. Literally tons of correspondence, photographs, other 
records and documentation have accumulated rhat.,need to be sorted, analyzed, 
duplicated and filed before-these files can be of naxirtiin Value. 7 ‘Many" 
months nay be required to get this’done but at least we have made a start'. 

At the leadership conference, it-was generally agreed that a Code 
of Ethics should be prepared to guide right-wing organizational leaders in 
their conduct toward 'other organizations. 'Sober t Shelton pointed out that 
to make such a code of ethics effective, a xprznittec to policy ..the .agreement, 
would have to be elected from among signers and’ tiirLS'Sd’rnitteV would' need 
some power to enforce the code— perhaps by ^requesting an economic boycott 
of the offending organization. 

Definite plans have been made by which our .communications center 
will be used to exchange information on those persons who make it a habit of

Still another result of our leadership conference was the prepara¬ 
tion of a card file containing signatures of .most of those who attended. 
When some fast united action is needed— for example, macs distribution 
of a resolution or petition, these people can be contacted quickly by tele¬ 
phone or other means- then their signatures'can be added photographically 
to the printed documents. 


Several plans were discussed regarding various means by which some ' 
conservative organizations are now paying part of their operating expenses 
through the sale of survival foods, books., silver, etc. Through our “Profits 
for Patriots 1 ' program wa plan an extension of conservative business efforts 
into markets that involve non-conservatives ,and thus tap the resource of 
the general population for the vast additional .sums that the right-wing 
needs for efficient and positive action against the aner.y. lie will keep 
you informed as to further plans and progress in this'area. 

Since the close of our first Patriots Leadership Conference, I have 
received dozens of letters from chose who did attend. These letters confirm 
my belief that we did make solid progress and of the need to continue holding 
these meetings on a regular basis. Haturally, ny out. morale is strengthened 
when I receive such comments as these:

APPENDIX 


MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen organization was organized in 1960, 
reportedly to resist the spread of communism in the United States 
by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. DePugh, national 
coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced in October 1970, 
for violations ofthe Federal Firearms Act. At the time of 
his arrest DePugh was in possession of documents concerned 
with guerrilla warfare and other paraphernalia, including 
hand grenades, gun silencers, and a machine gun. DePugh 
was released on parole during April 1973 and in June 1973, 
indicated he planned to revitalize the Minutemen into a "two¬ 
armed organization." Arm number one was to utilized as 
a political front organization to sway elections and control 
local and state political structures. Arm number two was to 
be an underground guerrilla organization made up of "strike 
teams." These "strike teams" are to be under direct control 
of DePugh and their existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen State Coordinators.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. (UKA) 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


The United Klans of America, Inc. (UKA), Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, 
•Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits in and 
consolidation of other Klan groups. In July 1961, the 
United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 

Inc., merged with the Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed by 
Robert Shelton. In October 1961, a majority of the 
Klavems of the United States Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan, were merged with the UKA and Robert Shelton 
continued as a leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the 
United States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, and members in several states. Robert Shelton 
of Tuscaloosa, Alabama, continues to be the Imperial 
wizard of the organization. The stated aims and purposes 
of the UKA are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy 
and segregation of the races. Like other Klan organizations 
it is anti-Negro, anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings, and murders, and- 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights.

APPENDIX 




MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen organization was organized in I960, 
reportedly to resist the spread of communism in the United States 
by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. DePugh, national 
coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced in October, 1970, 

,for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. At the time of 
his arrest DePugh was in possession of documents concerned 
with guerrilla warfare and other paraphernalia, including 
hand grenades, gun silencers, and a machine gun. DePugh 
was released on parole during April, 1973, and in June, 1973, 
indicated he planned to revitalize the Minutemen into a 
"two-armed organization." Arm number one was to be utilized 
as a political front organization to sway elections and 
control local and state political structures. Arm number 
two was to be an underground guerrilla organization 
made up of "strike teams." These "strike teams" are to be 
under direct control of DePugh and their existence is to 
be unknown to everyone, including Minutemen State 
Coordinators.

to be held at Norborne, Missouri, September 21-22, 1974. 
Expected to attend were approximately-200 persons represent¬ 
ing the major "right wing" organizations in the United 
States, with the' purpose of organizing a screening system 
to help identify infiltrators and organizing a communications 
network. 

On September 27, 1974, SD T-l advised that on 
the weekend of September 21-22, 1974, a meeting of 
right wing extremists was held in Norborne, Missouri. 
Presiding over this meeting was Robert De Pugh. Also known

At the conference everyone present was required to 
sign some kind of special cards so that their true signatures 
would be known to the convention's organizers. One man 
became incensed having to do this and got into a shoving 
match with another older man who shook his finger at him. 

They finally moved apart but only after some of the others 
began to approach them. 


SD T-l further reported that one of the delegates 
to this affair was a former intelligence officer from the 
Chicago Police Department. Another is a retired military 
Colonel who claims to be building an organisation - m Florida. 


Another participant was a young man who claimed to 
represent the "Fourth Army of Kentucky" and to have 200 men 
in this army of his. He is said to have been extremely 
egotistical, arrogant, and cocky.

SD T-l further reported that Robert De Pugh's 
Parole Officer is reported to have told him that because 
of this meeting De Pugh’s parole might be revoked. It 
was reported to SD T-l that De Pugh told some of his 
followers that if he goes to prison, then "I expect you 
to do something about it. I want some people to be dead." 

On October 31, 1974, SD T-2 furnished the 
following letter from Robert B. De Pugh concerning the 
Patriots Leadership Conference and the following pledge 
card concerning the Patriots Inter-Organizational Communications 
Center:

During many informal- conversations new ideas 
were presented, kicked about, refined and either discarded or put into 
operation. 


When we experience something pleasant, it is only natural that we 
want that thing to happen to us again soon. -Since the Leadership Conferer.c c 
ended I -have received dozens of phone calls and letters asking when the nex 
such conference would be held and urging me to call another conference as 
soon .as possible. I've also received numerous letters and phone calls 
from people who did not attend but who heard favorable remarks...about the 
Leadership Conference and have hastened to, assure me of,their presence.at 
the next such meeting. All of this is gratifying- and I too, am in hopes 
that we can- hold an even larger and more productive Leadership Conference 
in the not too distant future. 


We must keep in mind however, that these meetings are expensive. 

The total amount of money spent on transportation, motel accommodations, 
etc. by those who -at tended’•this " conference amounted to a considerable sum.

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We haven’t, changed our minds— x?e just haven’"t been <abie. to get it 
done. For one reason, several people who had attended the meeting had 
already left before any vote was taken on this petition, and I have hesi¬ 
tated to use their signature x/ithout contacting them personally and obtain¬ 
ing their specific approval. For another thing, patching these signature's 
on the photographic negative and getting- the petitions printed uo has been 
a time consuming task. If x?e had been able to have our ox-m dark room 
and print shop ready as planned, this xrould have been- a simple task". Since 
we are having to have it done by an ’outside (but friendly) printer, our . 
travel time and his busy work’ schedule has slowed things doxm considerably. 


The,biggest.thirig”'to-come out of this meeting, in my opinion, is, 
the fact that we have made a real start on- our "Patriots' Thter-Oirgahlzational 
Communications Center' 1 . Although it needs a lot of additional remodeling, 
we do have a good location and we have most of the equipment we need. We 
have some good help available but we need a great deal more if \<ro are to 
'handle our x;ork load in a, orompt and efficient manner. It is not as easy as 
you night think to find people x-jhose security you can vouch for, >who are 
efficient and dedicated workers and who are able to remain compatible with 
their fellox? x/orkers when the^ job ...requires -living and" x/orking together 
almost 24 hours a day. In case you knox? a good secretary cr file clerk that 
would like to take on a-job of this type, at starvation xlages, please let 
us knoxr. . . - ' - 


This idea of a national communications center for all, conservative 
organizations -is- certainly not a net? idea with me. When X wrote,- ’’Blueprint 
for Victory” in 1965 it included the folloxjing paragraphs: 

"By a united front I do not imply that these groups should give . „ 
up their independence or change their organizational structure.

We need to finish the remodeling of our expanded living quarters so 
that these people will be able to live close to their working area and there¬ 
fore work efficiently. We need to further expand our equipment and facilities 
in order to‘carry the heavy work lead for which we have assumed responsibility.

MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen organization was organized in 1960, 
reportedly to resist the spread of communism in the 
United States by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. 

De Pugh, national coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced 
in October, 1970, for violations of the Federal Firearms 
Act. At the time of his arrest De Pugh was in possession 
of documents concerned with guerrilla warfare and other 
paraphernalia, including hand grenades, gun silencers, 
and a machine gun. De Pugh was released on parole during 
April, 1973, and in June, 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen into a "two-armed organization." 

Arm number one was to be utilized as a political front 
organization to sway elections and control local and 
state political structures. Arm number two was to be 
an underground guerrilla organization made up of "strike ' 
teams." These "strike teams" are to be under direct control 
of De Pugh and their existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen State Coordinators.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. (UKA), 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


The United Klans of America, Inc. (UKA), Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, Georgia 
It was formed as a result of splits in and consolidation of 
other Klan groups. In July, 1961, the United Klans, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with 
the Alabama Knights, Knights of' the Ku Klux Klan. The merged 
organization v/as headed by Robert Shelton. In October of 
1961, a majority of the IClaverijs of the United States Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, were merged with the UKA and 
Robert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group ih the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa-, Alabama, and 
members ih several states. Robert Shelton-of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Y/izard of the organiza¬ 
tion. The stated aims and purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and segregation 
of the races. Like other IQan organizations it is anti-Negro 
anti-Semitic and anti-Catholic. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings, and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to .deny others their_ 
constitutional rights.

DE PUGH advised | | that he was considering a 
type of bomb which would explode after a car had stopped 
rather than when it started and he claimed there were several 
advantages to this type of bomb* He stated this type of bomb 
would make the victim think "that was really closer they almost 
got me",'or it could still get the victim if he entered the 
car within a few minutes after leaving it. DE PUGH- also 
.described a delayed-action bomb tied to the underside of a 
car. ,He stated the pin would be pulled from the bomb when 
the car began to move and the explosion would occur following 
a delay some distance from the victim’s home. Another type 
of explosive device described by DE PUGH was one which would be 
triggered by movement, of the car. He also stated several 
sticks of dynamite and a detonator cap could be stuck up the 
exhaust pipe of a car and while the car was in operation heat 
would build up in the exhaust pipe setting off the detonator 
cap far from the spot where the car originally stood.

On August 20, 1966, De Pugh and several other 
individuals were indicted for violation of the National 
Firearms Act (NFA). This indictment resulted from a 
conspiracy, in which De Pugh and the others were found to be in 
possession of submachine guns and other weapons for which no 
permits had been obtained. On September 30, 1966, De Pugh was 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury, Kansas City, Missouri, on a 
charge of violation of the NFA. De Pugh and his codefendants 
were found guilty of all charges on November 14, 1966, and, on 
that same date, were convicted in U.S. District Court, Kansas 
City, Missouri, on charges of violation of the Federal 
Firearms Act. De Pugh was sentenced to four years in prison, 
followed by five years of probation. (U) 

On January 31, 1967, De Pugh pled nolo contendre to 
a previous charge of transporting a handgun interstate while 
under indictment for a felony." At that time, a one-year 
sentence was handed down, this sentence to be served 
concurrent with the previous Firearms Act violation, 
sentence.

In addition, De Pugh and seven other individuals 
were indicted on February 20, 1968, by a Federal Grand Jury, 
Seattle, Washington, on a charge of conspiracy to commit bank 
robberies. A Federal warrant was issued for De Pugh's arrest, 
at which time he entered into a fugitive status. (U) 

De Pugh was eventually apprehended, and imprisoned, 
and, on April 30, 1973, he was released on parole. Upon his 
release, he began employment with the Bio-Lab Corporation, a 
family-owned company located in Norborne, Missouri. (U) 

While serving his prison term, the running of the MM 
had been the concern of De Pugh's wife; however, upon his 
•release, he once again began to take an active role in the 
organization, albeit with some restrictions. (U) 

De Pugh was also active in several other 
organizations throughout the 1970's. 
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Robert Bolivar De Pugh 


As of March, 1975, he was treasurer of the National 
Alliance to Keep and Bear Arms (NAKBA) , a nationwide 
organization formerly headquartered in Medford, Oregon. The 
principal goal of NAKBA was organized opposition to 
restrictive gun legislation. The groups' activities were 
predominantly directed toward a legislative purpose, although 
many of its members were also known to be members of tax 
rebellion groups. 

De Pugh was also a member of the American League for 
Independent Voter Education (ALIVE) , a coalition of 65 
conservative organizations banded together to oppose former 
President Ford and his policies. (U) 

In addition, De Pugh and a group of klan/right wing 
group leaders were’ responsible for the 1978 organization of 
The Committee of Ten Million (TCTM) . TCTM's primary goal was 
to build a voting block of ten million people, and use the 
block to elect their preferred candidates to political office. 
TCTM was' a chartered, non-profit organization, the identities 
of whose leadership was a matter of public record. (U)

The- Minutemen organization was organized in 1960, 
reportedly to resist the spread of communism in the United 
States, by use of guerrilla tactics.- Robert B. DePugh, 
national coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced in 
October 1970, for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. 

At the time of his arrest DePugh was in possession of docur 
ments concerned with guerrilla warfare and other 
paraphernalia, including hand grenades; gun silencers, 
and a machine gun-. DePugh was released on parole during 
April 1973, and in June 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen into a "two-armed organization." 
Arm number one was to be utilized, as a political front '* 
organization to sway elections and control local and state 
political structures. Arm number ;two was to be an underr 
ground guerrilla organization made up of "strike teams". 
These "strike teams" are to be, under direct, control of'

Since 1 was appointed i<> llio i>osition of 
NAKMA treasurer, we tuive received nrtuy 
fnqucrlcs about ttic Minutemcn organi¬ 
zation: whether or not it still exists, etc. 
This article is included to answer all of 
those letters which we have not had time to 
answer personally. 

In order to explain the present status of 
the Minutemcn, 1 must first briefly review 
the history of this organization. The croup 
began as a national organization in 1959 
through the amalgamation of various small- - 
cr groups that had existed previously. 

At that timc--fiftccn years ago--those of 
us who helped to form this organization were 
of the opinion that American citizens might 
some day be required to fight in the streets 
for their lives and liberty. Even then we were 
convinced that the communist-socialist con¬ 
spiracy had gained such control over our 
government,. news media, educational sys¬ 
tem, both political parties and other national 
institutions as to .make it impossible for us 
to turn the tide through the normal consti¬ 
tutional processes of politics and public opin¬ 
ion. 

Since World War II, over twenty sovereign 
nations have been forced to surrender their 
freedom to international communism. Many 
of them have attempted to throw off this yoke 
of slavery by revolutionary, incans. Most of 
them have- failed for reasons that a. study 
of communism makes obvious. As "soon as 
the- communists take over any new country 
they immediately begin a reign of terror. Spies 
are planted everywhere. Rewards arc given 
to those who'inform on their fellow citizens. 
Soon it becomes impossible to organize, 
train or recruit , an underground army. 
"Men become afraid to'suggest such a thing, 
even to their own sons or brothers. Every 
type of supply that might be used by a resis¬ 
tance movement is carefully controlled. 
Guns are inevitably denied to the bulk of.the 
population while the “party members” are 
all heavily armed. 

If this country ever falls, under com¬ 
munist domination it would obviously be 
helpful to have an underground army already 
in existence— including sources of supply, 
chains of command, lines of communica¬ 
tions, intelligence, propaganda, and security 
systems. 

Between 1959 and 19GG the Minutemcn con¬ 
tinued to grow and to work toward the achieve¬ 
ment of those objectives. Still, we felt that 
our growth was loo slow and by recruit¬ 
ing we would never obtain the necessary 
number to be fully prepared in time. For 
this reason we formed a political arm called 
the Patriotic Party. The purpose of this 
Patriotic Party was to provide a definite 
philosophical foundation that might guide the 
American Resistance Movement, to solicit 
money that was badly needed for other 
supplies and activities, to serve as a re¬ 
cruiting ground and propaganda outlet for 
the Minutemcn organization. 

The Patriotic Party was received with 
overwhelming enthusiasm of those people w ho 
forsaw the need of a third party in America. 
Even then there were millions of American 
citizens who realized that the Democratic 
Parly had died (as a representative of the 
people) with (he election of Franklin '!>. 
Roosevelt and that the’Republican Party bad 
died (as a representative of the people) 
with iliy election of Dwight Eisenhower. The 
Patriotic Patty, was the first organization 
outside the state of Alabama to endorse tlebri:e 
Wallace tor president. UiifortuiiiltVly. R"' 
Patriotic Paitv also u,..,, (as represents 
live of (lie pie) wi.,. ll<; , v/allarduni 
ed his bark on Hie .n.u.i p.nt v e.,,,,a nil' 


began organizing “The Wallace Campaign”, 
dominated by a small clique of Ids own 
political henchmen. 

During )9G?and 1908theMiimteinenorgani- 
zation was subjected to massive efforts at 
infiltration, harassment, subversion and 
saliotagc, both "by the various communist 
organizations, by the A. T. F. D., by>he 
F. B. 1. and the United States Department of 
Justice. Many of our organizational leaders 
were arrested and convicted on various 
trumped-up charges. In an attempt to avoid 
a similar fate 1 went into hiding for approxi¬ 
mately seventeen months but eventually I 
was captured (in July 1969) and spent 
nearly four years as a political prisoner in 
Federal Penitentiaries. 

During my absence the Minutemcn organiza¬ 
tion lay dormant-- there was very.little 
else that our members could do except to keep 
the organization intact and stay out of prison 
themselves. 

Through the continuous effortsof my family, 
friends and thousands of fellow patriots, I 
finally obtained a parole in May, 1973. Since 
that time I have devoted my effortlo rebuild¬ 
ing my own business, to payingoff a mountain 
of debts and in trying to pick up the pieces 
of my own life. While on parole my political 
activities are somewhat restricted and I 
ooald be sent back to pris'on for-any techni¬ 
cal violation of my parole conditions. This 
has precluded, any vast reactivation of the 
'Minutemcn organization on my part. * ? 

Even if these difficulties had not existed,? 
I do not think it would have been wise to! 
reactivate the opganizatlon during these past 
two years. The vast majority of the American 
people are still completely.misinformed as to 
the nature of bur enemies and the naturo.of 
those who now control our vast government 
bureaucracy. If the Minutemcn organization 
(or any similar organization) begins .to show 
real strength and rapid growth, I am sure 
the members of such an organization will 
again he subjected to illegal harassment and 
persecution. 

With this in mind it becomes obvious that 
any further activity by the Minutemcn (or 
any similar organization) requires a great 
deal of vigilance' to prevent the infiltration 
of any unreliable person into its member¬ 
ship. Means of preventing such infiltration 
arc available but the expense of doing so 
. would .amount, to .several -hundred dollars for 
each new member. Obviously, thiscouldnot 
be paid for by the $10.00 membership foe 
and $3.00 per month dues that were paid by 
our members during years past. To reactivate 
the Minutemcn organization without this 
security would be disastrous. To obtain 
the means of assuring "such security will 
require sources of income considerably in 
excess of those obtained through dues and 
contributions. 

By working fifteen hours a day in my own 
business and by cooperating with oilier pat¬ 
riots in the organization of still additional 
businesses that can lie operated at a profit- 
- we hope to eventually build the necessary 
financial foundation on which further organiza¬ 
tional activity can he constructed. Until 
this is done we must .all he patient-- doing 
what- we can, as individuals, quietly and 
carefully sounding out other possible recruits, 
obtaining equipment, as may be avail-' 
able in our owii area's. 

We do have hopes Ih^t the official Minute- 
men newsletter "On Target” can, resume 
publication m 11)0 near future. 1 am sorry

Arm number one was to be- utilized as a political front, 
organization >to sway elections'and control local and state 
political structures. Am number two was to be an under¬ 
ground guerrilla organization made up of "strike teams". 
These "strike teams" are to be under; direct control of 
DePugh and their existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen- State Coordinators.

The United Klans of America, Inc. (UKA), 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was chartered in 1-961 at 
Atlanta, Georgia.. It was formed as a 1 result of splits 
in and consolidation of other-Klan-groups. In July 1961, 
the United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc-. merged with, the Alabama Knights, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The-merged’ organization was headed by 
Robert Shelton.* In October 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Klux'Klan, were merged with the UKA and Robert 
Shelton continued as the leader. 


The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the 
United States with headquarters-located at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama,, and'Klaverns in-various states. Robert Shelton 
of Tuscaloosa Alabama, continues to be.the Imperial Wizard 
of the.organization. The stated aims and purposes of the 
UKA are the promotion of Americanism; white supremacy; 
and segregation of the races. Like other Klan organiza¬ 
tions, it is anti-Negro, anti-Semitic and anti-foreign born. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings,. bombings, and murders, and 
have engaged in activities' seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights.

On September 2, 1975, KC T-l advised that Robert 
De Pugh continues to reside at Norborne, Missouri, and run 
the Biolab Corporation in Norborne. 

KC T-l further advised De Pugh, National Coordinator 
of the Minutemen organization, states the Minutemen is tem¬ 
porarily dormant, mostly because it is impossible .to properly 
screen applicants, to detect infiltrators without incurring 
expenses which, at present, can not be handled. 

A -characterization of the Minutemen is attached 
as an appendix.

This source states De Pugh acts extremely paranoid, 
often displaying erratic and irrational/behavior; he suspects 
his close associates of informing to Federal agencies and 
is distrustful to almost everyone. He is self-centered 
and angry regarding his sons' lack of dedication' to the 
family business, he expects them to work long hours and 
remain in Norborne, Missouri, despite their desire to leave 
that area. 


KC T-l advises that in addition to running the 
Biolab Corporation, a veterinarian pharmaceutical manufacturing 
concern, De Pugh has started a "Profits for Patriots" program 
which urges conservatives to invest in and organize companies 
to acquire funds for "patriotic" causes. One phase involves 
an offer to anyone to sell De Pugh's VIVA, Ltd. drug products 
on a commission basis.

ROBERT BOLIVAR DE PUGH 


On June 10, 1975, KC T-2 advised Robert Bolivar 
De Pugh will be hosting a "Patriots Leadership Conference 
of 1975" at the Continental Hotel in Kansas City, Missouri, 
on July 4 and 5, 1975. This conference is aimed at promoting 
greater cooperation between right-wing factions and to provide 
an opportunity for exchange of information. 

The July 4, 1975, issue of the "Kansas City Times", 
daily newspaper published in Kansas City, Missouri, contained 
in part, tinder the heading "De Pugh Musters Conservatives", 
the following: 

De Pugh stated, "The purpose of the meeting is 
to aim at some kind of cooperative action from groups which 
come from every extent of the political spectrum, from the 
center to the ultra-far right," and to attempt to get the 
groups to work together rather than fighting amongst themselves. 

KC T-3 advised on July 15, 1975, that approximately 
131 individuals representing the far right throughout the 
United States attended the above conference. Representatives 
from Mexico and Canada were also registered. The conference 
was held at the Continental Hotel, 11th and Baltimore, in 
Kansas City, without incident with the, exception of a member 
of the National Socialist White Peoples Party (NSWPP) being 
ejected from the conference and the hotel being picketed 
July 5, 1975, by a small group of individuals connected 
with the Progressive Labor Party (PLP). 

A characterization of the NSWPP and the PLP is 
attached as an appendix. 

KC T-3 advised that De Pugh felt the conference 
was not successful and implied that no similar meetings 
would be held, although correspondence from De Pugh as a 
follow-up of the Kansas City conference revealed it was 
•a great success and 230 individuals from 90 patriotic 
organizations from the U.S., Canada and Mexico were present. 

This letter, addressed.,to Dear Fellow Patriot, also stated 
tentative plans were made to hold two meetings in 1976 and 
a national newspaper of general interest entitled' Controversy 
would begin publication in early 1976.

On September 2, 1975, KC T-l advised Robert De Pugh 
is under the supervision of his U.S. Probation Officer 
until 1980 after having been released from the USP, Atlanta, 
where he served 3 years for violation of Pederal Firearms 
statutes. Conditions of his parole require him to advise 
the U.S. Parole Board if he plans travel outside the Kansas 
City - Norborne, Missouri, area.. 

This source stated De Pugh submitted a letter 
of itinerary to his probation officer during early 
August 1975 which included plans to travel- to Lakeland,, 
Florida, to speak at a national klonvocation of the United 
Klans of America?., Inc. (UKA) August 15-17, 1975, and to Ft. 
Walton Beach, Florida, to visit a relative and return to 
the Norborne, Missouri, area. This request was. submitted 
to the Regional U.S. Parole Board which granted permission. 

He was issued a travel permit,. Copies of his itinerary 
and permit were forwarded to the U.S. probation district 
covering Lakeland, Florida. 

Upon his return to Norborne, Missouri, source 
stated De Pugh advised he spoke at the above klonvocation 
as scheduled. He advised it was a successful business trip 
and he received numerous orders for his vitamins and 
survival tabs and sold many of his books on survival and. 
types of explosives. De Pugh advised he was impressed 
with the character of the people attending the Klan rally 
in Florida and that no unusual incidents occurred during 
his trip to the Lakeland-Ft. Walton Beach area. 

Source further advised De Pugh was again residing 
at his residence and working at the Biolab Corporation, 
Norborne, Missouri.

In re¬ 
sponse, he sends them a form letter 
explaining his version of the Minute- 
, men’s history and offering them some 
j'hope that some day in the future, the 
organization may be revitalized.

Until this is done 
we must all be patient — doing what 
we can as individuals, quietly and 
carefully sounding out other possible 
recruits, obtaining equipment as may 
be available in our own areas.”

The country .is suffering from apa¬ 
thy, he said, and it can be found on the 
left as well as the right. And the man¬ 
ner in which he said it suggests that 
apathy may have overtaken him, too. 
DePugh has seldom adopted the in¬ 
tense, fanatic’s demeanor that the na¬ 
ture of his Minitemen organization 
would suggest, but this time he ap- 
peared even more relaxed, more cas¬ 
ual, more ostensibly willing to accept 
certain seemingly inevitable eventual-' - ’ 
ilies that years ago he would have 
been more inclined to combat. 

Does he plan to involve himself in 
the possible school desegregation 
problems Kansas City could face this 
fall, he was asked. No. he said, that 
would be foolish. 

He told of how his youngest child is 
required to eat lunch at the junior high 
school she attends in Norborne and is 
not allowed to walk three blocks home 
for lunch. When the people decided to 
allow school bureaucrats to dictate 
such a rule as that, he said, they ab¬ 
rogated their responsibility and 
opened the door to other such abuses of 
individual freedom as forced bussing. 
The time to protest, he said, was when, 

5 school officials refused to let children 
go home for lunch. \i 
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"He likened (his to the federal resfric- 
tions on automatic machine guns. f 

“People have told me many times,”i 
DePugh said, “that the only mistake M 
made with the Minutemen was withj- 
r’egard to.machine guns. If I’d just left 
them alone, they said, I’d have been 
all right. And I suppose they’re right. 
We'didn’t really need machine guns. 
But the restrictions placed on posses- t 
sion cf machine guns was just the first 
. step toward more gun control laws.’’ 

DePugh continues to present the im¬ 
age of a politically oppressed patriot. 

In his form letter to aspiring Minute- 
men members, he offers this version 
of how the Minutemen organization 
was suppressed: 

“During 1957 and 1963 the Minute- 
men organization was subjected to 
massive efforts at infiltration, harass¬ 
ment, subversion and sabotage both 
by the various communist organiza¬ 
tions. by the ATFD (Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms Division of the U.S. 
Treasury department, now called the 
•'.^ t TF.for:Burepuo/.A!co}iol K .TpMcco 
' aridFirearmshby the FBI andb? the - 
United States Department of'Justice. 

“Many of our organizational leaders 
were arrested and vonvided on vari¬ 
ous trumped-up-charges,. In an. at- 
'tewpfto'a'void hsimilarfate Iwent 
‘into - hidiflg ; 'for‘••approximately’ 17'4'; 
months but eventually I was captured 
(in July,' 1959) and spent nearly four 
years as a political prisoner in a Fed¬ 
eral Penitentiary.” 

Actually the federal investigative 
agencies began serious work on the 
‘ Minutemen in 1951. DePugh became a 
fugitive from the FBI after being in¬ 
dicted in Seattle on a charge of con¬ 
spiracy to rob banks. After his capture 
in Truth or Consequences, N. M„ he 
was convicted of violating federal fire¬ 
arms control laws and bond jumping. 

He is still on parole. The bank robbery 
, ‘'fcBargewaSTirdi)pe<fc'' 

His form letter states that the main 
reason that a great deal of money is 
needed to start rebuilding the Minute- 
men is that it costs several hundred 
dollars to properly screen each new 
applicant for membership. Otherwise, 
he writes, the organization would be 
susceptible to the kind of infiltration 
that helped wreck it in the '60s. 

Indeed, both the ATF and FBI did 
riddle the Minutemen with infiltrators 
as well as obtain a mass of information •} 
from defectors from the organization. 
The latest, apparently, was Hoy Fran- 
khauser. a former leader in the Ameri¬ 
can Nazi Party and Klan, as well as 


the,Minutemen. The Philadelphia In-; 
I’quirer. in a copyrighted article earlier* 
{this month, reported that Frankhauser! 
‘had been used as a paid FBI informant 
:beginninginl972.’ .; « 

In another DePugh publication, 
dated last Sunday. DePugh reports on 
this article, stating that he had known 
of this for several years, and philoso¬ 
phizing: ■ 

“It is a classic example of how a 
person can begin as a sincere patriot., 
work for years in the most dedicated 
manner and finally become so entan¬ 
gled in their own intrigue that they end 
up as a double agent, working for their 
enemies and acting against those who 
trusted them most.” 

Frankhauser was in Kansas City as 
recently as Oct. 21.1973, accompany¬ 
ing DePugh when DePugh was the 
main speaker at a Liberty Lobby con¬ 
vention at the Hotel Muehlebach. 

In a brief interview at that time, 
’Frankhauser, of Reading, Pa., said 
that the Minutemen organization was

The publication in which DePugh 
discusses Frankhauser .is on the 
stationary of the “Patriot Inter-Organ¬ 
izational Communications Center” of 
“•’NorhoVne'.

effort to advance himself as a cata¬ 
lytic force among various right-wing 
organizations in the country. 

In another recent effort toward the 
same goal DePugh has played host to 
two “Patriot Leadership” confer¬ 
ences, one in Norborne last year, the 
other in Kansas City early this month. 

At.the latter conference he lam¬ 
basted many of his old allies in the 
right-wing movement, accusing 90 per 
cent of the old leaders of having been 
in the movement mainly for the money 
they could make out of it..

The Minuteraen organization was organized in 1960, 
reportedly to resist the spread of communism in the United 
States, by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. DePugh, 
national coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced in 
October 1970, for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. 

At the time of his arrest DePugh was in possession of docu¬ 
ments concerned with guerrilla warfare and other 
paraphernalia, including hand grenades, gun silencers, 
and a machine gun. DePugh was released on parole during 
April 1973, and in June 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen into a "two-armed organization." 
Arm number one was to be utilized as a political front 
organization to sway elections and control local and state 
political structures. Arm number two was to. be an under¬ 
ground guerrilla organization made up of "strike teams"-. 
These "strike teams" are to be under direct control of 
DePugh and their existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen State Coordinators.

NATIONAL' SOCIALIST WHITE PEOPLE'S PARTY 


The American Nazi Party - The World Union of 
Free Enterprise National Socialists was organized by 
George Lincoln Rockwell on February 26, 1959, based upon 
the concept of an international "National Socialist" 
movement, as espoused by the German Nazi Party, which 
was headed by Adolf Hitler. On January 1, 1967, the 
official name of this organization was changed to National 
Socialist White People's Party (NSWPP). The NSWPP supports 
and follows the line of hatred against blacks, Jews and 
communists through the various propaganda media, demon¬ 
strations, and other'publicity-seeking devices for the 
purpose of seeking a legitimate dominant political party 
within the .United States and in foreign countries. 
Headquartered in Arlington, Virginia, the NSWPP- is currently 
led by Metthias Koehl, Jr.

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PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY 


The Progressive Labor Party (PLP), which was founded 
in 1965, adopted a constitution which "resolved to build a 
revolutionary movement" and "build a socialist USA with 
all power in the hands of the working people." PLP followed 
the Chinese communist line for several years but became 
critical of Chinese leaders for establishing a dialogue with 
the U.S. following President Nixon's visit to China in 1972. 
Thereafter, PLP declared itself to be an independent Marxist- 
Leninist organization aimed at setting up a dictatorship of 
the working class. According to Milton Rosen, National 
Chairman, the PLP advocates violent overthrow of the 
Government, but has set no timetable for its overthrow. 

The PLP, which is headquartered in New York City, has 
chapters in more than 25 cities in the U.S., and has, in the 
past year, initiated efforts to make PLP Van international 
party with the aim of rebuilding a new revolutionary communist 
movement." 


In 1972, the PLP organized the Workers Action 
Movement (WAM) as a front group in order to build a base 
in the trade union movement and to attract workers into 
PLP. 
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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA 1 , INC. 


The United Klans of America, Inc. (UKA), 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was, chartered in 1961 at 
Atlanta, Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits 
in and consolidation of other Klan groups. In July 1961, 
the United Klans, Knights'of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 

Inc. merged with the Alabama Knights, Knights ,of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed by 
Robert Shelton.' In October 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Klux Klan, were merged with the UKA and Robert 
Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group, in the 
United States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, and Klaverns in various states. Robert Shelton 
of Tuscaloosa Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Wizard 
of the organization. The stated aims and purposes of the 
UKA are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, 
and segregation of the races. Like other Klan organiza¬ 
tions, it is anti-Negro, anti-Semitic and anti-foreign born. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings, and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights.

This was a para- 
militant group organized as a resistance to the spread of communism 
in the US by the use of guerrilla tactics. DePugh'was arrested on 
7/12/69 by FBI Agents in connection with attempted bank robberies and 
was heavily armed. He was sentenced to prison ^or violation of the 
Federal Firearms Act. After serving three years he was released on 
parole on 4/30/73, until 10/8/80. DePugh indicated to the news media 
that he would be wary of reactivating the Minutemen. However, he 
was active since his release in contacting past associates and known 
members of the Minutemen organization.

MINUTEMEN 


The Minutemen organization was organized in ,1960, 
reportedly to resist 'the spread of communism in the United 
States, by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert B. DePugh, 
.national coordinator of the Minutemen, was sentenced in 
October 1970, for violations of the Federal Firearms Act. 

At,the time of his arrest DePugh was in possession of docu¬ 
ments concerned with guerrilla warfare and other 
paraphernalia, including hand grenades, gun silencers, 
and a machine gun. DePugh was released on parole during 
April 1973,. and in June 1973, indicated he planned to 
revitalize the Minutemen, into a "two-armed organization." 

Arm number one was to be utilized as a political front 
organization to sway elections and control local and* state 
political structures. Arm* number two was to be an under¬ 
ground guerrilla organization made up of ''strike teams".. 
These "strike teams" are to be under direct control of 
DePugh and their existence is to be unknown to everyone, 
including Minutemen State Coordinators;

The-United Klans of America, Inc v (UKA),, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, was chartered in 1961 at 
Atlanta, Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits 
in and consolidation of other Klan'groups. In July 1961, 
the United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Inc. merged with the, Alabama Knights, Knights' of the Ku 
Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed by., 

Robert Shelton. In October 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Kiux Klan, -were merged with the UKA and Robert

J. B. Stoner has publicly advocated killing or deporting
